fr THE TRICKY GROUSE. 


He Has Hundreds of Devices For 
Eluding the Hunter. 

The grouse has a hundred tricks of 
defense. It will lie still until the hunt- 
er is within a yard of it, then soar 
straight upward in his front, towering 
jike a woodcock; again, it will rise for- 
ty yards away, and the sound of its 
wings is his only notice of its pres- 
ence.

It will 
rush then, and when he has slewed 
himself hurriedly around he will catch 
only a glimpse of a brown broad wing 
far away. 

Wounded and falling in the open, it 
will be found—if it is found at all— 
with the telltale speckles ,of its breast 
against the trunk of some brown tree, 
against which its feathers are indis- 
tinguishable, and the black ruff about 
the neck of the male will be laid 
against the darkest spot of the bark. 
Often it will double like a fox; often 
as a man draws near it will spring 
noiselessly into some spruce and hide 
until he passes, dropping then to the 
ground and continuing its feeding; of- 
ten, too, it will decline to take wing, 
though unhurt, and will run fast for 
half a mile—so fast that the most ex- 
pert woodsman will be unable to keep 
pace with it. This it will only do on 
leafy ground and never when snow 
would betray its tracks.—Outing. 


FEAT OF A MACGREGOR. 


Wonderful Physical Strength That 
Was Used to Good Purpose. 

Sir William MacGregor was the hero 
of such an adventure as one expects 
ordinarily to read about only in fiction 
of a certain hue.

The captain of the ship and a 
police officer who had gone after her 
were being swept out to sea. Mac- 
Gregor slid down a rope, caught the 
knot of the woman's hair in his teeth 
and with his hands seized the two men 
and dragged them both into safety. He 
went pack te Suya in ga borrowed, sult 
and a good deal of his skin on the coral 
reef. 

Modest, like many heroes, MacGregor 
left himself out of his own report, and 
it was from the governor that the 
queen first heard the whole story.

REPUBLICANS SCORED 


Imperialism, Trusts and Alleged 


Usurpation of the Senate’s 


Power Touched Upon by Speak- 
ers of National Fame 


Boston, Aug. 2.—The anti-imperial- 
istic plank in the Democratic national 
platform was ratified and indorsed by 
the New England Anti-Imperialistic 
league in Faneuil! hall last night before 
a lurge audience, which heard George 
S. Boutwell, former governor of Massa- 
chusetts, W. Bourke Cockran, Charles 
Francis Adums and Governor Garvin 
of Rhode Island denounce the Republi- 
cun party in vigorous terms. 

Ex-Governor Boutwell declared that 
sie rialism and Republicanism are 

»W Syhonymous and coeyal exterml- 
ation is essential. Twin evils are they, 
he thinks, and he expressed the belief 
that the American people will arise 
and crush them. 

Governor Garvin went into the com- 
mercial aspect of the Philippine situa- 
tion, and declared that the whole policy 
was miserable. 

Charles Francis Adams suggested a 
restriction of the senate’s power and 
an estoppal of its usurpation as of the 
inost vitalimportance. He thought im- 
perialism was second to an imperious 
senate, At the conclusion of the 
speech which he had prepared, Mr. 
Adums delivered some impromptu re- 
marks, declaring that the “meat trust, 
oil trust, ship trust and other trusts 
that are held up as a source of danger” 
ire not to be feared, as they can be 
restrained. The most dangerous trust, 
he said, was that one known as “the 
courtesy of the United States senate,” 
which, he explained, was a conspiracy 
tugainst the people, inasmuch as it dis- 
poses of all federal patronage, amount- 
ing to hundreds of millions of dollars 
each year. The courtesy of the United 
States senate, he declared, was dis- 
tributed by President Roosevelt, Sena- 
tor Lodge, Senator Aldrich of Rhode 
Island and Senator Knox. 

Mr. Cockran said the Republican 
party was dragging the country toruin; 
that Roosevelt, whom he compared to 
Napoleon, invited decay and disaster, 
and concluded a detailed resume of 
what he termed all round corruption cf

“Resolved, that we heartily commend

Severe Storm at New York 

New York, Aug. 2.—Considerable 
damage was done in widely separated 
parts of the city during an electrical 
storm. Several flagpoles in various 
parts of the city were shattered by 
lightning and many dwelling houses 
were struck. During the 45 minutes 
the storm continued nearly two inches 
of water fell, flooding cellars and streets 
on Manhattan island. 


Railroad Telegraphers on Strike 

Dallas, Aug. 2.—The Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas Order of Railroad Teleg- 
raphers have quit work upon the order 
for a strike of all the telegraphers 
employed on the system. The wage 
schedule is said to be one subject of 
disagreement, and pay for overtime and 
shorter hours are other matters which 
require adjustment.

Scranton, Pa., Aug. 2—The execu- 
tive board of the United Mine Workers, 
district No. 1, is in session here. It 
seems assured that there will be no 
strike. Neither the mine workers nor 
operators desire one at present, and it 
seems rather a question for the mine 
workers to devise some means whereby 
the differences can be overcome.

Attack on Chicago Police Sta- 
tion by Strikers and Friends 
Chicago, Aug. 2.—With increased 

forces of skilled workers and their op- 

erating departments more thoroughly 
equipped than at any time since the 
strike, the packers 
have taken a firm grip on the machinery 
of their affairs and as a result the 
stockyards have taken on the hum of 
activity to a great extent. 

More than 78,000 head of livestock 
wus received yesterday. The big pack- 


ers bought S000 cattle, 13,000 hogs and 
10,000 sheep during the day. Before 
nightfall 80 percent of these pur- 


chases bad been slaughtered. Further 
proof of the assertions of the packers 
that the difticulties of the strike are 
being overcome was furnished by the 
shipment of 500 carloads of fresh meats 
from the stockyards. Of this number 
400 cars were loaded and shipped by 
the firms affected by the strike. These 
shipments were consigned to all parts 
of the world, 80 carloads being billed 
to Boston for export. 

As near as can be estimated 859 union 
men of the various trades on strike 
returned to work during the day. Of 
this number who abandoned the fight 
many were skilled workers. 

Rioters stoned the Deering street po- 
lice station late last night and for a 
quarter of an hour the police battled 
with the crowd of £000 men and women, 
as it charged the station repeatedly 
with sticks and stones, shouting ven- 
geance against the police. The trouble 
started when the police went to the as- 
sistance of Frank Castellano, a strike 
breaker employed in the stockyards, 
who had been dragged from a street 
ear and severely beaten. Before the 
police could reach Castellano he had 
fired four shots from a revolver at his 
assailants. One of the bullets took ef- 
fect in John Sheehan's :em and a riot 
immediately begun.

Gypsy and Brown-Tail Moths. 
The State Board of Agriculture bas 
received many calls for information as 
to the best means of combating the 
gypsy moth, and having no literature 
bearing directly on that point, has ar- 
ranged to include an article in its Crop 


Report for July on * The Gypsy and 
Brown-Tail Moths,’’ by 4. Hl. Kirk- 
land, M. S., of Boston. Mr. Kirkland 


was formerly the entomologist in the 
employ of the Board and during the 
last year of its work against the gypsy 
moth was acting field director. He has 
kept in close touch w ith the situation 
since that time and has recently as- 
sisted Dr. Marlatt, the United States 
government expert, in his inspection of 
the territory. This report will be sent 
on application to J. Lewis Ellswortb, 
Secretary State Board of Agriculture, 
State House, Boston, and those wisbing 
it may bave their names placed on the 
mailing list for future issues. 

In opening the article Mr. 
comments upon the numerous cases of 
the importation of foreign insect pests 
on plants and trees from other 
countries, including the introduction 
of the elm-leaf beetle at Baltimore on 
an importation of foreign elms, and of 
the gypsy and brown-tail moths into 
Massachusetts, the latter accidentally 
with a lot of Dutch roses. He further 
points out bow the balance of nature 
being disturbed and the controlling 
factors of their native habitate being 
removed these insects become more de- 
structive in their new than in 
their old. 

Taking up the gypsy 
their introduction into 
Prof. a French 
and naturalist, 
experiments on various silk worms, and 
of their escape from his care. He then 
briefly gives the life history of the 
gypsy moth from the egg to the perfect 
insect. 

On the subject of distribution Mr. 
Kirkland points out the various means 
by which the gypsy moth may be dis- 
tributed into new territory, by teams, 
electric cars and railroad trains. He 
states that an observant naturalist re- 
ports that he bas seen female moths in 
considerable numbers laying their eggs 
on the trucks and sides of freight cars 
at the Oak Grove station in Malden. 

Under the head of remedies 
Kirkland says: ‘‘The remedies 
useful against the gypsy moth 
governed largely by the season at which 
the moth colony is found and the 
and extent of the same.

Some will say that the water receipts 
pay the maturing water debt and 
interest. So they do, but if the water 
receipts could be used to belp pay cur- 
rent city expenses, the tax rate would 
be lower. 

The sewer assessments are now pay- 
ing the maturing sewer debt, mainte- 
nance and sewer interest, but there are 
no yearly sewer rentals, and soon the 
taxpayers whv as property holders have 
paid half the sewer cost in assessments, 
must begin to pay practically the whole 
cost in taxes. Investigate this for 
yourself and see, 

The Assessors and others will tell you 
it is the Metropolitan 
charges that are increasing the tax rate, 
and this in part is true, but the item of 
current municipal expense is increasing 
each year, and keeps up to the $12 
limit.

This year the charges for Metropoli- 
tan water, sewers and parks, and State 
highways, amount to $67,924.54, and 
about $3 of the tax rate goes to pay 
for these charges. But Quincy, as well 


as other cities has pushed its claims 
for these improvements, and it has 
been difficult for the State to curtail 
them. 


To keep down the tax rate, Quincy 
must make as few loansas possible, and 
discourage large appropriations by the 
Legislature for the Metropolitan dis- 
trict. The actual current expenses of 
the city are not large. They really are 
too small, but there will be no relief 
while the city is called upon to pay 
such large sums for maturing debt and 
interest and for Metropolitan assess- 
ments,

Evidently No Lesson to Owners |

SISTER SHIP IS INSPECTED 


Officials Found Worthless Life 
Preservers and Lifeboats Untit 
For Use--Neither Captain Nor 


Crew Knew About Fire Drill 


New York, Aug. 3.—An inspector who 
made a partial examination of the ex- 
cursion steamer Grand Republic has 
told the federal commission which is 
investigating the Slocum 


disaster that the Ife saving and fire 


General 


apparatus on the Grand Republic is 
pravtically worthless. 

This steamer is a sister ship to the 
General Slocum, which was burned in 
East river several weeks ago with a 
loss of nearly a thousand lives. She 
is owned by the Knickerbocker Steam- 
ship company, which also owned the 
Slocum. Several of the company’s of- 
ficers are now under indictment by the 
federal grand jury ona charge of man- 
slaughter and criminal negligence as a 
result of alleged failure to provide ade- 
quate fire-fighting and life saving ap- 
paratus for the burned steamer. 

The inspector who examined the 
Grand Republic told the commission 
that neither the captain nor crew 
knew What to do when a fire drill was 
ordered; that some of the fire 
burst when subjected to water pres- 
sure; that a large percentage of the life 
preservers were worthless. 

This story was told by Inspector 
Todd, who, with Supervising Inspector 
Rodie and Chairman Murray of the fed- 
eral commission, boarded the Grand

and with The company 
had been notified several times to name 
a time and place for reinspection of the 
steamer, but had not complied. 

“The master informed us that the 
boat would not lay up for inspection 
and accordingly we went to work on the 
life preservers,” said the witness. “The 
preservers on the main deck were in 
bad condition. You could break off the 
corners as you would a biscuit. Out 
of 1082 we condemned 372. The mark 
was so old that we could not see it. 
The manufacturer’s mark was 1877. 

“We found 184 new preservers and 
tested 15 of them at 24 pounds weight 
and they sank. After being in the} 
water tive minutes they weighed nine 
pounds. They should have weighed 
only 2% pounds. One ¢f the lifeboats 
had three broken oars and another two, 
one of the boats was very much rotted | 
and another had a broken rudder. One 
of the Ilferafts had no rowlocks; they 
had been broken off. On some of the 
liferafts,” the inspector continued, “ap- 
parent rivets on inspection were shown 
to be only false heads, the parts being 
soldered.” 

“For ornament?” inquired Chairman 
Murray. 

“No sir,” emphatically answered the 
inspector, “for fraud.” 

The witness testified that he heard 
the order for the fire drill given by 
the supervising inspector and he also 
heard the master say that he did not 
know What orders to give for the drill. 
“He finally blew a general alarm on 
the whistle and rang four or tive times 
on the ship’s bell, before the crew an- 
swered,” testified the witness. 

Yesterday’s testimony completed the 
federal commission’s work into the 
cause of the Slocum disaster in this city 
and the commission adjourned to meet 
in Washington next Monday. ‘The 
inass of testimony and the exhibits of 
hose and life preservers will be sent to 
Washington.

London, Aug. 3.—Allowing for 


ese and Russian reports seem to agree 
on the main points of the military de- 
velopments up to Aug. 1, but both stop 
short at the interesting point, namely, 
regarding what happened on Aug. 2, 
When it is possible that a decisive 
Struggle Was going on east and south 
of Liao Yang. 

The Russians have abandoned Simou- 
cheng and fallen back on Hai Cheng, 
fifteen miles northwest. The place 
clearly was untenable with the Japan- 
ese army under Oku marching up the 
railroad from the south. On the centre 
also the enveloping movement of the 
army under Kuroki evidently has re- 
sulted in the Russians retiring to their 
next fortitied place—Liundiansan, 15 
or 20 miles east of Liao Yang. If Kur- 
oki could push home the wedge which 
he is driving along the main Fung 
Wang Chang-Liao Yang road and do it 
quickly he would have General Mist- 
chenko’s force and perhaps that of Stak- 
elberg cut and could destroy them at 
his leisure. 

If Kuroki’s pressure on Liuo Yang 


continues Kuropatkin soon must or- 
der a retreat from Haicheng, which 


also is threatened by the new Japanese 
force which has landed at Yin Kow, 
port of Newchwang, to the southwest. 
Indeed, if the Japanese forces are as 
and strong in artillery as stated, there 
seems to be no doubt that they can push 
the Russian’s right wing up the rail- 
road. 

After the Russians reach Moukden, 
however, they are ina much better po- 
sition strategically, as, instead of the 
100-mile front along their line of retreat, 
their front will be astride of it and the 


| Japanese line of communication will be 


greatly lengthened. 

General Kuropatkin’s official report 
admits that there were heavy losses 
along the Salmatsze-Liao Yang road 
July 831. It indicates that although the 
Russians withdrew from their advance 
posts, Kuropatkin hopes to be able to 
he 
evidently expected heavy fighting along 
this line, probably about Anping. This 
battle possibly was proceeding Aug. 2. 

In the meantime a serious enveloping 
movement of three Japanese divisions 
is maturing around the Russian left at 


Haicheng, where there already was 
heavy fighting on July 31. 
No news has been received from 


Port Arthur. 

A Tokio dispatch shows that General 
Kuroki administered a severe defeat 
to the Russian forces which defended 
the Russian east flank at Liao Yang, 
winning separate actions at Yushulikzu 
and Yangze pass. These two places 
are 26 miles apart, but the two ac- 
tions were fought at the same time. 

The Russians held strong positions. 
The thermometer registered over 110 
degrees fahrenheit and the soldiers suf- 
fered cruelly from heat exhaustion. 

At Yashulikzu the Russians had two 
divisions of infantry and some artillery, 
and they resisted the Japanese assaults 
vigorously. 

Both attacks were begun at dawn 
Sunday, July 31. At Yashulikzu the 
Japanese carried the Russian right and 
left wings, but on account of the 
strength of the main Russian position 
they were unable to press the attack. 
The two armies rested Sunday night, 
facing each other. 

At dawn on Monday the Japanese re- 
sumed the attack and by noon they had 
dislodged the enemy and driven him 
four miles to Lioholing. 

At Yangze pass also the Japanese 
were successful. Theirartillery opened 
on the enemy and their infantry moved 
forward from Makumeza. The attack 
on this place was made at 1 o'clock on 
Sunday and by nightfall the Japanese 
were in possession of a majority of the 
Russian positions, although the enemy 
had resisted with determination. 

The Japanese force passed the night 
in battle formation and another assault 
was made on Monday at dawn. By 8 
o’clock Monday morning Yangze pass 
and the surrounding heights had been 
captured. 

General Kuroki explains the slow- 
ness of these actions by saying that the 
difficult topography of the battlefields 
made it impossible to secure good artil- 
lery positions, and that the great heat 
fatigued his troops. 


Russians Sink German Steamer 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 3.—It is officially 
announced that the German steamer 
sunk by the Vladivostok squadron in 
the recent raid was the Thea, a vessel 
of about 1000 tons. The reason for the 
sinking of the ship was that she was 
too short of coal to be brought to Vladi- 
yvostok. 


It is presumed that the Thea, al- 
though fiying the German flag, was 
ebartered by an American firm. In 


view of the fact that she sailed witha 
cargo of canned fish it is considered 
not unlikely that, like the Arabia, she 
eailed from Portland, Ore. The canned 
fish is believed to have been intended 
as a delicacy for the officers and the 
wounded, as the Japanese are yery 
fond of fish. ez: 


PENS UVERSTUCKED |

Be Doing a Large Business 

Chicago, Aug. 3.—The meat packers | 
claim to be in a better position than at! 
any time since the struggle began. An 
official of Armour & Co. said that the 
packing firms were doing nearly &) 
percent of their usual business. Po- 
lice reports of the number of new em- 
ployes arriving at the yards bear out in 
a large measure the packers’ state- 
ments. 

Despite declarations of the packers’ | 
representatives, the pens at the stock- 
yards are filled with cattle and hogs 
that buyers make no bid for tn the mar- 
ket. According to commission men 
and officials of the Union Stockyards 
and Transit company, out of the live- 
stock received Monday and yesterday 
over 19,000 sheep and 10,000 hogs were 
reshipped, and unsold stock is rapidly 
accumulating in the pens. Twelve 
thousand hogs now remain unsold and | 
the prospect of large receipts today is 
causing the livestock handlers to fear a 
swamping of their facilities.

Pilgrimages Almost Daily to the 
City of Presidents. 


Quincy will soon be as famous for 
pilgrimages as Plymouth and Concord, 
as parties come now almost daily. 
Surely there are many historic spots 
of National interest, and enterprises 
which are novel to many. A brief list 
is given below. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 

Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 


MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 


Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tum. 

ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adams, who with her son, 
John Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of old sleeper of first railroad in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
| water, Neponset river. 

BIRTHPLACE JOLUN ADAMS. 

Franklin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 bv Adams Chapter 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Patriotic socities admitted free, although con- 
tributions are welcome to defray expenses of 
keeping house open and in repair. Small fee 
asked the general public.

Inspectors’ Orders Concerning 
Grand Republic Unheeded 


DEFENSE OF MANAGER 


Says Fire Drill Was Delayed 
Until Boat Was Made Fast to 
Pier--“Only 350” Life Preserv- 
ers Had Been Condemned 


New York, Aug. 4.—With the excep- 
tion of Secretary Atkinson of the Knick- 


erbockeg Steamship company, all of 
those indicted by the Federal grand 


jury in connection with the steamers slo- 


cum disaster appeared before Com- 
missioner Shields and furnished 
bail. Secretary Atkinson sent word 


that he was ill, but would appear before 
the commissioner as soon as possible. 

The steamboat Grand Republic made 
her regular trips yesterday, notwith- 
standing the federal steamboat inspec- 
tors testifled Tuesday before the federal 
commission that her equipment was so 
inadequate that in the event of fire her 
passengers might be as helpless as were 
the hundreds who died on the General 
Slocum. Captain George Beebe, man- 
ager of the steamboat, ina lengthy 
interview answered many of the 
charges made by the federal inspector 
Tuesday against the equipment of the 
vessel. He sald that on Monday dur- 
ing the big storm an inspector made a 
trip on the Grand Republic, continuing: 

“A fire drill was held for bis benetit. 
The signal was rung when the Repub- 
lic was off the pier at Coney Island. The 
storm was howling about us and there 
was difficulty in even navigating her 
and preventing her from colliding with 
the pier. The men first attended to 
the landing and then undertook ‘the 
drill. ‘This accounts for the lost time 
between the giving of the signal and the 
work of thedrill. Asit was, there was 
but one minute and 55 seconds from the 
time of the giving of the signal to the 
time the first boat struck the water.” 

Captain Beebe said that out of 8300 
odd life preservers on the Republic, only 
350 had failed to come up to a most 
rigid inspection and most of these were 
thrown out on account of small rips in 
seams which several women were emn- 
ployed to and did mend. Those which 
were no good were destroyed. 

“We have put 2000 new life preserv- 
ers on the Grand Republic” said the 
captain, and are willing to do all that 
the authorities require for the safety 
of the boat and her passengers.” 

When inspector Rodie learned that 
the Grand Republic continued running 
in spite of orders not to do so until she 
had been made right, he appealed tothe 
collector of the port, Nevada N. Strana- 
han, who passed the matter over to the 
head of the law department of the cus- 
tom house, Mr. Hamilton. 

Mr. Hamilton immediately dispatched 
two inspectors down to the Grand Re- 
public, with orders to keep count of the 
trips she made. Technically, a boat 
is liable to a fine of $500 for each trip 
made until the orders of the inspectors 
are satisfied. If the fine is not paid 
at once, an appeal will be made to 
United States District Attorney Burnett 
to place a libel on her for the amount 
of the fine.

San Francisco, Aug. 4.—The battle- 
ship Ohio will not be given another 
trial. Engineer Forsythe, who had 
charge of the machinery of the Obio, 
states that the failure to make the re- 
quired speed was due solely to the tidal 
conditions. The horse power developed 
was over 2000 more than the contract 
called for. 


Campbell Identifies Robber 
Johnstown, Pa., Aug. 4.—Superin- 
tendent Campbell of the Puritan Coal 
company has identified Cuido Motzi, an 
Italian, as one of the men who am- 
bushed and robbed him of nearly $3000 
last Saturday at Portage. The pris- 
oner and three other Italians had been 

arrested as suspicious characters.

Warsaw, Aug. 4.—The trial of revo- 
lutionists charged with killing four 
policemen during a raid here in April 
has been concluded.

“LILY WHITE” PARTY 


Evident Sentiment of the Dem- 
ocrats of West Virginia 


Parkersburg, W. Va., Aug. 4.—The 
Democratic state convention was in 


session two hours yesterday afternoon 
and almost three hours last night with- 
out reaching the regular order of busi- 
hess. Awaiting the report and the 
platform the time was devoted to ora- 
tory, much of which was in favor of a 
distinctly “white man’s party.” 

The spirit of the convention was 
shown during the speech of Temporary 
Chairman McGraw. When he first 
made mention of Henry G. Davis as 
“the young, grand old man of West 
Virginia,” the convention became wild. 
Flags were unfurled, hats and hand- 
kerchiefs waved and the yelling was 
not hushed until the band struck up 
“Dixie.” Every subsequent reference 
to Davis met with responsive cheering. 
Former Senator Davis was not preseut 
during these demonstrations, however, 
but he addressed the convention briefly 
in the evening, when he was greeted 
by a remarkable demonstration. He 
declared he must refuse to discuss any 
public questions in advance of the 
formal notification of Judge Parker or 
himself. 

It is stated that avhile Davis favors 
the so-called “lly white” policy he does 
not consider it expedient to insert such 
a plank in the platform at this time. 
It is currently reported that he and 
others have received telegrams from 
members of the national committee and 
other leaders, especially in New York, 
that such a plank in the platform of 
Davis’ state would have a bad effect 
in doubtful states at this time.

The Filipinos at the St. Louis world’s 
fair have made a new record in cheap 
living, according to the official reports 
of Captain M. C. Butler, the army offi- 
cer in charge of the commissary sup- 
plies of the little brown men, says 
the New York World. ‘They have 
beaten Edward Atkinson’s scheme of 
living on 10 cents a day all hollow. 
Some of them have actually been liv- 
ing on a fraction over a cent and a 
half a day. This is the official figure. 
Captain Butler reports that for 
week the food supply of the entire 
forty Samal Moros in the Moro village 
cost only $4.44. 


one 


These Samal Moros are the blue rib- 
bou tribe for cheap living. The oth- 
ers are not far behind, however, and 
the reports of Captain Butler show 
that for one week the cost of living of 
these little chaps was only a little 


more than seven cents a day. 

There are about 600 Filipinos at the 
fair, and, though they eat everything 
from dog to salted ciscoes and smoke 
Pittsburg stogies, they the gov- 
ernment but little more $1.50 a 
week. - 

The Filipinos are divided into vil- 
lages, and their style of living in the 
various villages differs as widely as the 
habits of two different nationalities. 
With the exception of the constabulary 
and the inhabitants of the Visayan 
village, the Filipinos here are all of the 
lower and semisavage type. The Ne- 
gritos, for example, ure the aborigines 
of the islands and the lowest type in 
intelligence and physique. ‘They live

Captain Butler's report for one week 
shows that they cost $30.88, another

The constabulary, who are made up 
of the most civilized of the Filipinos, 
cost but little more. There are 280 of 
them. 

The Igorrotes are the dog eaters. 
Twenty dogs a week are bought for 
them, and this is their greatest deli- 
cacy. The women among them do not 
eat dog, however, the custom being 


confined to the men, who have a tradi- 


tion that eating dog makes them fierce 


and warlike. The better fighter the 
dog is the better food he makes, in 


their estimation. 

The Samal Moros, who are the cheap- 
est livers, do not eat any meat. They 
live chiefly on rice, which they 
themselves. Being Mohammedans they 
will eat nothing that is cooked by 
Americans. Hard bread, rice and 
chewing tobacco are the chief items on 
their bill of fare. 

One of Captain Butler’s weekly 
tailed reports will give an idea of how 
different villages of Filipinos live and 
how much it costs Uncle Sam. The fol- 
lowing is for the muenk < ended June 11:

The only parts subjected to fric- 
tion are the bearings at the extremities 
of the spindle, but these run in ofl and 
after years of constant service show no 
wear. Parsons’ turbine plants of 400 
horsepower and = 1,800 
which have been driving electric gener- 
ators for years, have not yet cost a 
penny for repairs.

The Arabia case is likely to develop 
strongly one important contention on 
the part of this government, that food- 
stuffs on a neutral ship are not subject 
}to seizure even in the war zone, pro- 
vided they are not intended for the use 
|of the army or navy of a belligerent. 
It has been supposed that the Russian 
government itself subscribed fully to 
this rule, and that is why Washington 
} 1s waiting to learn what unknown and 
qualifying conditions were developed 
before the Vladivostok prize court to 
| justify the confiscation of American 
flour consigned to Japanese individuals 
and not to the government nor intended 
for its use. It 1s felt here that the 
Russian government fully understands 
the distnetion which is here drawn be- 
tween Individual and national prop- 
| erty. 

Among the rules adopted by the 
Russian government at the outbreak of 
the war, rule 10 (defining contraband) 
reads: 

“In general,

time of war, When they are transported 
for account of or in destination of the 
enemy.” 

The “enemy” above referred to 1s 
here regarded as the Japanese govern- 
ment and not some merchant doing 
business in Yokohama and supplying 
American flour to the working people 
of that city and not receiving it In con- 
signment on account of the Japanese 
army or navy. This view was clearly 
developed during the Boer war. 

Counsel for the Portland Milling 
company were before the department 
and insisted that the entire cargo of the 
Arabia was individually consigned and 
consequently that there was not one 
pound of contraband goods liable to 
seizure aboard the ship. 

There is no disposition here 
sue this matter in any heat, but it is 
pointed out that our own experience, 
as late as the Spanish war, was that 
these prize cases were beset with in- 
finite difficulty of adjustment, no two 
being precisely alike. 

Therefore the state department will 
proceed deliberately with the prepara- 
tion of its case, trying to avoid raising 
any unnecessary side issues, and anl- 
mated by the single purpose of securing 
just that amount of protection for 
American trade witu the far east to 
which it fs entitled under the prin- 
ciples of modern international law.

To Confiscate Part of Cargo

Over a Thousand Russian Casu- 
alties In Two Engagements 
St. Petersburg, Aug. 5.—A dispatch 

from Lieutenant General Zassalitch to 

the czar says that General Sakharoff 

reports that 29 officers and over 1000 

men were killed or wounded in the en- 

gagements of July 30 and July $1 and 
that six guns were abandoned. 

The fact that there is no further news 
from the front beyond Zassalitch’s ac- 
count of the fighting at Simoeucheng on 
July 31 bears out the explanation that 
the Japanese are halting to bring up 
supplies, especially ammunition, of 
which a modern engagement entails an 
| extravagent expenditure and without 
tvhich it would be impossible even for a 
tictorious army to follow up its suc- 
ress. 

The official estimate of the loss of 
over 1000 agrees with the figures in a 
belated dispatch from Liao Yang re- 
ferring to the same fighting, and which 

also says that the Russians were fully 
prepared to hold their positions when 
commanded to retire, which was car- 
ried out in perfect order. 

The receipt of Zassalitch’s dispatch

Towns Make a Better Showing on 
Tax Rates. 


Commenting editorially on tax rates, 
the Boston Advertiser says: **While 
the reports from the cities all over the 
state are showing big advances, runniug 
all the way from $.50 to $2.50, the 
towns which have far reported 
make a far better showing. 
have not been so much affected by the 
eight hour law, as regards the cost of 
public work. Values of pruperty in 
the towns are not so much affected by 
temporary depression in the stock and 
money markets, as city’ property is. 
Then, too, the towns are not so much 
demands for 


so 


subject to continuous 
water and sewer extensions, _ street 
widenings, etc. So, while there are 


plenty of towns around the state which 
will show a higher tax rate, this year, 


as compared with the general run of 


cities, it looks as if the majority 
would report either a decrease or a 
stationary rate. Taken altogether, so 


far as they are ready to report, the 
towns will show up much better than 
the cities do. 

‘One thing that helps the towns to get 
a lower tax rate this year is the change 
by which the state now pays the poor 
rates, without a corresponding increase 
in the state tax. This year the state is 
to pay out about $1,600,000 in taking 
of the pauper insane. Always 
previously the towns have had to pay 
that cost themselves, so that if all the 
cities and towns were to show the same 
tax rate this year as last, they would 
still have had that $1,600,000 to spend 
on other purposes than the poor farm. 
The cities have evidently used up this 
extra money and still have raised their 
tax rates. The towns have taken the 
money previously appropriated for the 
insane poor and used it for public im- 
provements on roads, and have 
thus been able to cut down their tax 
rate by just about the amount the state 
spends for them. 

It might be inferred that cities also 
would save the money, as the towns 
have done, to get a lower tax rate. But 
there are always ways for a city to 
spend money. If it does not go to the 
pauper insane, it goes for street im- 
provements, for city payrolls or what- 
ever may be the next strongest demand. 
There never yet was a large city in this 
section that had more money than it 
could profitably use. Certainly the 
city tax rates of this year show no 
signs of falling of because of the state’s 
assumption of the cost of the pauper 
insane.’

HOSPITAL REPORT.| 


Brockton Institution Has Received 
$8,025.50 from 416 Patients. 


The annual report of the Brockton 
hospital has just been issued for the 
year 1903, and it will be of interest to 
compare the finances with the Quincy 
institution. The Brockton hospital 
treated 416 patients during the year, of 
which 281 were surgical cases. ‘The 
average number of patients per day was 
23, and the average time in hospital 
for a patient was 20 days. The largest 
number in one day was 31, and the 
smallest 15. The number of accident 
cases was 58.

SALT AND ICE. 


he Pwecess That Begins When the 
Two Are Mixed. 

It is not correct to say that salt dis- 
solves ice, since real solution only takes 
place when a solid, liquid or gas is 
dissolved in a liquid. 

The true explanation of the fact that 
ice melts when common salt is added 


to it depends upon the simple physical | 


principle that when a salt is dissolved 
in water heat is absorbed, and its tem- 
perature is lowered. When salt 
ice are mixed together some of the salt 
dissolves in the small amount of wa- 
ter which Is always present, the tem- 
perature is thereby lowered, and a new 
freezing point is established, 

The remainder of the ice—being at a 
temperature higher than this new 
freezing point—slowly melts, and more 
salt is dissolved until the solution is 
saturated, The temperature can in this 
way be lowered to 22 degrees C., which 
is the freezing point of a definite com- 
pound of salt and water. 

The salts dissolved in sea 
serve a very important purpose, as it 
requires a greater degree of cold to 
cause the formation of ice on them 
than on fresh water.

ANCIENT CURRENCY. 


The Chinese Once Used Small Bronze 
Knives For Money. 

Knife money, of ancient 
Chinese currency, was associated with 
the state of Ts’i, one of the most pow- 
erful of the early subdivisions of the 
Celestial Empire, which came into pow- 
er B. C. 1122 and was subdued by the 
rival state of Ts'in, B. C. 224. This 
quaint form of money consisted of 
small curved bronze knives, some seven 
inches in length, with inscribed blades 
and‘handles terminating in rings. 

This knife money dropped out of use 
with the reduction of Ts'i, but was re- 
vived by the usurper Wang Mang, who 
was murdered A. D. 23. The issues of 
this potentate were half as long again 
as the earlier currency. They were also

much thicker, and the ring at the end of | 


the handle was replaced by a rim and 
central square hole resembling the hole 
in the modern “cash.” Other Chinese 
currencies of great antiquity and of 


similar sort were adze money, or small } 
varieties of tool |! 


hatchets, with such 
currency as chisels, spades and planes, 
all of which passed from hand to hand 
in the ordinary way as a circulating 
medium. 


THE WORD ‘“‘ HANDICAP.” 


It Comes From the Ancient Custom 
of Hand In the Cap. 

In former days a “handicap” was 
conducted thus: A, wishing for some 
thing which belonged to B, say a horse, 
would offer his watch for it. If A 
agreed, C was chosen to fix the sum 
that should be given by one or the other 
to make the exchange fatr. 

The three then put down a stake, and 


A and B, each holding a plece of mon-} 


ey, put their hands into a cap or hat, 
or into their pockets, while C, enlarg- 
ing on the respective merits of the 
horse and watch, made his award in as 
rapid and complex a manner as possi- 
ble, ending it with the words, “Draw, 
gentlemen!” 

A and B instantly drew out and open- 
ed their hands. If money appeared in 
both the exchange was made; if in one 
only, or in neither, the award was off, 
and in every case C took the stakes. 

The modern use of handicap has aris- 
en from the employment of experts to 
make fair conditions for a race in 
which the competitors ere of unequal 
age or power. 

Intelligence In Monkeys, 

A correspondent ih the Field con- 
tributes an extraordinary Instance of 
intelligence in the Royal park, Mel- 
bourne, Australia. He was watching 
Some monkeys in a large cage when 
one of them came to the front and 
tried to reach a nut which had been 
thrown and was lying on the gravel 
path. Putting its arms through the 
bars and stretching as far as possible 
it found that the nut was just beyond 
its reach. There was straw on the floor 
of the cage and going to the back, 
where it evidently expected to find the 
straw less damaged, it tested straw 
after straw, discarding them one by 
one, not thinking them strong enough 
for the purpose. * At last it found a sat- 
isfactory one, returned with it to the 
front of the cage and very quickly with 
this ald hooked the nut close enough to 
be picked up.

Criticism of Official Report on 


Wages and Cost of Living 


| DEMOCRATIC VIEWPOINT 


Most Skilful Juggler Could Not 
Show Raise In Wages Claimed 
by 
Prices Used as Standard 


Bureau of Labor--Retail 


Washington, Aug 8.—Chairman 
Cowherd of the Democratic congress 
campaign committee has issued a state- 
ment in refutation of the recently pub- 
lished tables from the bureau of labor, 
relative to the increase in wages and 
Mr. Cowherd’s con- 

clusions are as follows: 

In the bulletin on cost of living and 
wages recently issued by the bureau of 
statistics, the methods adopted are as 
remarkable as the conclusions reached. 
Wholesale prices have always been the 
standard by which the rise or fall of the 
cost of living has been computed. Had 
Colonel Wright followed the cus- 
tomary course of using wholesale 
prices he would have been confronted 
with the excellent tables issued by 
Dun and Bradstreet, both recognized 
commercial authorities. 

Dun’s table of prices shows that 
from July, 1897, the low point, to 
March, 1004, the highest point, cost 
of living increased 43 percent. The 
most skilful juggler could not show 

such a rise in wages. Party necessl- 
ties, therefore, would not permit Mr. 

Wright to use this table, and he dare 

not refute it. So he adopts the shifting, 

uncertain and unknown standard of re- 
tail prices. 

Wholesale prices are fixed and stable, 
the same in every community, witb 
cost of freight added. There {s neither 
stability nor uniformity in retail 
prices. Coffee sells in the same city 
for from 10 to 40 cents, tea from 20 
cents to $1.50, best creamery butter 
from 18 to 30 centsa pound. A bright 
field agent selecting his stores aud 
localities could find evidence In retail 
prices to support any theory. This was 
the way in which the cost of living was 
reduced. 

The methods employed to raise wages 
Were equally questionable. Every- 
one knows that the greatest Increase in 
wages is to be found in those ‘indus- 
tries where union labor is strongest 
and where the strength of the union 
has been developed during the period 
under investigation. TheSe conditions 
are pecullarly applicable to the bulld- 
ing trades. 

The greatest employers of labor in 
the country are the railroads and no 
other industry is a better barometer of 
the average wage. The railroads em- 
ploy all kinds of labor, skilled and un- 
skilled, union and non-union. In no 
other industry are as complete and ac- 
curate statistics available. Each rail- 
road reports to the interstate com- 
merce commission the total wages paid 
during each year and the total number 
of workmen on June 30 of that year. 
The average wage is therefore easily 
obtainable. 

Why were no railroad wages included 
in Mr. Wright's report? The answer is 
apparent. The last report of the inter- 
state commerce commission shows an 
increase of railroad wages of only 8 
percent. The railroads employ more 
than 1,300,000 men. Mr. Wright's 
figures cover 176,827. Miners, one of 
the next largest body of laborers, also 
are omitted. Mr. Wright's table does 
not show that any one of these 176,827 
men received more wages in 1908 than 
in 1902, or any other year. It only 
claims to show the hourly wage for 
these particular men has increased. 

In other words, had a mill raised the 
wages of its employes 10 percent and 
then shut down one half the time, this 
would have figured in Mr. Wright's 
tables as an Increase in wages. It 
would have been just as easy to have 
selected an equal number of establish- 
ments, whose output, quality of work 
and number of employes was decreas- 
ing, and shown a reduction instead of 
an increase in wages. 

Then, too, by taking hourly wages, 
Mr. Wright would not have to consider 
the 600,000 men now out of employ- 
ment. By carefully selecting his estab- 
lishments, he did not have to consider 
the 1,000,000 whose wages, the trade 
journals tell us, were reduced in 1908 
and 1904 from 10 to 30 percent. We 
shall appeal from Colonel Wright and 
his expert statisticians to one who 
figures more skilfully and carefully 
than he—the housewife with the market 
basket who must make her husband's 
scanty wage cover the constantly in- 
creasing cost of tbe family’s dally

Labor Unions Will Raise Money 
to Aid Chicago Strikers 


ULTIMATUM OF PACKERS 


Determined to Re-establish Bus- 
iness on Normal Footing With- 
out Overtures to or Recogni- 


tion of the Union 


Chicago, Aug. 8—AlIl the labor 
unions in Chicago have endorsed the 
Stockyards strike. After listening to 


the strikers’ side of the coniroversy, 
which was presented to them by Presi- 
lent Donnelly of the striking Butchers’ 
union, the Chicago Federation of Labor, 
Which is composed of every labor or- 
ganization in Chicago and has a mem- 
bership of nearly 300,000, adopted reso- 
lutions last night, pledging the moral 
und financial support of the federated 
l ody as long as the strike continues. 

Each member of the central body will 
be assessed a small sum per week, and 
the whole amount will be turned over to 
the striking unfons to help in the sup- 
port of the strikers and their families} 
during the struggle with the packers, 
The exact amount each member is to be} 
ussessed was left in the of a} 
committee with orders to report. re- 
sults tomorrow. 

While the officials of the Federation 
of Labor were unable to give an exact 
estimate of the amountof money the 
strikers would secure from this source, 
it was stated that the total sum would 
be well up in the thousands each week. 

After a tight whicu has lasted for 
nearly four weeks, a settlement of the 
stockyards strike seems to be as re- 


hands 


mote as at any time since the struggle 
began. Neither side to the conflict, 
during all this time, has shown any 
sign of weakening. 

The packers, while claiming that they 
will soon have their affairs in normal 
condition again, so have 
they been in securing von-union men, 
yet admit that so far they have been 
able to get but 5 


successful 


550 of their old em- 
ployes back and that the majority of 
those men are unskilled workers. 

In the last statement given out by 
the packers it was that nearly half as| 
many men were at work now as before 
the strike began. These men have been 
brought to Chicago from all parts of the 
country, the majority of them having 
never seen a meat packing plant before 


coming here. 
With these men the packers have 
succeeded in accomplishing a great 


deal of work, but, according to the 
strikers, every animal that has been 
slaughtered since the strike was called 
has been at a financial loss to the pack- 
as in the majority of cases a lack 
of skilled workmen has made it im- 
possible to operate the by-products de- 
partment, and this source of revenue 
which, under normal conditions, is a 
clear protit to the packers, been 
allowed to go to waste. 

The packers were figuring on a 
break in the ranks of the strikers when 
work Was resumed this morning, but 
there is nothing that would indicate 
that the men were even considering 
such a step or that they had any idea 
of surrendering today or at any future 
time. According to President Don- 
nelly of the Butchers’ union, the strik- 
ers are in a better position today than 
they were on July 12, the day the 
original strike was called. 

The determination of the packers to 
re-establish their business on a normal 
footing without overtures to or recog- 
nition of the union was given emphasis 
by placards which were posted in the 
Nelson Morris & Co. work rooms and 
along the loading docks. The placards 
read as follows: 

“Foremen and old employes engaged 
in all departments of this plant will 
watch new employes and instruct them 
as much as possible in the details of 
their duties. This order is Issued to aid 
in the rapid organization of our forces, 
as few, if any, of our former employes 
will be reinstated.”

Boston Schoolhouse Commission 
Said to Be Encouraging It

system is in vogue in Boston, and is

retain employment.

But Three of Their Occupants 
Believed to Have Escaped 
Death--Train Went Through 


Bridge Into Swollen Stream 


Pueblo, Col., Aug. 9.—The wreck of 
the World’s Fair flyer on the 
and Rio Grande railroad near 


Denver 
Eden, 
seven miles north of Pueblo, proves to 
have been one of the greatest railroad 
disasters in the history of the country. 
Two crowded passenger cars and a bag- 
Kilge car Were enguifed ia the torrent 
that tore out a trestle spanning Steele's 
hollow, otherwise known as Dry creek, 
and, so far as known, only three of the 
occupants of these curs escaped death. 
Two sleeping cars and a diner, complet- 
ing the train, remained on the track at 
the edge of the abyss, and none of their 
occupants was killed or injured. 

How many perished probably never 
will be definitely ascertained, for the 
treacherous sands are drifting over the 
Searching for the dead was 
begun on an extensive scale and still 
is in progress. All corpses found were 
brought to Pueblo and placed in four 
morgues here. At 8 o'clock last even- 
lng 76 bodies had been recovered and of 
these 50 had been identified. 

Two bodies were taken from the 
stream at First street, Pueblo, more 
than eight miles from the point where 
the disaster occurred, and it is prob- 
able that some muy be recovered even 
further down stream. None of the 
bodies is badly mutilated and all are 
in such condition as to be recognizable. 
Many icentitications have been made by 
urticles found on the bodies, no persons 
who viewed them recognizing the 
features. 

I’. M. Joues, the station agent at 
Eden, who was the first to go to the 
ald of the stricken people on the train, 
gives the following version of the ac- 
cident: 

“I was sitting in my office, a mile 
from the wreck, when suddenly a loud 
sound, followed by a series of smaller 
reports, startled me. I had heard of 
No. 11 passing Pinon from the operator 
there and at this time she was overdue 
more than six minutes, an unusual 
thing for the flyer. 

“Becoming alarmed, I seized my 
lantern and ran up the track to the 
place where the bridge should have 
been. The faint rays of my lantern 
threw just enough nght for me to dis- 
tinguish three cars, but between myself 
and them there was a chasm 50 feet 
Wide, through which dashed a river al- 
most level with the ground upon which 
I stood. Opposite me I could make out 
the outlines of three cars, but the other 
four that usually make up No. 11 were 
nowhere in sight. 1 started across the 
mesa in the direction of the river, 
which was high and making much noise. 
After walking about half a mile I saw 
near the bank a dark object. It was 
almost stationary in midstream with 
one end swinging toward the left bank. 
I slipped off my clothes and plunged in, 
swimming in the direction in which i 
had come, as I knew the strong current 
would carry me down stream. By pro- 
ceeding in this course I managed to get 
to the object, which proved to be a 
chair car, half on its side and held in 
position by an arm of land extending 


bodies. 


into the stream probably 15 feet. The 
roof of the car was gone and inside 
there was nota soul to be found. 


Guided by the light of my lamp on 
shore I struck out for the bank, and 
being a strong swimmer I reached it in 
a few minutes. The car, or what was 
left of it, broke loose and was com- 
pletely demolished. It was then after 
midnight. 

“There were two survivors of the 
wreck that I know of, the fireman and 
a passenger in a chair car. His story 
he told me ina dazed manner. He was 
sitting in the third chair from the rear 
of the car when the train turned upward 
and the suddenness precipitated him 
through the window and after turning 
a complete circle, he landed on the 
bank.” 


Fiyer Wrecked In Indiana 

Plainfield, Ind., Aug. 9.—Running at 
the rate of 60 miles an hour, a through 
train from St. Louis with 300 pas- 
sengers aboard struck a broken rail 
near the depot here. Five cars were 
turned over and destroyed by fire, 
caused by the explosion of a gas storage 
tank. None of the passengers was 
killed, and only one was seriously in- 
jured. The fire which destroyed the 
eoaches also consumed a grain elevator 
and a string of freight cars. 


Freight Train Crew Drowned 

Henderson, Ky., Aug. 9.—A _ fast 
freight wext through an open bridge at 
Spottsville last night and the crew of 
eight were drowned. The bridge is 
swung on a pivot in the center and had 
been turned to admit the passage of a 
steamer. 


President Reprimands Postmaster 
Washington, Aug. 9.—The president 
bas approved a report of the civil ser- 


vice commission recommending that 
Postmaster McMichael of Philadelphia 
be reprimanded as the result of the in- 
vestigation of the charges filed by Rob- 
ert B. Jenks, secretary of the Civil 
Service Reform association of Philadel- 
phia, alleging political discriminations 
wm McMichael’s selection of employes. 


Lawyer Duggan. 

John A. Duggan was the only Quincy 
young man to be sworn in as attorney- 
at-law on Friday last. Mr. Duggan is 
the eldest son of the late John A. 
Duggan who was prowinently connected 
in politics and street railway matters 
in this city. He attended the public 
schools, being graduated from the 
Quincy High schoolin the class of 1900. 
In the fall of that year he took up the 
study of law, at the Boston University 
Law school from which institution he 
received the degree of LL. B. in June, 
1905. Mr. Duggan intends to open an 
office in Boston with an evening office 
in Atlantic early in September.

Grievance Against Turkey 


PLAINLY STATED BY HAY 


Turkish Minister at Washington 
Put In 
Facts Concerning 
Was In Doubt 


Possession of a Few 
Which He 


Washington, Aug. 9.—Secretary Hay 
fas bluntly told Chekib Bey, the Turk- 
ish minister here, that the patience of 
the American government Is well nigh 
exhausted. The minister is expected 
to communicate this informution to his 
home government speedily. 

Chekib Bey had no instructions from 
the porte when he called at the state de- 
partment. He bad seen the newspaper 
reports of the intention of the state de- 
partment to second Minister Leish- 
man’s efforts diplomatically at Con- 
stantinople by the presence of a fleet 
of American warships in ‘Turkish 
waters, and he doubted the reports. 
Secretary Hay soon satisfied him on 
that point, and the minister returned 
to his legation to frame a dispatch for 
the information of the Turkish of- 
ficlals. 

He did not care to make any state- 
ment as to the nature of his interview 
with Mr. Hay. There appeared to be 
an impression in the mind of the Turk- 
ish statesman that because the Presi- 
dent of the United States could not 
make war without the consent of con- 
gress he thereby was estopped from in- 
dulging in a naval demonstration to 
forward his purpose to secure fair treat- 
ment for the Americans in Turkey. It 
is believed that on this point also the 
Turkish minister was enlightened by 
Secretary Hay. 

When Chekib Bey left the state de- 
partment he evidently was in a state 
of concern over what he had heard. To 
repeated inquiries he admitted that he 
had heard nothing from his govern- 
ment on the subject. ‘The minister was 
unwilling to discuss the dispatch which 
he expects to send to his government. 
He had been planning to go away for 
a brief rest, but said that he might be 
detained here now. 


Porte May Hasten to Yieid 
Constantinople, Aug. 9—The an- 
nouncement of the dispatch of the 
American European squadron to Smyr- 
na bas perturbed the porte, and doubt- 
less will hasten the solution of the 
questions at issue between the United 
States and Turkey in a manner satis- 
factory to the former. The porte prom- 
ised Minister Leishman that a_ reply 
favorable to the American demand for 
the sume favored treatment In the mat- 
ter of schools, hospitals and charitable 
institutions as is accorded to other 
powers would be given Aug. 2. The 
giving of the answer was then _post- 
poned to Aug. 4, but up to the present 
time no answer has been received. The 
American legation has now sent a 
communication to the porte pointedly 
demanding a speedy and final settle- 
ment, the issuance of the necessary or- 
ders and the official acknowledgment 
by Turkey of the American demands. 


Murdered and Thrown In Cistern 
Charleston, Aug. 9.—The body of 
Jacob Kind, keeper of an illicit liquor 
shop, who has been missing since last 
Thursday, was found floating in the 
cistern on his premises last evening. 
There was a gash in the throat and sey- 
eral stabs in the breast. His clerk, Ed- 
ward Kennedy, left Charleston Sunday 
night with considerable money, and 
every effort is being made to capture 
him. 


Death of Mamie Gilroy 
New York, Aug. v.—Mamie Gilroy, 
on actress and singer who had ap- 
peared in many musical productions on 
the American stage, died at the home 
of her mother in this city. The cause 
of death was heart disease, which fol- 
lowed a brief illness. Miss Gilroy had 
completed arrangements to star in a 
road production when she was taken ill. 


A New Zealand Earthduake 
Wellington, N. Z., Aug. 9.—The 
heaviest earthquake which New Zea- 
land has experienced in many years 
occurred at 10:22 o'clock this morning. 
Several public buildings were seriously 
damaged and private firms also suffered 
heavy losses. The shock was general 
on both islands. No loss of life has 
been reported. 


Due! Over a Dollar 
Chicago, Aug. 9.—Meeting alone ona 
bridge connecting two of Morris & Co.’s 
buildings, Robert Thomas and Joseph 
Chase, negro strike breakers, hattled 
desperately. Finally Thomas plunged 
a knife into Chase’s abdomen, inflict- 
ing a probably fatal wound. Thomas 
was arrested. The men fought over a 
collar. 


To Abate Dogfish Nuisance 
Halifax, Aug. 9.—Three reducing 
plants to be operated by the govern- 
ment for the disposal of dogfish which 
infest the coast waters are to be built. 
The fishermen, who are anxious to ex- 
terminate the dogfish, will be paid a 
good price for their fish offal and all the 
dogfish they can bring in.

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RECEIVER ASKED FOR 


Move of the Heads of the North 
Ameaican Trust 

Boston, Aug. 9.—A petition for the 
appointment of a receiver and a clos- 
ing up of the affairs of the North Amer- 
ican Trust has been brought !n the su- 
preme court by John M. Barry and 
Francis C. Webster, two of the trustees. 
The petition is brought against the 
North American Trust and Frank E. 
Lewis of Lowell. 

The petitioners claim that because of 
various legal actions that have been 
brought against the company and be- 
cause of the publicity it has lately re- 
ceived it can no longer conduct its 
business. <A further ground for seek- 
ing the recefvership is found in the 
claim that there has been a disagree- 
ment among the trustees regarding the 
distribution of the assets, and _ par- 
ticularly regarding the distribution of 
certain funds contributed by Lewis, 
against whom the petition is in part di- 
rected. 

Barry and Webster, the petitioners, 
Were arrested by government officers 
on a charge of conspiring to defraud the 
public. The next day Charles Record, 
another trustee, surrendered himself to 
the authorities. A few days previous to 
the arrest of Barry and Webster the 
postal authorities held up the mail mat- 
ter of the concern. The compsuy had 
branch offices in many New England 
cities. The government officials 
claimed that the company’s business 
was a lottery and was also fraudulent. 


Prison Like Home to Him 

Boston, Aug. 9.—Judge Gaskill sen- 
tenced Robert Hart to state prison for 
not more than 10 and not less than nine 
years for hurling a brick through the 
window of a jewelry store on Count 
street, scattering valuables all over the 
sidewalk. Bystanders picked up a good 
share of the articles. Hart, instead of 
trying to escape, remained an_ inter- 
ested looker-on, and when the police 
came he calmly gave himself up. Later 
he said he committed the offense in or- 
der to get back toprison. “I’ve no other 
place in the world to go to,” he 
clared, “I’ve been there so ivng that 
it's like home.”

Yeggmen Got Away From Police 


Boston, Aug. 9—Three desperate 
yeggmen, two whites and a negro, at- 


tempted to tunnel their way through a 
vault in the cellar of Horace Osborne, 
17 Lee street, Cambridge, where valu- 
ables were stored, yesterday afternoon, 
and, although a patrol wagon of po- 
lice nearly caught the men, they eluded 
pursuit and escaped, followed by an in- 
effectual fusillade from the _ police- 
men’s revolvers. The men are belleved 
to be members of the same gang who 
carried a safe from the store of Julius 
Snyder at South Boston, to the strand- 
way, opened and robbed it. 


Death Due to Violence 


Limington, Me., Aug. 9.—The cor- 
oner’s jury which investigated tue 
death of George Skillings, a hors 


trader and peddlar, aged about 40 years, 
whose body was found in his well on 
July 14, returned a verdict that Skillings 
came to his death at the hands of some 
person or persons unknown. ‘Lhe evi- 
dence will be submitted to the grand 
jury of the supreme court.

Actual Situation In Manchuria 


Not Known at St Petersburg 


JAPS LOSE TWO CRUISERS 


Beslegers Surround Outer De- 
fenses of Port Arthur, Where 
Panic Is Said to Exist--Stoessel 
Said to Have Killed Himself 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 9.—There is ia- 
creasing impatience among all classes 
for decisive news from Liao Yang. 
Lieutenant General Sakharoff’s report 
that there has been no change in the 
Manchurian army’s sphere of opera- 
tons merely adds to the tension, which 
possibly will continue for some time. 

There 1s no telling how long the 
notoriously slow and methodical prep- 
arations of the Japanese may occupy 
before they feel ready to advance on 
General Kuropatkin'’s strong positions. 
Iivery day's delay gives the Russian 
commander better opportunity to for- 
tify or to get away in case he decides 
to avold a big battle, though it {a not 
generally thought here that there is 
much likelihoof of bis retreating with- 
out a dectsive fight. 

Viceroy Alexteff’s dispatch from 
Mukden commnuntcating offlelal mes- 
sages from Port Arthur bears out the 
reported loss of the Japanese protected 
cruisers Itsukushima and Chiyoda and 
indicates considerable activity on the 
part of the Port Arthur squadron. The 
care exercised in sending a dredger 
fleet ahead of the squadron, both in 
leaving and returning to the harbor, is 
amply vindicated by the loss of only 
one of the pilot bonts and is also taken 
as guarantee that there will be no fur- 
ther damage to the Russian warships 
by Japanese mines. 


The report that the Japanese are 
landing troops in Louisa bay (nine 
miles northwest of Port Arthur) 


evokes no surprise at the war office. 
The officials there are astonished that 
the Japanese had neglected to do so at 
the outset of the siege of Port Arthur. 
This enables the besiegers to surround 
the outer defenses and feel out the 
weakest point and drive home an at- 
tack where least expected. The war 
office does not confirm the Chefoo re- 
port of an attack on Port Arfhur Aug. 
& and believes the telegram refers to 
the assault of July 20, 27 and 28. 


A Terrible State of Affairs 

London, Aug. 9.—According to the 
correspondent of ‘The Morning Post at 
Shanghai, it 1s reported there that 
there are 10,000 sick and wounded per- 
sons at Port Arthur and that the Rus- 
sians are negotiating with the Japanese 
to send the hospital ship Mongolla 
away f.ll of sick. 

It is reported, the correspondent 
says, that Lieutenant General Stoessel 
(in command of the military forces at 
Port Arthur) has committed suicide 
and that panic prevails at Port Arthur. 

Marquis Oyama (commander-in-chief 
of th. Japanese forces in Manchurtla) 
has proceeded north and expects to at- 
tack Liao Yang Aug. 20. 


AssauitJon Port Arthur 
Chefoo, Aug. 9.—The firing of heavy 
guns at intervals of one minute has 
been distinctly heard in the direction of 
Port Arthur since 10:30 p. m. yester- 
day, the acoustic conditions of the 
atmosphere being unusually favorable. 


Americans Tinkering the Fulton 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 9.—The en- 
gineer, six men and three pilots belong- 
ing to the submarine boat Fulton have 
arrived from the United States and are 
preparing the boat for her trials at 
Cronstadt. 


CONTRABAND OF WAR 


Fuel and Raw Cotton Should 
Not Be Classed as Such 
Washington, Aug. 9.—“The recog- 
nition in principle of the treatment of 
coal and other fuel and raw cotton as 
absolutely contraband of war might 


ultimately lead to a total inhibition of 
the sale of neutrals to the people of 
belligerent states of all articles which 
could finally be converted to military 
uses. Such an extension of the prin- 
ciple by treating coal and other fuel 
and raw cotton as absolutely contra- 
banc of war, simply because they are 
shipped by a neutral toa non-blockaded 
port of a belligerent, would not appear 
to be in accord with the reasonable and 
lawful rights of a neutral commerce.” 

This is a summary of a declaration 
by Secretary Hay on the right of neu- 
tral nations during war. It was em- 
bodied in a circular to American am- 
bassadors to Europe which was issued 
from the state department June 10 last, 
but for some reason was withheld from 
the public, although certain shéppers 
who inquired at the department after 
their right were supplied with copies. 
The circular is basedona declaration 
by the Russian government that coal, 
gaphtha, alcohol, and other fuel have 
been declared contraband. 


“Sound and Reasonable” 

London, Aug. 9.—London  news- 
papers contain editorials strongly ap- 
proving the circular issued by Mr. Hay 
as to what constitutes contraband of 
war. The Times says: “Mr. Hay lays 
down a sound and reasonable rule on 
the subject. We trust our government 


- will not delay in letting it be known 


that we fully share the views of the 
United States and that we shall stead- 
fastly uphold them.”

Of the three tor- 
pedo gunboats which were lying at the 
burned slips, two escaped to sea with- 
out injury, but the other waa serlously 
damaged. The losses will exceed 
$2,000,000. 


Wheat Options Above Doliar Mark 

Chicago, Aug. 9.—Under the excited 
buying by frightened shorts, wheat 
bulged 3 5-8 cents a bushel, following 
a net advance of 9 cents last week, 
due to crop damage reports. A fresh 
series of sensational rust damage dis- 
patches from the northwest caused the 
excitement. About everybody who 
was short started to cover. September 
sold up to 101 1-8, December 100 1-4and 
May 102. 


Charged With Killing Soldier 

New York, Aug. ¥.—Arthur B. Fink, 
proprietor of a saloon near Fort 
Schuyler, and Christian Acker, a pri- 
vate in the coast artillery, were ar- 
rested last night, charged with the mur- 
der of J. P. Hammett, an artillery- 
man, who was found floating in West- 
chester creek with a bayonet wound in 
his chest.

Holyoke, Mass., Aug. 9.—The car- 
penters’ strike, which has been on for 
14 weeks, was declared off last ulght. 
Tho men returned to work today with- 
out having gained a single concession 
from the contractors. Their demand 
was for a minimum wage rate of $3 a 
day of eight hours for a term of three 
years from May La When the strike 
went Into effect 225 men quit work. 


No Appilcations For Ald 

Pawtucket, R. L., Aug. 9.—At a meet- 
ing of the striking employes of the 
United States Cotton company last 
night it was announced that financial 
aid was being received from several la- 
bor unfons throughout Rhode Island, 
but as yet none of the strikers have ap- 
plied for aid. 


fAmerican Supremacy on the Seas 

London, Aug. 9.—Captain Brassey, 
editor of the “Naval Annual,” speaking 
at Cattield, said he was convinced that 
within 10 years the command of the 
seas would have passed from Great 
Britain to the United States. The lat- 
ter country, he declared, is now build- 
ing more battleships than England fs 
and its resources are greater than are 
those of Great Britain, whose only hope 
of maintaining her supremacy on the 
sea was a federation through which 
the colonies would aid in the building 
up and maintenance of the navy of the 
mother country. 


Business Men’s Close Call 
Pawtucket, R. I., Aug. 9.—A party of 
11 business men narrowly escaped 
drowning in Narragansett bay through 
the sinking of a 88-foot catboat. The 
party had been sailing but a short time 
when the craft struck Montcalm rock, 
about a mile from shore.

She Has Come to Stay In the Congre- 
gational Church, 

The woman minister come to} 
stay in Congregationalism. While other 
denominations, ike the Methodists and 
Episcopalians, refuse to ordain women, 
the Congregational denomination, in 
most sections of the country, at least, 
seems willing to approve well qualified |“ 
women or to extend to them the same 
opportunities in the Congregational 
ministry that are offered to worthy 
and well educated men. The divinity 
schools of the denomination admit 
women to their courses, and some of 
them, Iike Hartford Theological sem! 
nary, make a spectlalty of the oppor 
tunities offered women. 

And yet it is not likely that there willl 
be such a pressure from the feminine 
side of the house into the ranks of the 
ministry as to crowd the men to the 
wall. As in the case of the law and 
medicine, it will probably only be the 
occasional woman in coming years who 
will choose the ministry for her pro- 
fession. But it seems certain that, pro 
vided they possess the desirable natural 
and acquired qualifications, women will 
be welcome in the Congregational min- 
istry, at least, and find an important 
work to do for thelr fellow men and 
women. The ministry, like every other 
profession, must be judged by its 
fruits and subjected to this ancient 
but still pertinent test. The women 
preachers throughout the country are 
doing honor to thelr sex and are scor 
ing a success which might not have 
been anticipated a quarter of a century 
ago.—Boston Transcript.

Chandler Prefers It to Being 
Taken Off Delaware Ticket 


IS NAMED FOR GOVERNOR 


Addicks Men Steal a March on 
Their 
Candidate Is Likely to Be Dis- 
placed Before Campaign Opens

Dover, Del., Aug. 1u.—Dr. Joseph H. 
Chandler, when nominated for governor 
of Delaware ly the * Republi- 
can convention yesterday, created a 
profound stir by tuking the platform 
aud decluring that he accepted the 
nomination under the sole condition 
that he would enter the fight to the end 
and stay on the ticket until November. 
“I would rather suffer honest defeat,” 
he declared, “than be pulled off the 
ticket that somebody else might be sub- 
stituted.” 

This was received with deafening 
cheers from the Dupont men, who had 
won a victory over the Higgins forces 
in nominating Chandler. ‘The “reg- 
ulars,” who composed the convention, 
are really outnumbered by the Union, 
or Addicks, Republicans, and when in 
recent years they have made out a 
ticket it has always been with the un- 
derstanding that a truce would be 
patched up later and both Republican 
factions would agree to trade and sub- 
stitute the iJominees, making one 
ticket to meet the united Democrats. 

Many of the Dupont delegates, after 
the completion of the stute ticket, 
thinking they had won a _ victory 
against any alliance with Addicks or 
Addicks Republicans, left for their 
homes, 

The Higgins men, who are more con- 
ciliatory to the Addicks Republicans, 
and desire one state ticket even ata 
sacrifice, after many of the delegates 
had left got through a resolution em- 
powering the state central committee 
to make any changes upon the ticket 
named yesterday, which, in their judg- 
ment, is necessary to bring about the 
success of the whole Republican ticket 
in Delaware.

LAST STRAW. 


Outlook Not Bright for 
Quincy Granite. 


Now Seriously Handi- 
capped in Trade, 


1904. 


But There Are Rumors of Further 
Demands by Labor. 


The present bill of prices between the 
Granite Manufacturers and Cutters’ 
Union expires March 1 of next year, 
and if achange is desired by 
party notice must be given December 1 
of the present year. It is understood 
that the Cutters’ Union are to ask fora 
change will mean quite an in- 
crease in pay. 

The present bill of prices fixes the 
minimum wage at 33 cents per hour or 

2.64 foranS hour day. While it is 
officially known what the cutters are to 
ask, it is understood to be for a mini- 
mum wage of 37 1-2 cents per hour or 
33 foranS hour day. In addition to 
this it is understood that they will also 
ask for a half holiday on Saturdays 
during the summer months without ioss 
to pay. 

As the matter has not been brought 
to the Manufacturers Association 
officially as yet, the Association has of 
course taken no action as a body. Indi- 
vidual members Lowever have expressed 
themselves as strongly opposed to the 
increase on the ground that business 
does not warrant it. 

Anyone who knows anything about 
Quincy granite knows that it is very 
hard and much more difficult to quarry 
than other granites. In Barre, for in- 
stance, the granite lies in sheets on 
top of the hills and is very easily 
quarried; blocks of any desired size 
being easily obtained. In Quincy most 
of the quarries are very deep. The 
granite is hard to quarry and it is no 
easy matter to get it from the quarries 
to the sheds, 

In addition to that, 
be exercised to see that the blocks are 
free from’ knots which show plainly 
when polished. All of these things 
have tended to increase the price of 
rough stock, 

This taken with the wages paid the 
cutters today has seriously handicapped 
the granite industry in Quiney, and is 
probably one of the reasons why busi- 
ness has been so quiet this year. 

If the high price that must be 
charged for Quincy granite monuments 
today has business, the 
manufacturers ask what the condition 
would be if the cutters granted 
the increase it is rumored they are to 
ask for next December. It may be as 
the ‘‘last straw ’’ on the camel’s back.

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CUT OFF RUSSIANS 


What Japs Will Try to Do In 
Their Northward Movement 


CHINESE IN THEIR RANKS 


Example of Ten Thousand For- 
mosan Subjects of Japs, It Is 
Feared at St Petersburg, May 


Prove Contagious 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 10.—Although 
Lieutenant General Sakhbaroff reports 
that there is no change in the aituation 
around Liao Yang, it is evident from 
the special dispatches from Liao Yang 
and Sintsintin that the Japanese are 
continuing their preparations for a 
flanking movement, which may possibly 
alter the nature of the expected en- 
gagement at Liao Yang, and which may 
also further delay the crucial develop- 
ment. 

The concentration of a strong Japan- 
ese force at Saimatsze indicates an in- 
tention to press forward towards Muk- 
den and, if possible, to cut the com- 
munications and prevent General Ku- 
ropatkin from retiring northward. Ku- 
ropatkin is evidently aware of these 
movements and is sending out recon- 
noltering parties from Sintsintin along 
the Saimatze road. This is shown by 
a slight encounter with a Japanese out- 
post within 30 miles of Sintsintin. The 
Japanese are also bringing up strong 
forces from Yinkow. 

A column marching from New 
Chwang with the evident intention of 
flanking Liao Yang from the west- 
ward included 10,000 Chinese from the 
island of Formosa, who are Japanese 
subjects. A press correspondent at 
Liao Yang points out the alarming 
this development and 
fears thut the example may prove con- 
tagious. If the local Chinese are in- 
duced to join thé Japanese it will be 
impossible to distinguish the For- 
mosan and Manchurian Chinese. This 
revives the spectre of Chinese enroll- 
ment with the more remote possibility 
of foreign entanglements. 

There is considerable anxiety re- 
garding the presence of General Yuan 
She Kai, commander-in-chief of the 
Chinese force, and General Ma, with 
strong forces of troops in the north, 
lest, should a convenient opportunity 
present itself, they would be tempted 
to overstep the bounds of neutrality. 

There is an unconfirmed rumor that 
General Linevitch is bringing large 
forces to Mukden to reinforce Kuropat- 
kin. Linevitch’s troops are stationed 
around Vladivostok and it is dqubtful 
if they could arrive at Liao Yang in 
time. 

It is stated on good authority that 
Viceroy Alexieff is stil at Liao Yang. 


Russian Raids In Korea 
Seoul, Aug. 10.—Two companies of 
Russian troops entered Gensan yes- 
terday. Finding the Japanese to bein 
superior strength the Russians retired. 
There were no casualties on either 
side.

Everything indicates that a_ syste- 
matic advance has been begun by the 

Russians into northeastern Korea. 


Denial of Heavy Japanese Losses 

London, Aug. 10.—The Tokio corre- 
spondent of The Times says he learns 
on the best authority that there is no 
truth whatever in the rumors of the 
Japanese reverses with heavy losses 
at Port Arthur. 


Germans Grabbing Eastern Trade 

London, Aug. 10.—The Times asserts 
that within the last 10 days the North 
German Lloyd Ine and the Hamburg- 
American Steamship company have 
freely accepted at Antwerp cargoes for 
Japan, consisting of electric cables, ma- 
chinery, iron, wires, plates and light 
rails, which were refused by British 
companies on the ground that they 
might be suspected of being contra- 
band of war. 

In a strong editorial, The Times de- 
mands that the government must take 
immediate means to resist the Russian 
doctrine concerning contraband of war, 
declaring that the subject brooks of no 
delay unless the British far eastern 
trade is to pass into the hands of Ger- 
man rivals. 


Doesn’t Take Lodge Seriously 

Ottawa, Aug. 10.—In_ the Canadian 
senate, Senator Sullivan drew tue at- 
tention of the se#retary of state to Sena- 
tor Lodge’s declaration on reciprocity 
with Canada, and asked him to bring it 
before his colleagues in the govern- 
ment. The minister replied that he 
did not propose to treat the matter se- 
riously, as the remarks referred to 
were manifestly for election purposes,

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THE GOELET JEWELS 


Found In Safe in Which They 
Had Been Left by Owner 
Newport, R. I., Aug. 10.—The $200,- 
000 worth of jewels, which Mrs. Ogden 
Goelet had reported as having been 
stolen, have been found in her safe in 
New York city. The detectives whom 
Mrs. Goelet engaged to investigate the 
supposed robbery decided that the 
jewels had not been stolen, but prob- 
ably had been mislaid. The detec- 
tives accordingly prevailed upon her to 
make a journey to New York and ex- 
amine her effects closely. The result 
was that Mrs. Goelet found her miss- 
ing property in her safe in that city. 
Since the reported robbery much 
mystery has surrounded the affair, and 
it was not until yesterday that it be- 
came known gMerally who owned the 
missing property.

TURKEY'S ENEMIES 


Declared by German Paper to 


Be ‘‘Americai Asiatics” 


THESULTAN'’S HESITATION 


Outcome Will Be Watched With 
Interest President’s 
Failure to Enforce Demands 


Would Cause Loss of Prestige 


Because 


Berlin, Aug. 10.—The Natlonal Zei- 
tung, printing the news of the action 
taken by Secretary of State Hay with 
regard to the difficulties between the 
United States and Turkey, considers 
the subject at great length, and says 
that the centre of gravity lies in the de- 
mands of the United States, which are 
no longer for compensation to Amer- 


icans for losses sustained owlng to the 
troubles in Armenia, but for the rais- 
ing of American diplomatic repre- 
sentation to ambassadorial dignity, in 
order that American citizens may en- 
joy in Turkey the same rights and 
privileges enjoyed by the citizens of 
other powers sign: itory to the treaties 
to the powers and Berlin. 

The Turkish government opposes the 
wishes of the United States in this re- 
spect allegedly on the grounds of econ- 
omy, but really because naturalized 
Armenians, ‘American Asiatics,” are 
the most dangerous enemies to the ex- 
isting order of affairs in Turkey. 

The sultan, The National Zeitung 
says, is not likely to yield without a 
hard struggle, and President Roosevelt 
canuot afford the loss of prestige which 
would result from a failure to enforce 
his demands. For this latter reason the 
outcome will be watched with the 
greatest interest. The sultan prob- 
ably will be reluctantly forced to seek 
Russian support at the same time that 
Russia is being confronted by strong 
Armenian opposition. Should Russia 
respond and bring the question ef the 
passage of the Dardanelles into rela- 
tion with this affair, The National 
Zeitung thinks that the situation might 
become extremely complicated. 


Dynamite Thrown Into Foundry 

Watervliet, N. Y., Aug. 10.—A 
partially successful attempt was made 
to wreck the plant of the West Side 
Foundry company, just outside this 
city, with dynamite. The night watch- 
man heard a window open in the motor 
room and the explosion occurred imme- 
diately after. The foundry has had 
trouble with its employes and a strike 
has been in progress since April 19 
he striking fron moulders are so strong 
in this vicinity that the explosion {s 
discussed with extreme reticence.

Seven more bodies have | 
been recovered and a number identified. 

A coroner's jury was called, which 
viewed the scene of the wreck and ex- 
amined a number of witnesses. The ex- 
amination into the cause of the disaster 
will be exhaustive and it is thought 
that it will dquire more than a week 
to hear all the witnesses that have 
been subpoenaed. Four railroad men 
were examin Their testimony was 
mainly as to the amount of rain that 
fell during the storm in the neighbor- 
hood of the wreck. 

The morgue and undertaking estab- 
lishments have been besieged by anx- 
ious relatives and friends. The work 
of identification is proceedingly s!owly, 
as the bodies now being recovered are 
in bad condition. Many mistakes are 
being made, in several cases the mat- 
ter hanging in doubt since Sunday 
night. 

The total number of identified bodies 
recovered from the Eden wreck is 76. 
The list of those reported missing has 
now bearly reached 40. 


Armenians on the Rampage 

Tabriz, Persia, Aug. 10.—On July 13 
a band of Armenian revolutionists ap- 
peared near Outchkilissa. Turkish 
soldiers and Kurds, finding an excuse, 
attacked and destroyed five villages, 
butchering men and outraging women. 
Two large Armenian bands marching 
to help the insurgent leader, Antranik, 
attacked two garrisons for revenge on 
July 25. Bombs were thrown into 
these places, killing many, and severe 
fighting ensued. A majority of the sol- 
diers were killed ana the garrisons re- 
sembled graveyurds. The number of 
soldiers killed amounted to several 
hundred. 


Shortage In Military Company 

Boston, Aug. 10.—According to Cor- 
poral Mahoney, treasurer of company 
A, Eighth regiment, of Charlestown, 
the company funds are in a bad state, 
between $2000 and $3000 being unac- 
counted for, and he has made a report 
of the matter to Colonel Pew. The 
latter has the matter under considera- 
tion and it is expected he will appoint a 
committee to conduct an investigation 
and see what is inthe report. Company 
A took the place of company D of the 
Ninth regiment, that was disbanded 
shortly after the close of the Spanish 
war. 


Boycott Not Wholly Successful 

Chicago, Aug. 10.—The stockyards 
strike leaders are seeing that the boy- 
cott against the retail markets which 
have been placed under the ban of the 
unions is being enforced, but in many 
of the places the boycott does not 
work so well as had been expected, 
the retailers being able to haul what 
ice they require in thelr own wagons. 
The packers claim that fully 80 percent 
of the usual amount of work is belag 
carried on. 


Fifty Dwellings Destroyed 

Victoria, B. C., Aug. 10.—Fire that 
started in the pattern shop of the Albion 
Iron works last evening destroyed a 
portion of the building, together with a 
quantity of valuable machinery. A 
strong wind carried the sparks to the 
residence section, where it burned it- 
self out. In all about 50 houses were 
destroyed, the majority being homes of 
working people.

Winchester, Mass., Aug. 10.—A gang 
of lower-story workers reaped a har- 
vest in Winchester, ransacking nearly a 
dozen houses and securing everything 
from cash to clothing.

SPEECHES IN RAIN] 


Ardor Not Dampened, However, 
at the Parker Notification 


SIX HUNDRED ATTENDED 


Candidate’s Speech Followed 


With Close Attention and Was 
Liberally Applauded--Waving 
Flags at Close Almost Con- 
cealed Occupants of Stand 


Esopus, N. Y., Aug. 11.—The formal 
aotification of Alton B. Parker of his 
nomination for the presidency of the 
United States as the candidate of the 
Democratic party, and his acceptance 
of the nomination, gave public expres- 
sion for the first time of his views on 
the issues drawn between his own and 
the Republican party. 

The formal notification was brought 
to him by Representative Clark of Mis- 
souri, as chairman of the committee 
representing every state and territory 
in the union. Mr. Clark, in a brief 
speech, informed tae candidate of his 
nomination and presented to him a 
formal communication to the same ef- 
fect adopted by the committee. 

Standing bareheaded, during a brief 
lull In the rainstorm which had lasted 
since soon after daylight, Judge Par- 
ker accepted the nomination and set 
forth his views upon the issues before 
the country in a speech that evoked 
frequent and hearty applause. 

The ceremony was held on the lawn 
at Rosemount, under the trees at the 
north ot the house, and was attended 
by upwards of 600 people. The com- 
pany included many Democrats of na- 
tional prominence as well as a large and 
representative delegation from Tam- 
many Hall and several well known 
Democrats from Albany and other up- 
state points. There would have been 
a gala day gathering from Kingston 
and vicinity, but the rain had been so 
heavy and continuous that few local 
people ventured forth. Most of the 
time during Clark’s speech the rain 
was falling in a steady drizzle, but it 
stopped entirely just as Parker began 
to speak, and held off until he finished. 

Mr. Clark was speaking in the rain, 
and Parker was standing bareheaded 
without shelter, when a man in the 
crowd called: “Somebody hold an um- 
brella over Judge Parker.” A num- 
ber were immediately offered, but the 
judge refused them with a courteous 
wave of the hand. “Justice for all, 
special privileges for none,” said Clark, 
and the spectators showed their ap- 
preciation of the sally by a shout of 
laughter. 


While Parker was speaking there 
Was no need of shelter. ‘The rain 
stopped and not a breath of air stirred. 
In the stillness every word could be 
heard distinctly to the farthest borders 
of the crowd. It is many years since 
Parker bas been heard in a_ political 
speech, and to most of his hearers he 
was absolutely new in that capacity. 

They beard him with a keen interest, 
not unmixed with curiosity. The ad- 
dress was delivered in the clearest 
tones, in a voice seldom raised above 
the conversational pitch, but perfect- 
ly audible, nevertheless. His enuncia- 
tion was distinct and his delivery ex- 
ceedingly deliberate. He used few 
gestures, making his emphasis almost 
entirely with his voice. He adhered to 
the text of his written address, with 
whose wording he appeared perfectly 
familiar, though he held a copy in his 
hand and followed it somewhat closely 
with his eye while speaking. He 
made no variation whatever from the 
speech as he had originally perfected it. 

The speech was heard with closest at- 
tention and applause was frequent. 
His audience awoke to a high pitch of 
enthusiasm when he spoke of the pol- 
icies of so-called militarism and im- 
perialism. ‘Ours is a world power,” 
said he, ‘“ and as such it must be main- 
tained, but I deny that itis at all 
recently that the United States has at- 
tained that eminence.” 

This brought forth a burst of cheers 
that caused the speaker to wait a few 
minutes before he continued to speak. 
His pledge not to accept a second term 
if he should be elected aroused instant 
interest, which increased to marked en- 
thusiasm when the speaker went on to 
explain his position. Then the crowd 
seemed to yield to the force of his 
reasoning and at the end of a par- 
ticularly telling period toward the 
close of the speech it gave the candidate 
the greatest demonstration of the 
afternoon. It looked as though every 
map, woman and child in the throng 
surrounding the platform had a small 
American flag and as they cheered the 
waving flags almost concealed the oc- 
cupants of the stand. ‘The speaker 
waited for the applause to subside and 
then made his few concluding remarks, 
finishing his address at 2:54 o'clock, 


As Judge Parker spoke his closing 
words the band struck up “The Star 
&pangled Banner,” and from the deck 
of the yacht Sapphire a number of 
bombs were fired in a salute. These, 
bursting in the air, released para- 
chutes from which were suspended the 

national colors. Later there were

RUSSIA NOW PESSIMISTIC 


Realizes Situation In Manchuria, 
Where Japs Are Closing In on 
Kuropatkin From Three Di- 
rections--Russian Fleet Emer- 


ges From Port Arthur and

London, Aug. 11.—A dispatch from. 
St. Petersburg says:

“One diplomat, representing a Euro- 
pean power at the court of Emperor 
Nicholas, says: ‘Secretary Hay’s note 
opening a way for the guarantee of the 
administrative entity of China, to 
which all the powers subscribed in 
may after all become the 
peace. If 
Japan, pushing the Russian military 
forces out of Manchuria and obtaining 
undisputed possession, should then 
formally relinquish the province to 
China, its real owner, and call upon the 
powers under their guarantee to protect 
the entity of the Celestial empire, I do 
not think the powers could escape re- 
sponsibility. 

“There would, of course, be diffi- 
culties growing out of the predelictions 
of the yarious powers. Nevertheless, 
all the powers, I believe, are in accord 
in a common desire to see peace re- 
stored, and many are of the opinion 
that the only hope of peace in the imme- 
diate future, if the Japanese suc- 
ceeded in driving the Russians out of 
Manchuria, rests upon the intervention 
of all the powers on the basis of their 
replies to Mr. Hay’s note. 

-* ‘Russia could better afforil to yield 
to the powers than to Japan alone,’ ” 

If the dispatches are to be trusted, 
St. Petersburg is alarmed about the 
situation in the fleld of operations in 
the far east. Kuroki, with a great 
army, is threatening Kuropatkin from 
the east; the armies of Oku and Nodzu 
are pressing upon him from the south; 
Oyama is moving from the southwest 
with the army landed at Kinkow, while 
still another Japanese force is said to 
be moving on Mukden along the Shan- 
hal Kwan railroad, which leads to Sin- 
mintum, 80 miles west of Mukden. 

To add to the disquiet is the fact that 
the Japanese have secured a footing on 
Wolf hills, where presumably they are 
mounting siege guns with which to 
bombard Port Arthur. 

This bald statement of the facts of 
the case certainly does not make cheer- 
ful reading for Russians. Without any 
reliable information as to the number 
of men and the strength of artillery 
with which Kuropatkin faces this mili- 
tary proposition, it is difficult to make 
accurate deductions. 

It would seem that the greatest peril 
to the Russian main army is the move- 
ment along the Shanhaf Kwan road 
toward Sinmintun. This route offers 
the easiest line of approach to Muk- 
den. There are, so far as !s known, no 
fortified points along this road and 
Sinmintun is only weakly held. The 
place offers a good base for a move- 
ment against Mukden. 

After all the anger and loud talk in 
London about the status of the vol- 
unteer fleet, the fact that Turkey has 
admitted the right of Russia to send 
these ships through the Dardanelles, 
stipulating only that they shall not be 
armed or carry munitions of war, and

GREAT SEA FIGHT ON 


Russian Fleet Leaves Port Ar- 
thur and Fights With Japs 
Tokio, Aug. 11—The Russian fleet

The Japanese destroyers attacked the 

Russians at night. The results of the 

engagements were unknown. The Rus- 

sian battleships Retvizan and Pobieda 
were seen outside Port Arther tbis 
morning. 

Cnefoo, Aug. 11.—Admiral Sah of the 
Chinese navy arrived here last night 
from the Kiaotao islands. He says the 
firing Monday night was at Port Ar- 
thur and was heavy all night long.

How the Senator When a Youth Waa 


Instructed In Public Speaking, 


A story is told of how in early days 


Senator Charles W. Fairbanks of In- 
diana, the Republican vice presidential 
nominee, was instructed in public 
speaking by a certain professor whose 
favorite maxim was, “Always speak 
what is uppermost in your mind, for 
that is sure to be uppermost in the 
minds of your audience.” 

“Is this necessarily always the case?” 
inquired the embryo senator, to whom 
this was a new doctrine, says Joe 
Mitchell Chapple in the National Maga- 
zine for August. 

“Always,” said the professor, with a 
finality in his manner that forbade fur- 
ther discussion. 

Some time afterward the young ora- 
tor found himself before an audience 
in which ladies largely predominated.

The tall form of the young 
man almost seemed to waver when 
suddenly he caught the professor's 
eye. A flash of inspiration came to 
him, dictated perhaps by the “sandy 
desert” condition of his throat,

NATIONAL RIFLE RESERVE. 


War Department's Plan to Develop 
Expert Marksmen, 

The national board for the promotion 
of rifle practice, under authority of the 
war department, has announced plans 
for the formation of a national reserve 
of qualified riflemen, says a Washing- 
ton special dispatch to the New York 
Times. Those who qualify under the 
rules adopted will receive a national 
marksman’s button. 

The board points out that in the event 
of war the United States must depend 
very largely upon the militia and the 
volunteers for their fighting force. 
With tBe modern arms it is all impor- 
tant that the soldier should know how 
to shoot and to hit what he shoots at. 

“By the plan proposed,” says the re- 
port of the board, “we believe that the 
United States will within a few years 
have more than 1,000,000 who will have 
on the line of battle nearly all the re- 
quirements for the most efficient sol- 
diers in the world. We propose to edu- 
cate our young men and boys over fif- 
teen years of age to be an army of ex- 
pert rifle shots. A high degree of skill 
in rifle and revolver shooting and the 


confidence which a knowledge of this 
skill gives will make a timid man 
brave and a brave man more cour- 


ageous.” 

It is especially desired to induce prac- 
tice by the younger men because by far 
the larger part of an army in the field 
will be made up of very young men, so 
that every endeavor should be made to 
carry on more particularly the practice 
of the young civilians. It is recom- 
mended that this should be done by 
means of shooting galleries and field 
ranges and that in erecting armories 
for the national guard additional range 
facilities be provided. The report advo- 
eates the establishment of sufficient 
range facilities to permit of active rifle 
practice by 500,000 to 1,000,000 men. 

The plan was devised by a board of 
which General W. P. Hall, United 
States army; General Bird W. Spencer, 
president of the National Rifle associa- 
tion, and I. A. Haskell, vice president 
of the National Rifle association, were 
members. It has been approved by Sec- 
retary Taft and officially promulgated 
by the war department. 


Admiral Didn't Even Bid Wife Good- 
by, Says American Guest. 

Miss M. M. Carpenter, who recently 
returned to her home at Dunellen, N. J., 
after a nine years’ residence in Japan, 
was a welcome guest at the home of 
Admiral Togo of the Japanese navy, 
and brought with her a dagger which 
the younger son of-the mikado had pre- 
sented to her, says the New York 
Times.

“AIR ’LL BE FULL OF US,” PRE- 
DICTS INVENTOR HOLLAND. 

At Work on a Flying Machine He Is 
Confident Will Soar—People Were 
Skeptical When He Invented His 
Now Famous Submarine Boat. 


If Inventor John P. Holland has hig 
way about it, men and women of flesh 
nnd blood will not have to wait until 
they have assumed their astral bodies 
before putting on wings. Mr. Holland 
proposes that they shall soon be able 
to buy wings—wings guaranteed to fly 
—at the comparatively low price of $10 
per pair. He is sanguine about the 
success of the invention he is now 
working upon. “Fly!” he recently ex- 
claimed when questioned about his 
plans for navigating the air. ‘Why, 
in a few years the air ’!l be full of us.” 

Mr. Holland expects to be able ac- 
tually to fly, not merely to sail in the

air by means of a balloon. He contem- 
plates fitting the public out with wings 
so that each individual can go from 
point to point through the air with as 
little difficulty as is now experlenced 
in riding a bicycle and in time with 
perhaps even less danger than bicycle 
riding now involves. 

The inventor has succeeded hereto- 
fore in doing things about which peo- 
ple were skeptical. He was put in the 
class with Jules Verne’s Captain Nemo 
when he began experimenting witb 
submarine boats, but the boat that 
navigates the ocean beneath the waves 
is now an undoubted success. Conse- 
quently, when he says he expects soon 
to be able to flap a pair of wings and 
ascend into the air, weight is given to 
his promise. 

The flying machine devised by Mr. 
Holland consists of four wings, each 
ten to fifteen feet long. They are to 
be strapped to the body, two at the

MYLES STANDISH SPRING.

All the postoffices in the Boston pos- 
tal district will have a holiday on Tues- 
day, the day of the Grand Army parade. 
These do not include Quincy, but do 
include Milton, Brookline, Cambridge, 
Somerville, Chelsea, Winthrop, Revere, 
Malden, Everett, Arlington and other 
cities.

London, Aug. 12.—Rumors that Port 
Arthur has fallen are again current, 
but apparently there Is no further war- 
rant for them than on previous occa- 
tions.

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RAFT GHAIN BROKE 


Many Picnickers Were Precip- 
stated Into a Pond 


A GREAT PANIC ENSUES 


Women and Children Knocked 
Down and Trampled Upon-- 
Heroic Rescues of Those Who 
Were Thrown From the Raft 


Lowell, Mass., Aug. 12.—By the 
breaking of a chain which held it to the 
shore, a landing raft loaded with pic- 
nickers was sent adrift ina lakeat West 
Chelmsford yesterday and in the paesic 
which ensued several women and chil- 
dren were pushed overboard and seri- 
ously injured. The occasion was a un- 
jon picnic held under the auspices of 
the several churches ir Chelmsford. 

The churches participating were the 
First Unitarlan, the Second Congrega- 
tional, the Central Baptist and the All 
Saints Episcopal churches of Chelms- 
ford Centre and the First Baptist 
church of South Chelmsford. 

A list of sports had been arranged, 
among them a swimming race, and more 
than 50 of the picnickers crowded onto 
the landing raft, which was held by a 
chain running its entire length and 
fastened to the bank at either end. 

The contestants had assembled at 
the raft, which was the starting point 
of the race, at 4 o'clock, and when the 
referees gave the word they started. 
Immediately those on the raft crowded 
to the end of the float to witness the 
finish. This action caused the chain to 
snap at one end. A rush was made for 
safety and the other end gave way, 
setting the raft adrift and precipitat- 
ing 25 into the water, where the 
depth was about 16 feet. 

During the rush many women and 
children were knocked down and 
trampled upon and most of those in- 
jured received thelr injuries at this 
time. One little girl was tossed in the 
air by the careening of the raft and 
landed on the bank of the lake. Ref- 
erees Taylor and Bliss grasped Miss 
Nellie Redman and Miss Votes and 
swam ashore. The latter was grasped 
by the hair as she was disappearing for 
the third time. Miss Marjorie Arm- 
strong was also rescued with difficulty, 

William Clinton rescued Mrs. Weaver 
and her 8-year-old daughter, Beatrice, 
and carried them to safety, and also 
aided in saving from drowning a man 
and boy whose names could not be 
learned. Rey. A. F. Ernshaw of the 
Second Congregational church dashed 
into the water and saved several chil- 
dren from drowning. 

The victims of the accident were 
taken to their homes and it was found 
that only Mrs, Gertrude Weaver had 
sustained serious injuries. She fainted 
after her rescue and was found to be 
injured about the body from being 
trampled on. It is expected she will 
recover. 


Chance to Try Divine Healing 
Chicago, Aug. 12.—An 
smallpox has broken out in Zion City, 
the home of the so-called divine 
healer. There are said to be 15 per- 
sons {ll with the disease. As there are 
no physicians in Zion City, and Dowie 
will not permit his followers to use 
drugs in any form, fears are entertained 
that the disease may spread to sur- 
rounding towns. Zion City is outside 
the city limits of Chicago and the city 
officials have no power in the matter. 


Hundred Killed In Eden Wreck 

Pueblo, Col., Aug. 12.—During the 
funerals of many victims of the rail- 
road disaster at Eden that were held 
here all the business houses were 
closed. The bodies of the missing vic- 
tims have probably been sucked into 
the quicksands and will never be re- 
covered. Careful revision of the dead 
and missing confirms the original estl- 
mate that not less than 100 Ives were 
lost. 


New Counterfeit In Circulation 

Washington, Aug. 12.—Chief Wilkie 
of the United States secret Service has 
received from Boston a new counterfeit 
&2 silver certificate of the series of 
1899. The note apparently is a zine 
etching poorly printed on two sheets of 
paper, between which ink lines have 
been made to serve the purpose of silk 
thread. The face of the note is heavy 
and blurred. 


Increase In Postal Receipts 

Washington, Aug. 12.—A net increase 
of 4 percent is shown in the statement 
of the gross postal receipts for July as 
compared with July, 1903, at the 50 
largest postoffices. The aggregate re- 
ceipts at the 50 offices were $4,871,054. 
There were decreases at several offices, 
including Lowell, Worcester and 
Springfield, Mass.

NABBED AT BOSTUN 
Boothman Said to Have Forged 
and Uttered $9000 Draft 

Boston, Aug. 12.—Joseph Boothman, 
who bears three aliases, was arrested 
here last evening as a fugitive from 
justice and held for the police of Buf- 
falo, where he is wanted for forging 
and uttering a dratt for $9000. The 
officials of the Fidelity Trust company 
of Buffalo claim to have been defrauded 
by Boothman’s operations, 


The local detectives have been 
watching for Boothman for several 
days. He was arrested at the South 


Yerminal station as he was boarding a 
train for Providence. He acknowl- 
edged his identity and will go back to 
Buffalo without extradition papers, 

Boothman conducted his alleged op- 
erations in Buffalo under the name of 
R. H. Thomms. He had a draft for 
$51 on a Hudson, N. Y., bank, and it is 
claimed that he ralsed this amount to 
$9000. This he deposited with the 
Fidelity Trust company and on July 5, 
it is charged, he drew $750 by check. 
On July 11 he is alleged to have drawn 
$2000. 

Boothman is about 55 years old. He 
is a short, stout man, with a gray 
moustache, and dresses in the helght of 
fashion. He is a native of London.

| Origin of Dai Nippon, According to 


Shinto Mythology. 

According to the Shinto mythology, 
in the beginning chaos reigned, and in 
it were contained the germs of all 
things. From chaos was evolved a 
race of heavenly beings termed “ce- 
lestial kami,’ of whom Izanagi, a 
male, and Izanami, a female, were the 
last. 

These two were instructed by the 
other deities to descend from heaven 
and beget islands, and to help them 
on their mission they were presented 
with a jeweled spear. Standing on a 
bridge floating in the ether, they reach- 
ed down and stirred the brine and then 
drew up the spear. The brine that 
dripped from this weapon was heaped 
up and became the island of Onogoro, 
and on it the pair descended and 
begat several other islands. 

The first of these was Hirugo, but as 
it did not meet with the approval of 
the deities it was put into a boat and 
allowed to float away. The next was 
the island of Awa, and so in succession 
were producad the remaining islands 
of the archipelago, now termed by 
Europeans “Japan,” but by the Japa- 
nese themselves “Dai Nippon,” “The 
Great Sunrise.” 


CAUSTIC CURVES. 


| Why a Napkin Ring Throws a Heart 


Shaped Reflection, 
It is found that in concave spherical 
mirrors the reflected rays only come to 


| a definite focus in the point, when the 


angular aperture of the mirror does not 
exceed eight or ten degrees. With a 
larger aperture the rays reflected near 
the edge cut the axis of the mirror at 
a point nearer its surface than those 
from points immediately around the 
center. This being so, and the curve of 
the mirror being continuous, a corre- 
sponding curve of successive focal 
points is formed in space, and can be 
rendered visible by the rays falling on 
a reflecting surface, such as a sheet of 
white paper or a tablecloth. 

The napkin ring is a cylinder and 
possesses the properties of the spher 
ical mirror along one diameter. The 
rays falling upon portions more remote 
from the center line are brought to a 
different focus from those falling near- 
er the center, and this produces the 
peculiar heart shaped reflection. 

These figures are known as “caustics 
by reflection,” and can be well observed 
by allowing the light of a candle to fall 
on the inside of a cup or tumbler partly 
filled with milk.

THE PHONOGRAPH. 


Its Invention Was the Result of a 
Cut on the Finger. 

An accident—a cut on tbe finger— 
caused Edison to invent the phono- 
graph, or talking machine. 

Mr. Edison told the story of this 
invention to a reporter. At the time, 
he said, he was singing into a tele- 
phone, and in the telephone’s mouth- 
piece he had placed, for safe keeping, a 
fine steel point. Suddenly this point 
eut his finger. He found, to his sur- 
prise, that it had been moving here and 
there and roundabout, guided by the 
vibrations of his voice. 

He placed a strip of yellow paper 
under the steel point, replaced it in the 
mouthpiece and said the alphabet. The 
steel, while he spoke, ran over the pa- 
per, and for each letter of the alphabet 
it made a different mark or scratch. 

This was what Mr. Edison had hoped 
for. He now held the steel point still 
and drew the paper seratches slowly 
over it. There was given forth, very 
faintly, the alphabet he had re- 
peated it. 

Thus the principle of the phonograph 
—the registering and the reproduction 
of the voice’s vibrations—was discov- 
ered through the cutting of a finger. It 
was Edison's finger, though, that was 
cut. Smith’s or Brown's might have 
been quite hacked off and no phono- 
graph would have resulted.

Nose Musicians, 

Of the Tagbanoua, a tribe on the 
long uarrow island called Palanwan, 
in the Philippines, Mr. Landor writes: 
“Most musicians of other nationalities 
play wind instruments by applying 
them to the mouth. The Tagbanoua 
plays them with his nose! The lantui, 
a reed flute, has two holes, and one 
nose piece at one end of the cane, at 
the joint. The lantui is pressed by the 
thumb against the left nostril, the 
right nostril being held tightly closed 
by the first finger of the hand. The 
Tagbanoua nose is so flattened at the 
base and has such expanded nostrils, 
elongated at the side, that it is es- 
pecially adapted for this purpose. The 
Tagbanoua musician can get in this 
fashion some sweetly pathetic sounds 
—by far the most melodious sounds I 
have ever heard from any body’s nose, 
and he is even beld enough to attempt, 
with success, too, a trill.” 


A Fussy Nuisance. 

Of a prominent lecturer of London an 
acquaintance says: “On one occasion 
he was the guest of a friend of mine, a 
busy Liverpool merchant, and when 
the popular lecturer returned from the 
hall he asked for all sorts of impossible 
dishes and Hquid concoctions peculiar 
to abstainers, a demand which some- 
what upset the routine of the house 
hold. When in bed his neryous tem- 
perament was tried; he could not bear 
the ticking of tae clocks, so he paraded 
the house in the smail hours of the 
morning and stopped them all. In con- 
sequence of this the servants had to be 
roused by violent bell ringing. But the 
guest was not to be distressed, so he 
arose again and ordered the servants 
back to their rooms and locked them 
in and then. went back to bed.” 


A Relic of Barbarism. 

In ancient times it was the custom of 
the victors in a battle to decorate their 
doorposts with the skulls of the van- 
quished. With the advance of civiliza- 
tion of course we no longer continue this 
bit of barbarity, but the custom has not 
been allowed to drop altogether, as is 
seen by the stone balls which are often 
set on gateposts, a relic of a barbarous 
idea of long ago.

Whole villages may be 
Seen with the doorposts of the houses 
surmounted in this grewsome fashion.

Russian Sergeant of Scouts Tells of 
the Enemy's Good Points. 

A Russian sergeant of scouts who 
was captured by the Japanese, but who 
escaped with eight comrades from the 
island of Shikeku, Japan, bas arrived 
at Paris, says the New York Times. 
He communicates some curious impres- 
sions of the war. 

The Japanese, he says, are excellent 
shots, and no Russian reconnoitering 
party could remain a quarter of an 
hour uuder their fire. To four or five 
of the enemy whom the Russians would 
manage to kill the Japanese would 
shoot a hundred Russians. 

The sergeant says the Japanese can- 
non are immensely superior to the Rus- 
sian, having a longer range and greater 
precision and being very much lighter. 
Three horses can pull a Japanese gun, 
while a Russian gun requires six. 

The Russian officers, according to the 
sergeant, believed Japan would be beat- 
en, but the Russian rank and file were 
convinced she would win. Every Jap- 
anese scout carries a map which en- 
ables him at once to discover where he 
is, but the Russians, having no such 
maps, are always at a loss.

The raid conducted by the Vladivo- 
stok squadron in July was extremely 
expensive to Japan, and not only was 
retaliation tempting, but it was de- 
manded by commercial interests. The 
navy, however, grimly refused to 
make a diversion and stuck to Pork Ar- 
thur. It was confident that the har- 
bor soon would be untenable for the 
Russian warships, that it would 
eventually get a fair fight in the open 
sea away from the Russian land bat- 
teries and that the Japanese would 
win. \ These calculations of the navy 
were correct, and the Russians, with 
the chances eren, bave been hopelessly 
defeated. 

Vice Admiral Kamimura, after 
months of weary and patient waiting, 
finally got bis chance off Tsu island. 
He sunk the Russian cruiser Rurik and 
sent the crulsers Gromoboi and Rossia 
fiesing back from the fight. 

Japanese guns dominate the dock- 
yards at Port Arthur and in view of 


this fact it would seem to be impos- 
sible again to make seaworthy or 
fightable the Russian battleships 


which have returned to Port Arthur. 
It is probable that the Russian battle- 
ship Czarevitch will disarm at Tsing: 
chou. 

The best possible naval force that 
Russia can now concentrate at Viadivo- 
stok is four crulsers. 


Gloom at St Petersburg 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 15—Not since 
the beginning of the war between Japan 
and Russia has anything so obviously 
affected Russian spirits as the gradual 
revelation of the extent of the Port 
Arthur squadron’s reverse. The de- 
tails of Rear Admiral Withoft’s fatal 
{ sortie Jast week are not known to the 
general public. 

Aside from belated telegrams from 
Liao Yang aud Ansbanshan no actual 
news from the front has been received. 
There is a persistent rumor that Port 


Arthur has fallen, but it cannot be con- 
firmed. 
There is a general belief, which is 


borne out by the latest dispatches, that 
the situation at Port Arthur Is a des- 
perate one. 

Captain Matousevitch’s report makes 
it clear that the Port Arthur squadron 
fought what was probably the greatest 
battle of ironclads since steel re- 
placed wood in naval construction. 
The effort of the Russians to fight 
their way through the Japanese would 
probably have been successful had it 
pot been for the disaster to the battle- 
ship Czarevitch, which compelled the 
squadron to fight a second battle, end- 
ing in the dispersal of the Russian 
fieet in the darkness.

GREAT COAL A MINE FIRE 


ee ae Effort to Extin- 
guish One In Pennsylvania. 


SCIENTIFIO METHODS ADOPTED. 


A Mixture ef Culm and Water to Be 
Used For the Quenching of a Fire 
That Has Been Burning an Anthra- 
clte Coal Mine For the Past Fifty 
Years, 


A systematic effort to extinguish the 
greatest mine fire in the anthracite coal 
region was recently commenced by a 
coal company which owns the Green- 
wood mine near Tamaqua, Pa., says 
the Wilkesbarre correspondent of the 
New York Post. The mine has been 
on fire for the past fifty years, and in 
all that time has not been worked. It 
still contains, so the mining experts 
calculate, millions of tons of fine coal, 
chiefly in the Mammoth vein, which at 
this portion of the region is from thirty 
to sixty feet thick, and it is for this 
wealth of coal that the company has 
started a Oght which it is estimated 
will cost $1,000,000 and will take two 
years to win. Preparations to fight the 
fire have been under way for a year, 
following a careful survey of the work- 
ings, the extent of the tire and the 
possibility of putting it out. All pre- 
vious efforts have been confined to a 
spasmodic flooding of the burning por- 
tion, which has not been effective. 

The mining officials have discovered 
that the fire is raging in the loose coal 
above the water level, that the great 
pillars of the Mammoth vein are still 
standing undamaged and that all the 
lower veins are intact, the millions of 
gallons of water which have from 
time to time been poured into the mine 
having saved the coul despite the fact 
that it had no other effect upon the fire 
than confining it to a certain portion 
of the mine. 

The fight will be conducted from the 
mountain top above the highest levels 
of the workings, and not far from the 
spot where it is believed the fire start- 
ed fifty years ago, when some timbers 
were ignited by a miner’s lamp or the 
ignition of a gas feeder. 

A mixture of culm and water will be 
the fire fighting agent. This not only 
smothers the fire wherever it reaches 
it, but hardens into a mass almost as 
solid as coal, and forms a pillar which 
prevents the workings caving. It will 
have the valuable effect in this case 
of extinguishing the fire and Milling 
up the fre eaten workings so that the 
adjoining pillars, which have support- 
ed these workings, may be removed. 
The company will thus gain great 
quantities of coal which could not oth- 
erwise be touched. 

Four 100 horsepower boilers have 
been erected on the banks of the 
Schuylkill river and will operate two 
Mammoth duplex pumps, which will 
pour into the mine 1,728,000 gallons of 
water every day. This water will be 
carried 1,600 feet in ten inch pipes 
from the river to the top of the moun- 
tain. There it will be turned into big 
troughs and mixed with inimense 
quantities of the culm, which will be 
hauled by train from the Hauto culm 
banks six miles away. The mixed 
culm and water will then be run down 
deep shoots into the burning work- 
ings. 

At the same time, at a number of 
points over the fire, bore holes will be 
drilled from the surface. ‘These will 
not only serve to locate the fire, but 


will also draw off the guses formed 


by the burning coal, which have been 
in sueh volume that they have held the 
water back from the fire. 

As one working after another is 
flushed with the culm and the fire ex- 
tinguished the long chutes down which 
the culm and water are washed will be 
moved to another working, and the fire 
will in this manner be slowly but sure- 
ly smothered. At the same time bar- 
riers will be built in the mine to pre- 
vent the fire spreading to untouched 
portions. These barriers have been 


built from time to time, and many of ¢ 


them are still serviceable. 
When the fire is all out and the mine 
again ready to be worked the company 


will erect one of the largest breakers in | 


the region, and the breaker and mine 
will give employment to over a thou- 
sand men and boys.

He declared that what impressed him 
most as he reviewed the marching 
thousands was the spirit of the vet- 
erans; the spirit, he said, which would 
cause them to once more offer their ser- 
vices should the nation be in peril. 
The governor welcomed the Grand 
Army to Massachusetts, but he would 
neyer say to them “farewell,” for they 
ere in the hearts of the and 
there shall they remain.

Chief Black spoke briefly. The mayor 
said. that the Union veterans needed 
no welcome from him on behalf of the 
city after the demonstration in their 
honor on the streets. The remarks 
of Genera] Black were in the nature of 
a congratulatory greeting to his for- 
mer companions in arms.

One of the most significant of the 
many reunions of the week was that of 
the First Maine heavy artillery at 
Faneuil] hall this morning. The First 
Maine has the distinction of having 
lost more men in the aggregate than 
any other of the 2047 Union regiments 
in the Civil war and of having lost 
more men in one engagement than any 
other. A monument at Petersburg 
stands on the spot where, in the siege 
of that city, 850 men went into an en- 
gagement and in 10 minutes had lost 
604 of their number. 


Davis Notified of Nomination 

White Sulphur Springs, W. Va., Aug. 
17.—Henry G. Davis was formally noti- 
fled at 1 o'clock today that he is the 
Democratic nominee for vice president 
of thet United States. Representative 
Williams of Mississippi, chairman of 
the notification committee of the na 
tional Democratie convention, made the 
announcement in a speech requiring an 
hour to deliver. Mr. Davis, in accept- 
ing the omination, discussed the 
political situation briefly. The cere- 
monies took place in a natural amphi- 
theatre on the lawn in front of White 
Sulphur Springs hotel. 


King’s Dinner to Emperor 

Marienbad, Aug. 17.—King Edward 
last night gave a dinner to Emperor 
Francis Joseph at the Hotel Weimar. 
During the dinner the electric Hghts 
were suddenly extinguished, causing 
consternation, Candles were substi- 
tuted for the electric lights, which, 
however, were restored in five minutes. 
In responding to the toasts proposed 
at the dinner the emperor and king 
gave expression to thelr deep personal 
friendship. No allusions of a political 
nature were made. 


Pima Indians Need Aid 

Washington, Aug. 17.—The poor con- 
dition of the Pima Indians of the Gila 
river reservation in Arizona was the 
subject of a conference at the White 
House, as a result of which the presi- 
dent has directed a fresh investigation 
regarding the Indians where crops are 
affected by the diversion from them of 
the waters of the Gila river. The 
president has given assurances of his 
personal interest in the matter to a 
committee of the Presbyterian board. 


Sensational Story Denied 

Washington, Aug. 17.—General Nord 
never threatened to repeat the mas- 
sacre of foreigners in Hayti, accord- 
ing to Minister Powell, who has the de- 
nial from the prestdent’s own lips. 
The minister made this sensational re- 
port the basis of special inquiry, the 
result of which he has communicated 
to the state department. 


Consul! Insulted Canadian Flag 

Ottawa, Aug. 17.—The Canadian 
government has lodged a formal com- 
plaint with the British authorities re- 
garding the indignity offered to the flag 
of the Dominion by a British consular 
officer in a South American port. The 
flaz was torn and trampled upon and 
the consul said he knew nothing of a 
Canadian flag. 


Spellbinders For New England 

New York, Aug. 17.—Josiah Quincy 
of Boston was at Democratic head- 
quarters and the condition in the New 
England states was under discussion. 
The determination to make a spirited 
campaign in Maine was not only ap- 
proved, but it was also thought desir- 
able to send available speakers into 
Vermont. 


Rice Production Increasing 

Washington, Aug. 17.—A preliminary 
report to the department of agriculture 
shows the total acreage of rice in the 
United States this season to be about 
643,400 acres. The rice acreage of the 
eountry has increased 83 percent within 
the last five years,

Indissoluble Union 


PATRIOTIC UTTERANCES 


Old Soldiers Find Plenty to Oc- 


cupy Their Attention at Boston 


Encampment--The Survivors of 


Three Wars, Ex-Prisoners and 


Bluejackets In Fine Parade 


Soston, Aug. 16.—A reunion of com- 
cades of the states of the Union, an 
exchange of happy recollections and a 
fraternal mingling of Confederates and 
Unionists marked the opening in this 
city of the national encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. In the 


day a picturesque parade of the Union } 


eX-prisoners of war, bluejackets from 
the United Statea warships and others 
murked the opening of the great G. A. 
R. convention, together with its numer- 
ous subsi 


ary organizations, including 


the Women's Relief Corps, the Ladies | 


of the G. A. R. and the Sons and 
Daughters of Veterans. 

In the night, in historic Faneuil hall, 
a score of former Confederate officers 
gathered around the banquet board as 
the guests of Edward W. Kingsley post 
of Boston, as did also Lafayette post of 
New York, and here were annunctated 
firmly and convincingly the declarations 
that the north and south are strongly 
and inseparably welded into one na- 
tion, with the past strife forgotten 
forever. 

At the Faneuil hall dinner Captain 
Gay, ex-Confederate officer of Atlanta, 
Was the principal speaker. Ile said in 
part: 

“I do not feel that I am asked to re- 
joice with you in the triumph of your 
arms in the Civil war and the defeat 


; of the cause for which every true Con- 
federate soldier was ready to sacrifice 


his life, but we do rejoice with you 
that the principles for which the south 
contended in the Union and out of it 
survived the terrible shock of war and 
apparent defeat, and today we may 
hold these principles in| common as 
essential to perpetuity of our form of 
government where the rights of all are 
guaranteed and the weakness of one 
becomes the strength of allin an ‘in- 
dissoluble union of indestructable 
states,’ 

“Accepting in good faith the terms 
of surrender, the men of the south re- 
turned to their devastated homes, and 
dispite the gloom o. waste, and want, 
and poverty, they girded their loins for 
the conflict of progress and peace, and 
here we are, that you may rejoice with 
us that our countrymen of the south 
have met, and are meeting, the issues 
of the living present in a manner 
worthy of their record in war.” 

Continuing, Captain Gay called at- 
tention to the great material progress in 
the south and referred also to the fact 
that the sons of the south were not 
laggards in the Spanish war. In clos- 
ing he prayed that the day be not far 
distant when it will not be necessary to 
display blood-stained and tattered ban- 
ners as evidence of greatness and 
glory. 


In the striking pageant of the day 
marched survivors of three wars, the 
Mexican war, the Civil war, repre- 
sented by the Union ex-prisoners, and 
the Spanish war, as commemorated 
by the League of Spanish War Vet- 
eraus. ‘The parade, composed of about 
6000 men, was reviewed by Mayor Col- 
lins at City hall and Governor Bates, 
Senator Lodge and Former Secretary of 
the Navy Long at the state house. At 
the Faneuil hall dinner Governor 
Bates gave the welcome of the com- 
monwealth, and several Confederate 
officers declared for the spirit of unity 
between the north and south. 

Another meeting of the evening was 
the campfire at Tremont temple held 
by the Union ex-prisoners of war, with 
prominent speakers, while the recep- 
tion of the Women's Relief Corps at the 
Hotel Vendome to the G. A. R. was a 
notable function. 


The campfire of the National Asso- 
ciation of Union ex-Prisoners of War 
was held in Tremont temple last night 
in connection with the 32nd national 
encampment of the association. The 
auditorium of the temple was beauti- 
fully decorated with bunting and 
laurel. Music by organ and band pre- 
ceded the opening o.1 the campfire. 
Patriotic airs and old war melodies 
were played, the veterans joining in the 


|refrain in one mighty chorus. 


Colonel Walker ot Pittsburg, national 
commander of the association, opened 
the evening’s exercises in a brief ad- 
dress. He announced that Governor 
Pennypacker and General Stewart of 
Pennsylvania and Governor Bliss of 
Michigan, who had intended addressing 
the campfire, were unable to be present. 

Captain Read, U.S. N., the presiding 
officer of the evening, recounted some 
of his experiences during an eight 
months’ confinement in a Confederate 
prison pen, and he declared that the 
men who died miserably in military 


|prisons were as heroic and did as 


glorious a work for their country as 


igid those who charged the enemy in 


battle. Lieutenant Governor Guild 
also made an address. 

Judge W. H. H. Emmons, chairman 
of the Boston police commission, re- 
ceived an ovation when he was intro- 
duced. The applause was so enthu- 
siastic and prolonged that he was un- 
able to proceed for several minutes. 
Judge Emmons’ remarks were de-

GUARD OVERPOWERED 


Mob Found That Rifies Were 
Unloaded and Speedily Got 
Prisoners, Following Which a 
Terrible Scene Was Enacted

Statesboro, Ga., Aug. 
clothing saturated with 
writhing in agony and screaming 
Heaven for the merey that the mob 
would not show, Paul Reed and Will 
Cato, negroes, two of the principals in 
the murder and burning of Henry 
Hodges and wife and three of their chil- 
dren six miles from Statesboro, three 
weeks ago, were burned at the stake 
yesterday afternoon. 

A determined mob charged on the 
courthouse, overpowered the military 
guard, secured Cato and Reed, who had 
been found guilty after a legal trial 
and sentenced to be hanged, took them 
twe miles from Statesboro and there 
burned them alzve. 


Prominent men, among them Rey. 
Mr. Hodges, brother of the murdered 


men, addressed the crowd at the court- 
house and begged them to disperse. 
Sheriff Kendrick was among. these. 
He cautioned the crowd against vio- 
lence and pleaded with them to leave 
and allow the law to take its course, but 
without avall. 

Presently some men crowded 
around the guards outside the court- 
house and soon had caught two of 
them, wrested their rifles from them 
and thrown open the breech blocks. 
The weapons were empty. That was 
what the crowd wanted to ascertain. 
The troops had been given orders not 
to load their rifles. The captured sol- 
diers were held prisoners. The same 
policy was followed with others of the 
soldiers. Man after man was relieved 
of hi rifle after a struggle. 

The small guard about the prisoners 
inside withdrew into the room and 
closed the door. The mob crashed 
against it and the prisoners were at 
their mercy, all resistance havng been 
beaten down. Cato, Reed, Handy 
Bell and the other prisoners charged 
with the Hodges murders cowered be- 
fore the crowd. They dragged Cato 
and Reed out, but released Bell into the 
hands of the few soldiers left there as 
soon as they learned that he was not 
Reed, for whom they had mistaken 
him. 

Reed was taken aown one stairway 
with a rope about his neck and Cato 
down the other, both pleading for their 
lives. The doomed men were dragged, 
the crowd shouting and cheering, 
along the roadway leading to the 
Hodges homestead, where the five mem- 
bers of the family had been murdered 
and burned. ‘That was their destina- 
tion. 

The heat was so intense that the 
crowd wearied when two miles of the 
six-mile route had been traversed 
and the crowd halted. The two negroes 
were made to seat themselves on a 
log. ‘They were told they had buta 
short time to live and that they should 
confess. 

Reed was the first to speak. He 
confessed, implicating other negroes. 
He denied, however, that he had taken 
an active part inthe murder. Cato an- 
swered incoherently. 

Cato begged to be shot or hanged, 
saying that he had had no part in the 
crime. A member of the mob made a 
speech recounting the horrors of the 
crime. This inflamed the crowd to the 
burning pitch. Toa stump 12 feet high 
the men were chained with their backs 
to the stump. Then a wagonload of 
pine wood was piled around the men 
and 10 gallons of kerosene was thrown 
over them. 

A photographer was present and 
the crowd was cleared back that he 
might get several views of the men 
bound to the stake and ready for the 
burning. 

Then followed an awful scene. 
Frenzied cheers rent the air as men, 
almost crazed with hatred of the vic- 
tims, saw the flames envelop them. 
Just as the match was applied to the 
pyre one of those in front asked Reed 
if he wanted to tell the truth before 
he died. 

“Yes sir. I killed Mr. 
Hodges,” he replied. 

“Who killed the children?’ 
asked. 

“Handy Bell,” came the response, as 
the flames leaped upwards and further 
questioning was impossible in the wild 
tumult. As the flames touched Reed’s 
naked, oil-soaked skin he twisted his 
head around in an endeavor to choke 
himself and avoid the fearful torture. 
Only once did he complain. He said: 
“Lord, have mercy.” 

Cato screamed in agony and begged 
te be shot. For only about three min- 
utes was he visible to the crowd before 
the great pile of faggots made a wall of 
flame which hid him from view. He 
Was the first to become unconscious 
and was perhaps the first to die. As 
his head swung to and fro some of the 
more excited members of the party 
commenced throwing light wood knots 
at it. As soon as it was seen that the 
men were dead the crowd commenced 
dispersing. A large number remained 
behind, however, piling on more fuel 
until both bodies were consumed ex- 
cept the trunks. Others employed 
themselves in beating out the fire, 
which commencefl spreading along the 
dry streaks of pine needles.

friendships, fighting their battles over 
again, and in enjoying the many attrac- 
tions offered for their entertainment. 
In the afternoon thousands of them 
journeyed to the navy yard at Charies- 
town to witness the launching of the 
training ship cumberland. Others 
spent the day in visiting Faneuil Hall,

Bunker Hill, the Old South and Old 
North churches, the burial ground on 
Copp’s Hill, the Old Granary burying 


ground, and other spots rich in historic 
associations. 

A water carnival on the Charles river 
at Waltham was the chief attraction of 
the evening, and the electric and steam 
railway lines between between this 
city and Waltham were taxed to the 
limit to accommodate the great throngs 
of sightseers. 

Between 1300 and 1400 delegates 
were present when the annual conven- 
tion of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public was called to order in Symphony 
hall. The feature of the proceedings 
was the reading of a letter from Prest- 
dent Roosevelt expressing regrets at 
his inability to attend the encamp- 
ment. In his letter the president re- 
ferred to the acquisitions of the Phil- 
ippines and declared that “it is only un- 
der the American flag that the people 
of the islands can preserve the public 
order, the individual freedom and na- 
tional wellbeing. The work which has 
thus been done will not be undone, for 
the nation remains true to the memory 
of your own great deeds.” 

John C. Black delivered the annual 
address of the commander-in-chief and 
the reports of the adjutant general 
and quartermaster general were cir- 
culated. The business transacted was 
principally of a routine nature. 

In his annual address, Commander- 
in Chief Black took occasion to refer 
to the question of immigration. He de- 
clared that the Grand Army of the Re- 
public owed it to those who flocked to 
the shores of America to let them know 
how high should be the character and 
how ample the preparation of those 
who seek the privilege of blood-bought 
franchises, and how complete should 
be the responsibility of those In pub- 
lic places to the American  require- 
ments for citizenship and officialism. 

On the subject of pensions the com- 
mander urged that further attempts 
be made to crystallize into statute law 
the provisions of the executive order, 
promulgated by the commissioner of 
pensions in March of this year, which 
calls for the pensioning of veterans who 
have passed the age of 62 years, shall 
be considered disabled one-half in 
ability to perform manual labor and 
shall be entitled to a pension ranging 
from $6 to $12 a month. 


Veterans of the Union and Confeder- 
ate armies assembled at the Revere 
house at the reunion of the 88th 
Massachusetts regiment. The special 
guests were the ex-Confederate offi- 
cers who have been guests of the 
Kingsley post during the week. They 
were General Eshleman, General 
Behan and Colonel Blakeley of New 
Orleans, General Castleman of Louis- 
ville, Captain Timberlake of Louis- 
ville, Judge Gallowway and Colonel 
Finley of Memphis, Captain Gay of At- 
lanta, Major Buford of Nashville and 
Gyrus B. Watson of North Carolina, 

There was an hour or mere devoted 
to the exchange of greetings, after 
which the company, 250 in all, marched 
to the banquet hall. It wasin the after- 
dinner speeches that the new bond of 
brotherhood was made apparent. The 
visitors from the south were heartily 
cheered during their speeches, and 
they in turn applauded at some refer- 
ence to their part in the conflict, as 
voiced by a member of the northern 
army. The names of Grant and Lee 
were referred to with equal tenderness, 
and cheers at the mentions of these 
leaders were of equal volume. 

At the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Women’s Relief Corps Mrs. 
Fanny E. Minot of Manchester, N. H., 
was elected national president on the 
first ballot.

WITHOUT A PARALLEL. 


Birthday Anniversary of the Late Charles Francis Adams Recalls 
Labors of the Noted Family. 


the 18th, is the 
anniversary of the birth of Charles 
Francis Adams, wiro was born in Bos- 
ton Aug. 18, 1807, but made his resi- 
dence in Quincy. He died on Novy. 21, 
1886, after an eventful life. The Globe 
in a recent issue c-mmented on his life 
as follows: 

Nowhere in American history do we 
find a parallel to the political careers 
of the Adamses of Massachusetts. 
John Adams was the second President 
of the United States, and had been 
minister to England; John Quincy 
Adams, his son, was the sixth Presi- 
dent of the United States, and had 
been minister to England; and Charles 
Fraucis Adams, son of John Quincy, 
though he never reached the presidency, 
was a candidate for that office, and 
held later the high and difficult post of 
minister to England. 

It bas been pointed out that the series 
of double coincidences in the Adams 
family between missions to England and 
treaties with thet power is curious. 
First John Adams i¢a minister, just 
after his share in the treaty that con- 
cluded the revolutionary war; then his 
son John Quincy, just after the treaty 
that concluded the war of 1812; and 
then his grandson, Charles Francis, is 
minister during the civil war and after- 
ward takes part in the treaty that dis- 
posed of the Alabama question. 

Of the three Adamses, each of whom 
acted as minister to England, perhaps 
it is not unfair to say that the last 
rendered the greatest service to his 
country. For John Adams, the first 
minister to England, was presented at 
the court of George III after American 
independence had been won, and John

Quincey Adams went there when the 
treaty of peace between the United 
States and Great Britain, after the war 
of 1812 had been completed ; but Charles 
Francis Adams represented this coun- 
try in England during all the perilous 
uncertainty of the civil war, and to the 
vigor of his personality, the strength 
of his character and the candor of his 
relations with the British government 
may be ascribed in a great measure 
whatever degree of success our diplo- 
macy abroad enjoyed in that crisis. 
Charles Francis Adams had all the 
characteristics and talents of his father 
and grandfather. Like them, he was 
intensely patriotic, and like them he 
pursued his-ends with dogged determi- 
nation and little or no attempt at con- 


cealment, while his demeanor was 
often haugbty and defiant. 
His career in England from 1861 to 


1863 must be cited among the foremost 
triumphs of American diplomacy. 
Nothing escaped his vigilance, and he 
abated no jot of heart or hope iu his 
c nstant defense of his country’s inter- 
ests. He had to contend with the 
veiled sympathy of Lord Russell with 
the confederate cause, and to spend 
most of his time in protest against 
British violations of the laws of neutral- 
ity, but he could not fail in securing 
the respect of those with whom he 
dealt, and through him respect for the 
nation he represented. 

He had traveled with his father wheu 
John Quincy Adams was minister to 
Russia and to England and at an Eng- 
lish boarding school where he was ed- 
ucated, he first practised the duty of 
defending his country. He entered pol- 
itics on bis return, and when he was 41 
was nominated for vice president on 
the ticket with Martin Van Buren by 
the free soilers, who founded the re- 
publican party. Before his appoint- 
ment as minister to England, he had 
served in congress as a republican.

Diabolical Work. 


Someone, evidently anxious to cause 
an accident, removed the iron grating, 
of the catch basin in the middle of 
Hancock street, opposite Woodbine 
street, early this morning, leaving the 
basin open for some horse to walk 
into.

Floggings of Such Frequent Oc-

Dispose of Certain Negroes

Statesboro, Ga., Aug. 18.—We shall 
have trouble with the negroes here just 
as long as they can’t belive,” was the 
remark of a leading citizen of States- 
boro, as he commented on the terrible 
scenes of Tuesday. That he was not 
mistaken was shown by the develop- 
ments of yesterday. One negro found 
dead by the roadside five miles east 
of the town, his body pierced by two 
Winchester bullets; two negroes, one of 
the “old-time darkies” and his son, 17 
years old, shot in their cabin by un- 
known marauders; half a dozen cases 
of flogging, which are of nightly occur- 
rence, too frequent to excite more than 
passing notice—such was the history 
of the day. 

The scene of excitement has shifted 
from this city to the rich agricultural 
region surrounding it. At Riggs Mill, 
six miles from here, several well-to-do 
white planters metyesterday afternoon 


and deliberately planned how to rid 
their neighborhood of obnoxious ne- 


groes. Individual negroes were 
marked for lashings and last night part 
of the program was carried out. Two 
victims, a black man and a_ black 
woman, were marked at Register, 10 
miles from here. ‘Their offenses are al- 
leged disrespectful protests against the 
white supremacy here. ‘ 

This is the condition in this section. 
It is not a race war, for violence comes 
all from one side. It is a determined 
effort on the part of a large class of 
citizens to rid the community of a 
class of blacks that is said to have 
made life unsafe here. Men of prop- 
erty and family make no secret of their 
intentions or of their approval of such 
plans. If the lash will not quell the 
undesirable population or cause them 
to leave, sterner measures will fol- 
low, say the leaders, and will continue 
until the section is purged. 

These facts were made clear to a 
newspaper man in a drive of more than 
20 miles through the country and they 
were as plainly stated to him in this 
city. 

A calmer review of Tuesday's hap- 
penings than was possible that night 
among the citizens of Statesboro brings 
some expression of regret at the vio- 
lence, while many say it was “all 
right.” ‘The general opinion is that a 
determined stand by the officers in 
command of the handful of troops 
would have prevented the burning of 
the two negroes.

tion papers issued by Connecticut 
courts had been brought to light. Hun- 
dreds of citizens of Hayti are said to be 
involved in the alleged frauds.

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FRAUD ORDER ISSUED 


North American Trust Barred 
From Mail Services 

Boston, Aug. 18.—Notice was 
ceived at the Boston postoffice that a 
permanent fraud order has been issued 
by the postoffice department gainst 
the North American Trust which, until 
the arrest of its officials in Boston, was 


re- 


operating here and in several other 
cities of Massachusetts, Maine, New 
Hampshire and Rhode Island. The 
fraud order is issued against all the 


offices of the trust, so that it cannot be 
reached by mail at any of its former 
addresses. 

The trust made every effort to pre- 
vent the issuance of this order. Act- 
ing under its privilege it sent an at- 
torney from Boston to Washington to 
defend its business, but he failed to 
convince the postmaster general that 
the business was of su¢h a character 
as to entitle it to the use of the 
United States mail service. The stop 
order which was issued prior to the ar- 
rest of Barry, Webster and Record, 
temporarily stopping the dellvery of 
any mail to the company, was therefore 
made permanent. This breaks up the 
business of the concern completely. 


Sanft Held For Grand Jury 

Boston, Aug. 18.—Conceding that 
the government has evidence enough 
to hold him, Dr. Frank Sanft, the al- 
leged counterfeiter, waived examina- 
tion when arraigned before Commis- 
sioner Fiske, and ue was held for the 
grand jury. Bail was fixed at the same 
amount, $10,000, under which he has 
been held since his first arralgnment. 
No bondsmen have come forward to 
give securities for his release and he 
went back to jail. Sanft is charged 
with counterfeiting and passing $2 
notes. More than 5000 such bills were 
found by the police in his home, to- 
gether with paraphernalia supposed to 
have been used in the manufacture of 
these bills. 


An Alleged Straw Bondsman 
Malden, Mass., Aug. 18.—John E. 
Staples was arrested at his oftice here, 
on a charge of perjury, by a Boston 
police inspector. The complaint al- 
leges that Staples appeared before a 
bail commissioner and gave bail for 


Edward Bradley, a pickpocket. He 
claimed then to be the owner of a house 
and land worth $2700. assessed for 
$2200. Bradley subsequently  de- 


faulted and the ensuing inquiries did 
not substantiate the statements on 
which the ball bond was granted. 
Staples’ bail was placed at $5000, 
which was not secured. Staples was an 
alderman and has for years been ac- 
tive in the politics of the city.

Asylum Barn Destroyed by Fire 

Taunton, Mass., Aug. 18.—A large 
brick barn adjoining the Taunton in- 
Sane asylum was destroyed by fire early 
this morning. The loss may reach 
$15,000. Although attendants suc- 
ceeded in saving many cattle in the 
barn, five horses, eight cows and four 
oxen were burned to death. The cause 
of the fire is unknown.

A CURIOUS PHENOMENON. ° 


The Singular Notses at Nakous, on 
the Red Sea. . 

A singular phenomenon occurs on the 
borders of the Red sea at a place called 
Nakous, where intermittent under- 
ground sounds have been heard for an 
unknown number of centuries. It is 
situated at about half a mile distant 
from the shore, whence a long reach of 
sand ascends rapidly to a height of 300 
feet. This reach is about 80 feet wide 
and resembles an amphitheater, being 
walled by low rocks. The sounds com- 
ing up from the ground at this place 
recur at intervals of about an hour. 
They at first resemble a low murmur, 
but ere long there is heard a loud 
knocking somewhat like the strokes of 
a bell and which at the end of about 
five minutes becomes so strong as to 
agitate the sand. 

The explanation of this curious phe- 
nomenon given by the Arabs is that 
there is a convent under the ground 
here, and that these sounds are those 
of the bell which the monks ring for 
prayers. So they call it Nakous, which 
means a bell. The Arabs affirm that 
the noise so frightens their camels 
when they hear it as to render them 
furious. Philosophers attribute the 
sound to suppressed volcanic action— 
probably to the bubbling of gas or 
vapors underground.—Neweastle (Eng- 
land) Chronicle. 


THE BARN DOOR SKATE.

PRAISES THE PLATFOPM 


Says Gold Standard Is Estab- 
lished and Has Kind Words 
For Head of Ticket--Sees Tri- 
umph Under Reunited Party 


White Sulphur Springs, W. Va., 
Aug. 18.—Henry G. Davis was yester- 
day afternoon formally notified of, and 
formally accepted, his nomination by 
the Democratic party for vice 
dent of the United States. 
monies took place in the open air in 
the grounds of Greenbrier White 
Sulphur Springs hotel, and were 
marked by simplicity in every detail. 

Mr. Davis wus escorted to the plat- 
form by Representative Willlams of 
Mississippi, who delivered the notifica- 
tion address. It took Mr. Davis 10 
minutes to read his formal acceptance, 
but he prefaced this with a heart-to- 
heart talk of like duration to the sev- 
eral thousand friends and neighbors 
who were gathered under the trees as 
his audience. 

Mr. Williams pleased his hearers by 
laying down to Mr. Davis in the rules 
of conduct to govern his official career, 
each rule based on some characteristic. 
He made a brilllant satirical address 
showing the progress of the nation, 
with incidental sharp, but delicate, 
attacks upon the Republican party.

Mr. Davis did not follow his manu- 
script closely, though he held it in his 
hand. He did not miss a, paragraph, 


but expressed the substance of some 
more briefly and in some cases in full. 
He mentioned the name of Parker and 
the response was instantaneous. 

Mr. Davis said that the platform was 
formed and unanimously passed by the 
eonvention “and I am here today to 
stand upon it and in November go to 
victory.” 

Mr. Davis, in the course of his speech, 
said: “I heartily endorse the platform 
upon which I have been nominated, and 
with the convention and its nominee 
for president, regard the present 
monetary stindard of value as_ irre- 
vocably established. 

“Four years ago factories, mills, 
mines and furnaces were fn active op- 
eration, unable to supply the demand, 
but now many are closed, and those 
that are open are being operated with 
reduced force on short hours. Then 
wages were high, labor was scarce and 
there was work for all. Now work ts 
searce, many Wige-earners  unem- 
ployed and wages reduced. The appre- 
hension which now prevails in business 
circles and the present unsatisfactory 
industrial conditions of the country 
seem to demand a polltical change. 

“In the language of our platform, 
‘the rights of labor are certainly no less 
vested, no less sacred and no less {n- 
alienable than the rights of capital.’ 
The time is opportune to emphasize 
the truth of this utterance. The most 
sacred right of property is the right 
to possess and own one's self and the 
labor of one’s own hands—capital it- 
self being but stored-up labor. For 
years I worked in the ranks as a wage 
earner, and I know what it is to earn 
my living by the sweat of my brow. 

“The receipts of the government for 
the year ending June 30, 1902, the first 
fiscal year of the present administra- 
tion, showed a surplus over expendi- 
tures of $91,000,000, but for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1904, instead of a 


surplus there was a deficit of $41,000,-" 


000. From the Ist of July, 1904, to Aug. 
10, or for about a month and a third 
of the present fiscal year, the ex- 
penditures of the government have ex- 
ceeded the receipts by $21,715,000. 
There could be no stronger evidence of 
the extravagance into which the Re- 
publican party has fallen, and no more 
potent argument in behalf of a change 
to the party whose tenets have always 
embraced prudence and economy in ad- 
ministering the people's affairs.” 

Of the head of the ticket Mr. Davis 
had this to say: ‘“He1s a man of cour- 
age, yet prudent; of high ideals, yet 
without pretence; of the most whole- 
some respect for the constitution and 
the majesty of the laws under it, and a 
sacred regard for their limitations; of 
the keenest sense of justice, which 
would rebel against compounding a 
wrong to any individual or to a nation; 
positive in conviction, yet of few 
words; strong in mental and moral at- 
tributes, and yet withal modest and re- 
served; possessed of a sturdy constitu- 
tion and magnificent manhood, and yet 
temperate in bis actions and dignified 
in his demeanor. 

“With a candidate whose personality 
pppeals to the good sense and sound 
judgment of the American people, a 
platform whose principles are for the 
greatest good to the greatest number, 
and a reunited party earnest for the 
restoration of good and economical 
government, we should succeed and the 
principles of Democracy again tri- 
umph. I beg my countrymen, as they 
yalue they liberty, to guard with great 
care the sacred right of local self-gov- 
ernment, and to watch with a jealous 
tye the tendency of the times to cen- 
tralize power in the hands of the few.”

RUSSIANS HEMMED IN 


Port Arthur Must Soon Surren- 
der or Be Taken by Japs 

Chefoo, Aug. 18.—According to news 
received here, the Japanese line has 
been drawn still closer around be- 
leaguered Port Arthur. ‘The right 
wing has penetrateu to the vicinity of 
Pigeon Bry, while the centre has moved 
forward from Paling Ching, which is 
south of Shushiyen and two miles north 
of the town. Chinese are authority for 
the above outline of the new Japanese 
positions. 

Passengers on board the steamer De- 
cima, which anchored off Port Artbur 
‘Tuesday, witnessed the bombardment 
from Pigeon Bay. The Japanese shells 
were visible during their whole course. 
They circled comet-like to the town and 
their explosions were marked by great 
splashes of fire which shot up into the 
sky. The bombardment from this and 
other points began at midnight and 
lasted until morning. The Russians 
did not reply to the Japanese tire. 


Russians Refuse to Surrender 

Toklo, Aug. 18.—It Is reported that 
the Port Arthur garrison has refused to 
surrender and is disinclined to send 
out non-combatants. 


Faith In American Power 

London, Aug. 18.—The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of The Morning Post says: 
It is reported that a Japanese squad- 
ron is coming here in consequence of 
the failure as yet to comply with the 
Japanese demand fhat the Russian 
cruiser Askold and the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Grozovoi be disarmed or quit 
the port. 

Commenting on the foregoing, The 
Morning Post says it thinks the Japan- 
ese are not in a, mood to stand much 
nonsense and points out that there are 
now 18 foreign men-of-war at Shang- 
hai, eight of which are American. “If 
it comes to a scrimmage,” says The 
Post, “it will be the duty of these men- 
of-war to keep the peace and force the 
taotai to do his duty. A gentle hint 
from the American admiral! will doubt- 
less have a quieting effect.” 


Chinese Admiral Feels Humiliated 

London, Aug. 18.—The correspondent 
of The Standard at Tien Tsin says that 
Admiral Sah has tendered his resigna- 
tion and cffered himself for punish- 
ment on account of his inability to 
prevent the Japanese capturing the 
Russian torpedo boat destroyer Rye- 
shitelni. 


Safe at Viadivostok 
Viadivostok, Aug. 18.—The cruisers 
Rossia and Gromoboi of the Viadivo- 
stok squadron have returned here. 


Four Killed In Trolley Smashup 

Chicago, Aug. 18.—Four people were 
killed, another fatally hurt and 23 se- 
verely injured in a collision here be- 
tween an express train and a train of 
three trolley cars bound for the Haw- 
thorne race track. Motorman Ryan 
remained at his post to the last and 
was fatally hurt, bis skull being frac- 
tured. To people who came to aid him 
while he lay on the ground he said that 
the brakes would not work. Imme- 
diately after saying this Ryan became 
unconscious. 


Firemen Showed Great Courage 

New York, Aug. 18.—Twenty-two 
firemen were overcome by smoke last 
night in a fire in the engraving and 
printing establishment of W. H. Cook- 
faire. Ambulance physicians attended 
them as they were carried out of the 
burning building and only two had to 
be taken to a hospital. As soon as a 
man was revived sufficiently he re- 
turned to work and several were car- 
ried out unconscious a second time. 
The fire loss is $5000. 


Odell Charges Fraud 
New York, Aug. 18.—Governor Odell, 
in his suit for the recovery of money 
lost in the United States Shipbuilding 
company, charges in his complaint that 
of the $6,000,000 in cash that was sup- 
posed to go to the owners of the con- 
stituent plants when they sold out to 
the combination $2,346,000 was wrong- 
fully and fraudulently obtained by the 

defendants as their secret profit. 


Kidnapping Headed Off 

Pittsburg, Aug. 18—An unknown 
Itallan who, it Is alleged, attempted to 
kidnap Helen White, 5 years old, nar- 
rowly escaped lynching in Allegheny 
and was only saved from serious injury 
by the arrival of the police. The Ital- 
fan first gave the little girl peanuts 
and candy and was starting away with 
her in his arms when he was dis- 
covered. 


Appeal From Meat Strikers 

Chicago, Aug. 18.—Every union 
workmen and woman in the country is 
to be asked to contribute to the sup- 
port of the packing house strikers, 
President Donnelly of the butcher 
workmen says that an appeal has been 
sent to all the labor unions in the 
United States asking them to help pro- 
vide funds. 


Raliroad Shops Reduce Wages 

Paterson, N. J., Aug. 18.—Printed no- 
tices announcing a reduction of 10 
percent in wages have been posted in 
the shops of the Rogers Locomotive 
works. Twelve hundred men are af- 
fected. 


A Congo Free State Rebellion 

Brussels, Aug. 18.—It is reported 
here that a rebellion has broken out 
in the Mongalla river district of the 
Congo Free State anu that troops have 
been sent there.

Case of Alleged Extortion 

New York, Aug. 18.—The most sensa- 
tlonal incident in the great building 
trades lockout and strike, which has 
thrown nearly 25,000 workmen into 
idleness, came when Philip Weinsimer, 
president and organizer of the Build- 
ing Trades Alliance, was placed under 
arrest on a charge of extortion.

Paraguayan Revolution Spreading 

Buenos Ayres, Aug. 18.—Refugees 
from Asuncion, the capital of Paraguay, 
declare that all business has been sus- 
pended, the streets are deserted and 
only the patriots are visible. The revo- 
lution is spreading and it is belleved 
that the government will not offer se- 
rious resistance to any attack on the 
‘capital. 


Jail Officlais Overpowered 

Lockport, N. Y., Aug. 18.—Anthony 
Brunner, James Finley and Joseph 
Quin threw red pepper into Deputy 
Sheriff Gardner's eyes in the jail here 
and then beat him into insensibility. 
They took his gun and keys and then 
overpowered Deputy Hamlin in the 
front office and escaped.

But this is only one of many inter- 
esting things that the new laboratory 
is doing. It bas a little machine for 
slicing mosquitoes preparatory to their 
examination under the microscope. Au 
ordinary Vera Cruz mosquito, which is 
the kind now under scrutiny, is cut 
into about twentyfive these 
slices are arranged on glass slides for 
examination under a powerful micro- 
scope as a part of the search after the 
germ that causes yellow fever. An ex- 
amination is now in progress of the 
little organism that causes the “sleep- 
ing sickness” of the west coast of Afri- 
ea. This, so far as known, affects as 
yet only the natives, but it is suflicient- 
ly serious to invite the attention of for- 
eign scientists. 

The manufacturers of diphtheria an- 
titoxic have had to get their standard 
serum from Germany. This laboratory 
fis now preparing to supply the serum in 
nw form suitable for distribution among 
manufacturers and research workers. 
‘Everybody in the United States will 
eventually get a serum the standard of 
which will be in the United States; 
whenever the manufacturers put out a 
vial of the article practitioners can 
know its strength in exact units. In 
the development of these standards 
many guinea pigs are utilized; they are 
injected with the diphtheritic toxic 
and then with the antitoxic until the 
exact strength of one necessary to neu- 
tralize the other has been ascertained. 

In fact, the basement of the new lab- 
oratory looks almost like a zoological! 
park, with its cages of mice, rabbits 
and guinea pigs under observation.

THE NAME BLACKGUARD. 


It Was Originally AppHed to Link 
Boys and Servants. 

The earliest record of the term 
blackguard is in the churchwarden’s 
account of St. Mary-at-Hill, London, 
where, under date 1532, Is, “Item, re- 
ceived for iiij Torches of the Black 
Guard iifjd.’ This and the following 
old lines seem to show that the name 
was then applied to linkboys: 

Her Cupid ts a blackguard boy 
That rubs his Ink full in your face. 

The name was also given to menial 
servants in the king’s kitchen. In the 
“Calendar of State Papers” is the fol- 
lowing entry: “Aug. 17, 1535, Sir Wil- 
liam Fitzwilliam to Mr. Secretary 
Cromwell—Refusal of the workmen to 
work for less than sixpence a day. Two 
of the ringleaders had been for some 
of the time blackguards of the king's 
kitchen.” These “blackguards” were 
responsible for all cooking utensils and 
coals.

in black and were called the black- 
guards of England. 


ease. Scales for weighing the animals 
are at hand, ‘They are all treated hu- 
manely, so that the antivivisectioniste 
have no fault to find. No operation is 
ever performed on an animal unless it 
is under an anaesthetic. They are all 
well fed, but, like Dr. Wiley’s poison 
Squad at the department of agriculture, 
find their food dosed with the drug un- 
der examination in its different degrees 
of strength in order to test various pos- 
sible effects. This is an important servy- 
ice the animals perform as well as in 
the production of antitoxic. To raise 
its own specimens the laboratory main 
tains an extensive establishment. It is 
estimated that it will take 6,000 guinea 
pigs a year, besides many rabbits and 
mice, for the legitimate operations otf 
the laboratory. 

The zoological division has been in- 
vestigating the hook worm, besides 
doing much general work. All the 
drugs used in the public health and 
marine hospital service, which has 
60,000 patients a year, are examined 
in the pharmacological division. This 
branch of the laboratory is also on the 
lookout for new alkaloidal principles 
in drugs and is constantly studying 
the effects of new drugs upon animals. 
This is chiefly research work. Of late 
some of the most important experi- 
ments have been made with quinine 
compounds, and although the results 
are not quite ready for presentation, 
the prospect is that some important 
discoveries may be announced. The 
aim was to secure a compound which 
would kill the micro organisms that 
quinine is so effective in attacking, but 
one which would be without the ordl- 
nary disagreeable effects of that drug. 
Experiments have gone far enough to 
show a quinine derivative, which is a 
great deal more effective on these 
inicro organisms, but not so injurious 
to warm blooded animals. The tests 
have not yet been applied to human 
beings, but the poisonous qualities of 
the compound have been pretty well 
ascertained. It takes twice as much 
of the new quinine to kill a mouse as 
of ordinary quinine, while the micro 
organism, which is known to cause 
malaria, is more effective. 

Another interesting series of experi- 
ments has had to do with the action 
of alcohol in the treatment of snake 
bites and certa‘n forms of fever.

American Goods For Japan and 
Russia Worth $10,500,000. 


CONTRABAND LIABLE TO SEIZURE 


—_—_——_—— 


Food Supplies, Medicines, Rifles and 
Other Articles Shipped by Amer- 
ican Firms Are on the Way to the 
Belligerents In the Far East—Great- 


er Part For Japan. 


America at this moment has upoo 
the high seas, consigned to Japan, $7, 
000,000 in goods which, in part or io 
whole, are liable to seizure as contra: 
band of war. Consigned to Russia, 
merchants of the United States have 
at sea goods of like nature and ol 
about half the value of those en routé 
for Japan, says the New York Herald. 

Although it is supposed that a con: 
siderable business is done in munitions 
of war, the experience of the trade 
bas been so ample that the lesson of 
secrecy bas been well learned. Not- 
withstanding it is known that the 
armies of several nations have been 
equipped with American arms, the ex- 
port records of this country do not 
show that any arms ever left our ports. 

The Russian government has been in- 
formed that 100 packages of sewing 
machines shipped by the steamship 
Empress of India from Vancouver on 
July 25 are in fact rifles from a Con- 
necticut arms factory. A shipment of 
this size, however, is regarded only as 
a sample lot, but it hus taken a tor- 
tuous and what would uppear to be an 
expensive route. Being brought to 
New Haven it was sent in a schooner 
to Hartford, whence it was rebilled 
and sent by rail to Buffalo. It was 
then reshipped to Duluth by water, re- 
billed there to Fargo, rebilled again to 
Dominion City, Manitoba, where it 
reached the Canadian Pacific railroad. 
It finally was delivered in a wareLouse 
in Vancouver, ‘There it was rebilled 
and the packages remarked and put on 
board ship for its actual destination. 

The trade on the Pacific is chiefly 
with Japan and concerns articles, the 
use of which for war purposes scarce- 
ly can be denied. It includes grain, 
flour, mules, chemicals, machinery, 
railway supplies, leather, electric appli- 
ances, and, in small quantities, fire- 
arms. The locks and magazines of the 
rifles went in one ship, the stocks and 
barrels in another, and each was billed 
as machinery. But they were con- 
signed to the same house in Yokohama. 

A medical supply house in New 
Brunswick is busy night and day fill- 
ing orders for silk and catgut ligatures, 
which are packed under a distinctive 
label. Another medical supply house 
of Philadelphia, whose preparations 
are chiefly compressed in tablets, has 
supplied great quantities of its goods. 
They were sent largely to England for 
reshipment. 

Another firm of manufacturing chem- 
ists of Philadelphia whose preparations 
are standard the world over has fur- 
nished enormous quantities of sulphate 
of quinine. One shipment of this ar- 
ticle is 1,000 pounds gross. Among the 
important items appearing in these in- 
voices are 374 packages of surgical in- 
struments worth about $200 a set, 
shipped on the Mesaba July 23. Also 
300 cases of antiseptic bandages and 
100 packages of antiseptic sponges, via 
Tilbury docks, the departure port of 
the Peninsular and Oriental ships from 
London. 

The greatest stores of this class of 
goods going to the east issues, how- 
ever, from-a Detroit drug house, which 
has branches in Australia and agencies 
in all the east. All the visible supply of 
camphor in this country has been taken 
up for shipment to the east, and much 
of it is on its way. 

In New York city a Broad street 
house is intrusted with the confidential 
business of the Russian government, 
and it extends its supervision oyer this 
country and Canada, and through its 
many agencies keeps trace of every 
foreign shipment that looks suspicious.

Later General Blackmar made the 
following appointments: Adjutant gen- 
eral, John E. Gilman. Boston; quarter- 
master general and custodian of the rec- 
ords, J. H. Holcomb, Pennsylvania; as- 
sistant adjutant general, E. B. Stillings, 
Massachusetts. 

Another notable event was Denver's 
success in securing the national en- 
campment of 1905. 

The convention was adjourned sine 
die shortly after 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. Resolutions were passed 
declaring that any modification of the 
voting franchise should be along the 
lines of “intelligence and fitness, and 
not along lines of race and color,” and 
disapproving of the admission.of Sons 
of Veterans to secret G A. R. meetings. 

Mrs. Mary T. Hager of Chicago was 
elected national president of the La- 
dies of the G. A. R. All the other 
branch organizations were in session. 

Last night the Womens’ Relief Corps 
held a campfire in Mechanics Building. 

For the delegates to the national en- 
campment yesterday afternoon was de- 
voted to an automobile excursion to 
Lexington and Concord. The parade of 
motor cars was by far the largest ever 
seen in this section of the country, sev- 
eral hundred owners of power vehicles 
haying tendered the use of their ma- 
chines to the committee for the enjoy- 
ment of the accredited delegates of the 
Grand Army. So great was the num- 
ber of cars in Ine that the excursion 
had to be divided, one section going 
to Lexington over the historic route 
followed by Paul Revere and returning 
by the way the british marched to Con- 
cord and back again, and the other re- 
versing the route. 

For the thousands of veterans who 
are here informally, and for whom no 
provision could be made on the automo- 
bile excursion, there was excellant op- 
portunity for individual sight-seeing. 
This was improved to the utmost, as 
the frequent presence of knots of vet- 
erans in the down-town section wit- 
nessed. Regimental reunions and din- 
ners, at which the comrades of 40 years 
ago renewed old friendships and ex- 
changed reminiscences of war times, 
were also a feature of the day. 

Last night's electrical pageant, given 
in honor of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, was among the most interesting 
of the week’s entertainments. It moved 
through the streets in the upper part 
of the city and as the streets through 
which the floats passeu were among the 
widest in Boston there was ample op- 
portunity for thousands to witness the 
display. 

The parade symbolized the progress 
of the nation. Events in the history 

of the country from its birth up to the 

resent time were illustrated by the il- 
uminated floats. Each float brought 
into prominence the particular epoch 
it was designed to portray. The key- 
note of the pageant was patriotism. In 
all there were 16 tableaux cars. Each 
one of these was beautifully decorated 
with a number of elgctric lighte. What 


appealed to tne veterans the most was 
the float typifying “The Reunion in 
1865.” The idea portrayed no North, 
no South, but one united country. On 
the float were figures representing Lin- 
coln, Grant and Lee, standing hand in 
hand above a majestic rational shield 
flanked on both sides by 
eagles.

CAPT. BLANCHARD, 


A Civil War Veteran Who 
is 81 Today. 


Raised a Company in 
Two Days. 


A Manufacturer of Shoes for 
Many Years.

Captain Ira Blanchard, 
pioneer shoe manufacturers 
England, is 81 years old today, and is 
celebrating the event in an informal 
manner at his home on Baxter street. 


Capt. Blanchard was born in Abing- 
ton, Aug. 19, 1823. He is a son of 
Daniel and Ruth Hunt Blanchard, and 
is one of afamily of eleven. He re- 
ceived his education in the public 
schools of Abington, after which he 
learned the shoe trade, at which he 


worked for two years, when upon the 
death of his father he removed to East 
Abington, now the town of Rockland, 
with his brother Daniel. They worked 
at the shoe trade there until 1847, 
Ira went into business for himself. 

In 1850 he formed a partnership with 
his brother Leonard, This partnership 
continued until the war broke out in 
IS61.

Col. W. B. White and the 
late Maj. E. P. Reed raised a military 
company in two days’ time. Gov. 
Andrew appointed him captain of the 
company, which was later known as G 
company of the 12th regiment. 

The following Sunday Capt. Blanchard 
visited Boston and heard Fletcher Web- 
ster offer to raise a regiment for the 
state. The next day Capt. Blanchard 
offered him hiscompany. The offer 
was accepted and inside of a week the 
regiment was raised and was known as 
the 12th regiment. 

A few days later the regiment was 
sent to Fort Warren, where it remained 
a year. It was then sént.to Maryland 
and became a part of the Army of the 
Potomac. Captain Blanchard received 
an honorable discharge July 24, 1862 

He returned to Rockland and contin- 
ued the manufacture shoes until 
1865, when he received the contract for 
the labor of the shoe department of the 
house of correction at South Boston. 
The following year he also received the 
contract for the labor of the shoe depart- 
ment of the State Prison at Charles-

town, during the time Gideon Hayes 
and Samuel B. Chamberlain were the 
wardens. 


His contracts there extended overa 
period of ten years, after which he went 
to Boston, and continued the business 
of manufacturing shoes until 1891, when 
he retired from business.

He was married Oct. 51, 1544, to 
Elizabeth S. Pratt of Abington, what 
is now Rockland. Mrs. Blanchard 
died in 1597. 

Capt. Blanchard was one of the 
charter members of the Co. G, 12th 


Regiment association, and bas been its 
vice president ever since its organiza- 
tion. Maj. E. P. Reed was president 
of the association, and upon his death 
the association voted never to fill the 
vacancy, that Capt. Blanchard is 
virtually the head of the association, 
At every reunion of the company there 
is a vacant chair at the head of the

CHINA DRAGGED IN HOPE FOR RECOVERY 


Japan’s Seizure of Ryeshitelni 


Raises Neutrality Question 
| 


WILL HOLD DESTROYER 


| Powers May Condone Action In 
Cheefoo Harbor In Preference 
to Overhauling Russia’s Pe 
culiar Relations With Pekin 


London, Aug. 19.—Japan’s official 


notice to Britain that the 
destroyer Ryeshitelni will not be sur- 
rendered is likely to bring up very 
sharply the relations of beth bel- 
ligerents to China. Japan’s expression 
of satisfaction with the action of Ger- 
many in regard to the Czareyitch seems 
to show that her quarrel is not with 
the strict rule of international law, but 
with a neutral, China, who is either un- 
willing or unable to enforce its neu- 
trality against MRussia. 

Japan's contention raises questions 
of fact with regard to Russia's be- 
havior in China. Whether the Japan- 
ese statements correctly represent the 
facts is still to be discovered. If the 
powers enter on a discussion of the 
matter, they must consider what will 
be thelr course if Japan’s charges 
against Russia are supported. In 
that event Japan would have a clear 
right to enforce reparation by China. 
Would that be a smaller peril to Chi- 
nese “entity and integrity” than the 
Chefoo seizure, and which would the 
powers prefer to permit? It becomes 
tolerably evident that the question in- 
volves badly tangled issues of fact and 
policy. 

Reports from Paris and Washington 
}point to something like a let-alone 
course that will condone Japan's action 
as perhaps less perilous to the general 
peace, in spite of its irregularity, than 
too particular an overhauling of Rus- 
| sia’s peculiar relations with the Pekin 
government. 

Beyond representing to China the im- 
portance of preserving the neutrality 
of her territory Great Britain has taken 
no action in regard to the Russian 
cruiser Askold and the torpedo boat 
| destroyer Grozoyol, now at Shanghai. 
|The question of the disposition of 
these ships is looked upon as peculiar- 
jly a matter which concerns Japan, 

Russia and C hina. 


LOST 20,000 MEN 


Japan’s Sacrifice For Gaining 
Positions at Port Arthur 
Chefoo, Aug. 19.—A battle of huge 
proportions raged around Port Arthur 
Aug. 14 and 15 and was resumed Aug. 
17. The Japanese, it is reported, 
sacrificed 20,000 more men, but gained

important advantages in the matter 
of position. ‘The above news was 
brought here by junks, one of which 


left Port Arthur last night and was 
blown rapidly to Chefoo by a gale. 

On the night of the 15th the battle 
lulled somewhat, when the Japanese 
sent the terms of surrender to Lieu- 
tenant General Stoessel. The terms 
provided that the garrison should 
march out with the honors of war and 
join General Kuropatkin; that all 
civillans be brought to a place desig- 
nated by the Japanese admiral; that the 
Russian warships in the harbor, num- 
bering seven, namely, the battleships 
Retvizan, Sevastopol, Pobieda, Pere- 
syiet, Pollaya, the armored cruiser 
Bayan and the protected cruiser Pal- 
lada, and 12 or more torpedo boat de- 


| stroyers and four gunboats be sur- 
rendered to the Japanese. 
Lieutenant General Stoessel is al- 


leged to have received the terms witha 
burst of wonderful profanity, his 
habitual taciturnity deserting him. 
He strode the floor until he became 
calmer and then remarked that if the 
| Japanese proposition was a joke it was 
in bad taste. 


Japs Will Seize Russian Boats 

Shanghai, Aug. 19.—M. Odagira, the 
Japanese consul general, has notified 
the taotai of Shanghai that a Japanese 
fleet is coming to seize the Russian 
cruiser Askold and the Russian torpedo 
boat destroyer Grozovoi. There is no 
uneasiness here, although the situation 
is thought to be acute. The foreign con- 
suls are determined to preserve the neu- 
trality of the port. 


Czarevitch Rendered Harmiess 

Tsincau, Aug. 19.—All the ammuni- 
tion of the Russian battleship Czare- 
vitch and three torpedo boat destroyers 
has been removed and stored in a Ger- 
man magazine. The work of dis- 
mantling the guns of the Russian ves- 
tels has been completed. The terms of 
parole imposed upon the Russians 
necessitates their remaining here until 
the end of the war. 


Rescued From the Rurik 
Tokio, Aug. 19.—The following is a 
revised list of the survivors of the 
Russian cruiser Rurik, which was sunk 
Aug. 14: 20 officers, four of whom 
were wounded; 67 non- commissioned 
officers, 16 of whom were wounded; 
25 sailors, 150 of whom were w ounded.

The Fall River Strike Fund 

Fall River, Mass., Aug. 19.—The 
committee of five to have full control 
of the strike fund organized last night. 
The force of men who have been col- 
lecting funds will be increased from 35 
to 50 members. ‘The funds collected 
from organized labor will be employed 
for the relief of strikers who belong to 
labor unions, while one-third of all 
funds collected from outside sources 
will also go to the union men and tbe 
remainder will be used for the rellef 
of strikers who are not affiliated with 
any labor union. 


Incendiarism Is Suspected 

Taunton, Mass., Aug. 19.—Firebugs 
have caused a reign of terror in this 
city because of several serious fires, all 
supposedly incendiary, of the week, 
with but an interval of aday. Events 
which have come to light point out that 
the fire at the state insane hospital 
was of incendiary origin. Information 
is in possession of the police that short- 
ly before the fire broke out two men 
were seen scaling a fence of the in- 
stitution. 


Father and Son Missing 

Westbrook, Conn., Aug. 19.—W. C. 
Stillman of Meriden and his son went 
to Pine Orchard on a train and started 
back in a rowboat for Westbrook. 
Captain Kelsey came across the over- 
turned boat of Stillman last evening. 
A coat which was identified as Still- 
man’s was found near the boat, but no 
trace of either Stillman or his son could 
be found.

New York, Aug. 19.—Thomas E. 
Watson of Georgia, the Peoples party 
sandidate for president, and Thomas H. 
Tibbles of Nebraska, the candidate for 
vice president, were formally notified 
of their nomination here last night at 
Cooper Union.

In pur- 
pose and in practice it is Hamiltonian. 
Every corporate interest on the con- 
tinent knows that it has a champion in 
the Republican party. - Every bene- 
ficiary of special privilege knows that 
he has a welcome in the Republican 
party. Every trust, levying its tribute 
upon the million homes of the people of 
this land, feels secure in the organized 
power of the Republican party. 

I have no words of abuse for Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. I believe him to be a 
brave, honest, conscientious man. I[ 
give him full credit for having a 
splendid courage of conviction, but in- 
asmuch as he stands for those gov- 
ernmental principles, which, in my 
judgment, are hurrying this republic 
into a sordid despotism of wealth, I 
will combat him and his principles as 
long as there is breath in my body. 

How is it with the Democratic party? 
Our political history has never seen a 
situation so ludicrous as that which 
the national Democracy now holds. I 
can understand how the citizen can 
work for the Republican party and yote 
its ticket with enthuslastic zeal. 

The Republican party has a creed, fs 
willing to fight for it, is willing to cling 
to it in defeat, and continue to struggle 


for it until victory comes again. But 
why any human being should, in the 
year 1904, vote the national Demo- 


cratic ticket is something that passes 
my comprehension. What principle of 
Democraey does it stand for? What 
does it propose to do for the people, 
different from what the Republicans 
are doing? To what point is it direct- 
ing its line of march, except to the 
Republican camp? Surrounded by the 


Wall = street magnates who had 
financed his campaign for two years, 


Judge Parker bided his time till the 
perils of the two-thirds rule were 
passed; and when it was too late for the 


conyention to retrace its steps—for 
even the Democratic bosses require 
more than 15 minutes to turn com- 


pletely around in—he cracks the Wall 
street whip over the heads of his lead- 
ers, and with prompt obedience the 
great Democratie legions were made to 
furl their flags and reverse their line 
of march. 

The mass of the Democratic party 
feel outraged at the way in which their 
leaders have sold them to Wall street. 
I do not believe that the 6,500,000 men 
who followed Bryan, with cheers on 
their lips and warm convictions in 
their hearts, can now be delivered like 
cattle to the Clevelandites who knifed 
the ticket or bolted it in 1896. I be- 
lieve that the great majority of the 
men who yoted for Bryan are men of 
conviction; I cannot but hope they will 
realize that I am fighting their battle 
now. 

The Peoples party says that the great 
American public should own its public 
roads. We say that as long as private 
corporations use for private gain those 
franchises which are of a public nature 
and which were granted to them for 
public purposes there can never be 
any escape from the tyranny of the 
corporation. Their power is too vast 
to be resisted. 

We are in favor of an income tax. 
Planting ourselves squarely upon the 
ground occupied by Thomas Jefferson, 
we say that the larger the income the 
larger should be the rate of taxation on 
that income, to the end that vast ac- 
cumulations should be discouraged, and 
that the wealth of the country should 
always be in a process of distribution. 

Upon the money question we have 
always stood for the quantitative 
theory; have always opposed national 
banks, and have said that the creation 
of money was a governmental! function 
which should never be surrendered; 
should never be delegated to any class 
of citizens, but should always be held 
by the government as one of the great 
attributes of sovereignty. 

For myself, I do not believe that the 
present tyranny of the corporation, the 
monopoly, and the autocracy of wealth 
can endure foreyer. Some day the 
American people will rise in their re- 
sistless majesty and drive the usurpers 
from the places they haveseized. Some 
day popular sovereignty will come 
again and put its foes to rout us it did 
in the time of Jefferson; as it did in 
the time of Jackson.

Selves Safe From Indictment 
Statesboro, Ga., Aug. 19.—Sheriff 

Kendrick denies the assertion of Cap- 
tain Hitch and other soldiers that 
deputy sheriffs aided in overpowering 
the troops and that Kendrick peinted 
out the prisoners to the mob an the oc- 
casion of the lynching here. The 
sheriff says that the man who seized 
the captain merely resembled one of the 
deputies. 

One well known business man, whe 
admits his leadership of the mob, and 
who admits he had a part in the burn- 
ing of the negroes, says that the plans 
to kill the two negroes at the end of the 
trial, regardless of what the verdict 
might be, were formulated the day be- 
fore the trial. Excepting that it was 
not previously determined that burn- 

ing should be the method, the plans, he 
declured, were carried out exactly as 
made. 

The same citizen said that no grand 
jury would indict and that no juror in 
that county would find guilty any men 
who had taken part in the lynching. 
Judge Daly, presiding at the trial of 
the negroes, said he could not gay 
what action, if any, will be taken to 
apprehend those who had a part in the 
work. 

Practical Training For Middies 
Washington, Aug. 19.—For the first 

time since the training school for the 
officers of the United States nuvy was 
established at Annapolis the entire class 
of midshipmen now on a practice cruise 
is to be brought to Washington aboard 


ship for instruction in the construc- 
tion of the big guns and mechanical 


mountings at the Washington navy 
yard and a thorough inspection of the 
naval proving grounds at Indian 
Harbor. 


Money Will Play Usual Part 
New York, Aug. 19.—Demands for 
money for use in all doubtful states 
have been a feature of this as well as 
all other political campaigns. Little 
has been done in the way of subserip- 


tions up to the present time, due 
largely to the fact that men who 


usually are expected to help make up 
campaign purses are either at their 
summer homes or in Europe. 


Fat Canadian Commissions 
Ottawa, Aug. 19.—The selection of 
the government commission that will 
have charge of the construction of the 


section of the new Canadian trans- 
continental line from Winnipeg to 
Moncton, N. B., has been. completed. 


Chairman Wade's salary will be $8000 
per annum; that of his four fellow 
commissioners $7000, and that of the 
ehief engineer $6000. 


Decision Against Nan Patterson 

New York, Aug. 19.—Judge New- 
burger denled the motion of counsel 
for “Nan” Patterson, asking for the 
discharge of the actress indicted for 
the murder of Caesar Young, on her 
own recognizance. As a result of this 
decision the prisoner wili be obliged to 
stay in the tombs until her case is 
called to trial, which will probably be 
in October. 


Not Creditable to Strikers 

Chicago, Aug. 19.—Because they 
wanted to study the strike situation, 
two Harvard students, Willlam Pastor, 
and Blaine Evans, ran into a crowd of 
strikers and were nearly killed. They 
were carrying small packages that 
looked Hke luncheon boxes and there- 
fore were mistaken for strike breakers. 


Preparing For Canal Work 

Washington, Aug. 19.—At the head- 
quarters of the Panama commission in 
this city large requisitions from the 
isthmus for dynamite and powder for 
blasting purposes are being filled. To 
meet the demand for printing required 
in connection with the enterprise, a 
full printing outfit has been authorized. 


Lioyds Losses by War 

London, Aug. 19.—The Times asserts 
that instead of $5,000,000 alleged to 
have been dropped in war losses by un- 
derwriters at Lloyds, the losses will not 
exceed $250,000, on which consider- 
able salvage {s anticipated from the 
Russian government, “if the British 
government does its duty.” 


Train Attacked by Strikers 

Zeigler, llls., Aug. 19.—Two wounded 
guards are in the hospital here, one 
shot in the neck, wrist and hand, and 
the other hit in the side, as a result of 
a battle with the striking miners. A 
special train carrying 26 miners and 
nine guards was attacked by the 
strikers. 


Denmark Loses a Torpedo Boat 

Copenhagen, Aug. 19.—While the 
Danish training squadron was en- 
gaged in maneuvering the torpedo boat 
Haversten was sunk in collision with 
the torpedo boat Storen. The crew of 
the Haversten “were rescued. The 
Storen was only slightly injured.

London, Aug. 19.—Prince Louis of 
Battenburg has left London for Marien- 
bad, where he will be personally 
chargea by King Edward with the mis- 
sion of representing Great Britain at 
the christening of the heir to the Rus- 
sian throne, on Aug. 23.

LOST IN THE WOODS. 


In Such a Case Fear Is One's Most 
Dangerous Enemy. 

Every woodman—yes, every Indian— 
gets lost at some time—that is, loses 
his bearings and has difficulty in get- 
ting to camp.

The worst thing a pefson lost in the 
woods can do is to get frightened.

It 
is fear that robs the wanderer of his 
judgment and of his limb power; it is 
fear that turns the passing experience 
into a final tragedy. Only keep cool, 
and all will be well.

He 
wishes to travel twice as fast as usual, 
and of course that merely wears him 
out and sends him farther astray. If he 
sits down calmly he will not only spare 
himself, but will help his friends to 
find him, and this he can do by shout- 
ing at intervals and, above all, by get-

ECLIPSE FORECASTS. 


The First One Was Made by Thales 
to the Egyptians. 

The eclipse of May 28, 585 B. C. 
(total in the east of Asia Minor), is 
the first that can be fixed with cer- 
tainty. The prediction of it by Thales 
to the Ionlans brought him lasting 
fame and excited among the Hellepes 
the love of science. Its occurrence dur- 
ing a great battle ended a five years’ 
war between the Medes and the Lyd- 
fans and led to a permanent peace. 

The Chinese boast of a series of 
eclipses recorded in their annals ex- 
tending over 8,858 years. But these are 
of very doubtful character. The Egyp- 
tians said they had accurately ob- 
served 373 eclipses of the sun and 832 
of the moon before the time of Alex- 
ander the Great, who died 323 B. C. 

An eclipse observed at Nineveh, June 
15, 763 B. C., is recorded on an As- 
syrian tablet now in the British mu- 
seum. A lunar eclipse, occurring at 
8:40 p. m, March 19, 721 B. C., was ob- 
served, according to Ptolemy, with 
much accuracy at Babylon. Each cen- 
tral eclipse visible in our time is one 
of an unbroken series, extending from 
the earliest historic times to the pres- 
ent and recurring at regular intervals. 


THE FIRST ENVELOPES. 


They Were Used In a Private Penny 
Post In Paris, 

The first mention of envelopes occurs 
in 1653, when M. de Valayer set up, 
under royal patronage, a private penny 
post in Paris, and boxes were placed 
at street corners for the reception of 
letters wrapped in post paid envelopes. 

The earliest uses of the word in Eng- 
lish were by Bishop Burnet in 1714 
and Dean Swift in 1726. That the 
“little bags called envelopes,” as Row- 
land Hill described them, were nothing 
but a revival and were In use as a 
covering for postal purposes long be- 
fore 1840, when his postal reform was 
established, is evident from the follow- 
ing: Under date July 21, 1627, Secretary 
Conway gives an account of his “open- 
ing a letter in the presence of the king, 
which contained a blank sheet.” Lamb 
mentions them in 1825, and in “Harry 
Lorrequer,” published by Charles Lever 
in 1837, we find, “The waiter entered 
with a small note in an envelope.” 

The early covers were probably rude 
enough, as machine made envelopes 
were unknown before 1840, and the 
“lick of the gum” did not make its ap- 
pearance till the succeeding year. 

The Armenians. 

The Armenians are one of the most 
ancient races in the world. Their coun- 
try is mentioned by Xenophon and Eze- 
kiel and in the cuneiform inscriptions 
of Babylon and Assyria. All the na- 
tions that surrounded them have pass- 
ed away, but they remain, though their 
country has been harried with fire and 
sword for centuries. The speaker as- 
cribed the permanence of the Arme- 
nian race to the virtue of their women 
and the exceptional purity and stabill- 
ty of their family lfe. Even in their 
heathen days polygamy was unknown 
to them. They have been a Christian 
nation for more than 1,500 years and 
have undergone perpetual persecution 
for their faith from the surrounding 
orienta! peoples. 


Route of the Bobolink. 

The amount of traveling done by 
some of our birds is astonishing. Dr. 
Cooke says that the common night 
hawk spends the summer in Alaska 
and the winter in Patagonia. The bobo- 
link, which is the reedbird of the mid- 
dle states and the ricebird of the south, 
winters on the waving pampas of 
southern Brazil. It covers 700 miles 
from Cuba to the South American coast 


in a single flight, following a track not | 


popular with other birds, which might 
be called the bobolink route.—Saturday 
Evening Post.

The Boston Journal says that 
Grand Army of the Republic, 
friends and those who came to the city 
to join inthe celebration during en- 
campment week spent nearly $2,000,000. 
the 
State, $50,000, and private parties nearly 
$200,000 more for the entertainment of 
the visitors, so that, although Boston 
bas given the veterans one of the grandest 
receptions in the history of G. A. R. 
reunions, it is the gainer by something 
over $1,500,000. It appears almost im- 
possible to appreciate the great amount 
of money that. changed hands during 
the past week. 

To the steam railroads alone over 
$1,500,000 was paid by the people 
coming to the city day after day to see 
the different features of the celebration; 
to the Boston Elevated railroad very 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars was 
paid by be taken about 
the city. On asingle day the trolley 
cars and the elevated carried 1,600,000 
passengers. 

The cost of living of the great army 
of strangers which invaded Boston was 
a quarter of a million dollars, and that, 
according to some of the restaurant 
keepers and hotel men, is a low esti- 
mate. Had it not been for the fact that 
a great number of the people who came 
to the city doubled up in their roomsat 
the hotels, and took most inexpensive 
rooms at that, the amount would have 
been doubled. 

Had every visitor who stayed in the 
city for six days put up at a_ boarding 
house or a hotel the amount would have 
been more thantripled. As it was, sev- 
eral thousand were quartered in Me- 
chanics’ Building and in the different 
armories about the city. For these the 
G. A. R. paid, but the expense was 
slight compared to the regular price of 
living.

The money spent in the city during 
the past week included the $50,000 


appropriation by the State, which was 
used in the decoration of the State 
buildings, the building of grand stands 
here and in Waltham and the entertain- 
ment of some of the visitors. Some of 
the money was turned over to the 
G. A. R, to belp out that organization 
in its expense account. 

The city appropriated $25,000 for the 


the decoration of the municipal build- 
ings, the erection of stands, and the

The stands erected about the city 
cost on an average $2000 apiece. They 
were made of the very best lumber pro- 
curable and were as safe as could be 
made, There were ten in the city, and 
the State’s and city’s money was used 
to a great extent in erecting them. At 
Waltham there were two stands erected 
by the Grand Army for the water carni- 
val, and this added $4,000 more to “the 
grand total. The private stands about 
the city, the money spenton visitors in 
private houses amounted easily to $50, -

Yet an Innocent Remark Was the 
Cause of His Death. 

The father of Gueau de Reverseaux 
had been a distinguished lawyer, and 
through his influence he held important 
offices under the government. When 
the revolution began he gave up his 
office at La Rochelle and retired to 
Chartres. 

From the time that the revolution 
began Gueau de Reverseaux deyoted 
his attention exclusively to preserving 
his own safety. He wrote no letters. 
He would receive no letters. He saw 
no visitors and paid no visits. He 
spoke to no person and allowed no one 
to come near him. It would have been 
impossible to be more prudent than he 
was. 

However, he wanted some sheds bullt 
on his farm near Chartres and ven- 
tured to consult a carpenter. The car- 
penter told him that he could not un- 
dertake the work immediately, as 
Gueau de Reverseaux wished, because 
most of his workmen were drafted to 
| join the army at once. 

Gueau de Reverseaux replied: “The 
workmen need not go. They can send 
substitutes.” 

This remark was heard by the work- 
men, but only the first phrase made 
any impression on them. They reported 
everywhere that M. Gueau de Rever- 
seaux, who must be good authority, 
had said that they need not go. The 
news went to headquarters that Gueau 
de Reverseaux declared that the draft- 
ed workmen need not obey the gov- 
ernment. This was considered to be 
conspiracy, and he was condemned to 
death and executed.

not seem to believe that the danger of 
the fall of the fortress is so imminent 
as is generally asserted. According 
to advices received by the war office, 
there is still an ample supply of ammu- 
nition and provisions there. While it 
is realized that the Japanese probably 
outnumber the defenders six or seven 
fold, the great strength of the fortitica- 
tions, it is believed, will do much to 
make up for the disparity in numbers 

Upon one point there {is absolute 
unanimity here—namely, that ifthe fort- 


lress falls the fleet will not fall into 


the hands of the Japanese. On this 
point the admiralty’s instructions are of 
the most imperative character, Vice 
Admiral Ouktomsky has been ordered, 
should the worst come, to sally forth 
for a death struggle, and there is no 
question here but that these instruc- 
tions will be carried out both in letter 
and spirit. But, if for any reason a 
final sortie proves to be impossible, 
the admiral is to destroy his snips and 


| to make certain that the wreckage shall 


be absolutely irreparable. 

In the meantime, the Baltic squadron, 
including the new battleship Orel, is 
standing off Cronstadt with steam up. 
It is popularly expected that the squad- 
ron will sail at any hour, and it is quite 
true that it is ready for almost imme- 
diate departure, but regarding the 
question of sailing there is a differ- 
ence of opinion among the naval au- 
thorities. 


Cause For Japanese Impatience 

Tokio, Aug. 20.—The Japanese are 
growing impatient at the delay in the 
decision of the status of the Russian 
cruiser Askold at Shanghai. The 
Askold has docked and is refitting and 
evidently intends to endeavor to rejoin 
the Russian fleet and resume its place 
in the naval campaign. This is de- 
clared to be an open violation of neu- 
trality, which the Chinese government 
evidently is powerless to prevent. 
Many Japanese openly urge the dis- 
patch of a squadron to Shanghai to 
seize and remove the Askold. 

The government is particularly de- 
sirous of respecting the neutrality of 
Shanghai, but it is unwilling to suffer 
the Askold to escape. It is possible 
that a Japanese squadron will go up to 
Shanghai and require that the Askold 
be disarmed, leaving her thereafter 
in the possession of the Chinese. 


Heavy Losses In Assaults 

London, Aug. 20.—Reports from Che- 
foo of the Japanese losses in the as- 
saults on Port Arthur are probably ex- 
aggerated, but must be true, when they 
suy that the slaughter of the attackers 
]) w been exceedingly heavy. Port 
Arthur's defenses and the temper of 
her garrison made that result inevi- 
table. Nanshan showed the prodigal 
bravery of the Japanese, and it has all 
along been plain that the capture of the 
southern fortress would be dearly 
bought. 

The Russian admiralty has received 
an official report that five battleships 
and two cruisers of Admiral Withoft’s 
squadron are at Port Arthur. This is 
the first definite news of the Port Ar- 
thur vessels, hitherto unreported since 
the battle of Aug. 10.

ALCOHOLIC CRIMINALS. 


The Dreamy Mental State That Leads 
to Murder or Suicide. 

In a paper on the criminal responst- 
bility of the alcoholic the medical offi- 
cer of Pentonville prison said that “no | 
one becomes: mad when drunk who is 
wholly sane when sober.” 

Referring to the dreamy mental state 
of morbid driinkenness, the doctor said 
that what ordinarily happened was 
that after many years of intoxication 
the individual acquired a peculiar sus- 
ceptibility to alcohol, so that relatively 
5mall doses led to more or less lengthy | 
dream states, in which the patient 
might seem to speak and act pretty 
coherently, though in reality he was in 
a sort of somnambulistic state and} 
knew nothing at all afterward of what! 
he had done or had only a hazy recol- | 
lection of it In one of these phases 
he will probably murder his family or 
attempt suicide. 

The admission of morbid drunken- 
ness as a condition excluding full re- 
sponsibility was especially desirable 
in that it would further the trend of 
public opinion to adopt preventive} 
measures against the criminal alco- | 
holic. When, therefore, the chronic 
alcoholic had once shown the disposi- | 
tion to dream states with impulsive} 
tendencies, especially homicidal or sui- 
cidal, he ought to be dealt with on the 
same footing as the impulsive epileptic 
—immune from ordinary punishment, 
but unfit for ordinary freedom.—Lon-| 
don Globe.

After a lecture explaining the show a 
gong is sounded and a procession passes 
around the opening, consisting of three 
engines with steam up, chemical en- 
hook-and-ladders, firemen on 
foot, etc. This over, several demon- 
strations of skill are given. William 
Willis, of Illinois, rans fifty feet and 
makes a coupling with three full turns 
in four and one-half seconds. The 
honestness of the lightning-act is fully 
demonstrated by Mr. Hale himself to 
the satisfaction of the audience, 

Another demonstration is this: The 
gong issounded with the horses in their 
stalls and the fireman in bed 250 feet 
away ; in twenty-five seconds they hitch 
up to a combination hose-and-ladder 
wagon, run 250 feet and, lay 150 feet of 
hose attached to a real hydrant and are 
pouring real water on a supposedly 
burning building. Again the gong 
sounds and in twenty-one seconds the 
wagon is on hand and the men with 
their scaling ladders are at the top of 
the six-story building. 

But the grandest demonstration of all 
is when the place is darkened and 
silence reigns; then inside the six-story 
building across the way appears real 
fire, and not until it gains good head- 
way is the gong sounded, the men in 
bed as before and the horses in their 
stalls. In a few seconds the horses 
come flying down the street witb their 
outfit, and at the same moment women 
and children begin appearing at the 
open windows of the burning building 
in their night clothes, screaming for 
help. The din is terrible, but the fire- 
men work as before, for this time it is 
business. The scalding ladders are 
again brought into requisition and soon 
the first man reaches the top window, 
anchors his life-line and drops it to the 
ground. Then be turns, seizes a 
screaming woman in one arm, grasps 
the line with the other, and drops to 
the ground in safety. Others do the 
same at different windows, returning 
up the ladders and down the life-line.

FIFTEEN MEN DEPORTED 


Three of Them Are Attorneys 
and All Had Shown Friendship 
Toward Federation of Miners 


--Destruction of Union Store 


Cripple Creek, Col., Aug. 22.—No 
secret is made here of the fuct that the 
deportation of Attorneys Eugene IEn- 
gley, Frank J. Hangs and J. C. Cole 
and 12 otier men from this district Sat- 
urday night was planned by members 
of the Mine Owners’ association and 
Citizens’ Alliance and was carried out 
under their direction. 

The El Paso, Vindicator, Findley 
and other large mines were closed down 
when the day shift stopped work and 
the miners of both day and night shifts 
were requested to assemble in Cripple 
Creek, as trouble was brewing. <A re- 
port had been in circulation that sey- 


eral hundred deported union men were. 


returning to the camp in a body and it 


had been determined to drive them 
away again should they come. ‘This 


report proved to be groundless. 

However, other work had been laid 
out for the 2000 or more miners who 
swarmed into town and, acting under 
orders given by leading citizens, they 
proceeded to “round up” the federation 
attorneys, employes of the  Inter- 
Mountain Mercantile company’s store 
and others who have openly expressed 
symnpathy with the Federation 
Miners and escorted them beyond the 
city limits. 


During the proceedings the sheriff of | 


Teller county and che mayor and city 
marshal of Cripple Creek were out of 
town. Under Sheriff Parsons and 
Deputy Underwood attempted to con- 
trol the mob, but were easily 
powered. Many of the deputies who 
have been regularly employed in the 
district since the riots early in June, it 
is alleged, were active as leaders of 
the mob. 

City Marshal Crowder arrived from 
Victor while the looting of the Inter- 
Mountain Mercantile company’s store 
Was in progress and essayed in yain to 
stop the destruction of property. The 
store is completely wrecked and the en- 
tire stock of groceries, valued at sev- 


over- 


eral thousand dollars, destroyed or 
stolen. 
Sheriff Bell arrived from Denver 


after the mob had finished its work and 
took measures for the protection of the 
prisoners in jail. He said that he had 
no intention of asking the governor to 
send troops to the district. He had 
advised President Moyer and Secre- 
tary Haywood of the Western Ted- 
eration of Miners, he said, not to carry 
out their announced purpose of sending 
the deported miners back to this camp, 
as he would be powerless to protect 
them.

Must Have Had Good Reason 

London, Aug. 22.—The intervention 
of the American squadron at Shanghai 
in the Japanese operations against 
the Russian cruiser Askold created con- 
siderable surprise in official and diplo- 
matic circles here. The Jupanese lega- 
tion was at first inclined to believe 
that the report that the United States 


torpedo = boat destroyer Chauncey 
steamed into a position between the 
Japanese torpedo boat and the Rus- 
sian cruiser was a “Shanghai fake,” as 
it had understood that the American 
government would not object to offen- 
sive action against Russian warships 
{n case of their failure to observe the 


Chinese neutrality. 

An official of the legation said: “If 
the report is not untrue, the American 
commander must have had good reason 
for his action, such as the protection 
of American interests which would 
have been endangered by flying shells. 

“Japan has been very reluctant to 
send ships into the koa, he for she 
recognized the international character 
of Shanghai and that the laws of neu- 
trality demanded that China should or- 
der the Askold and the Grozovoi to dis- 
mantle or leave the port, and that she 
having given the order and the Rus- 
sian ships having refused, it was then 
incumbent on Japan to act, thereby 
protecting Chinese neutrality and at 
the same time exerting her rights asa 
belligerent. F 

“It would never have done to per- 
mit Russian ships to remain in a Chi- 
nese port, deliberately and avowedly 
violating tae neutrality of the country. 
Whatever reason actuated the Amer- 
ican commander, if he really did as is 
reported, it is certain that no compli- 
cations will follow.” 

It is believed at the Japanese lega- 
tion that if the American commander 
intervened to preserve Chinese neu- 
trality the American government will 
take measures to enforce it. 


The foreign office has asserted from 
the time of the arrival of the Askold 
and Grozovol at Shanghai that it was 
not the business of Great Britain to in- 
terfere, but it was China’s duty to ob- 
serve strict neutrality and it has gone 
so far as to urge her to adopt this 
policy. In the opinion of British of- 
ficials, if the Russian ships fail to dis- 
mantle they must take the conse- 
quences. At the same time interna- 
tional interests cannot be permitted to 
suffer as the result of misdirected fire 
in case of a battle; and it is said that 
the British consul general will 
ably be instructed to support the Amer- 


fean consul general in urgent repre- 
sentations to the taotai that he shall 


take measures to compel respect for 


China’s neutrality.

A Wireless Electric Typewriter. 


Wonders will and from 
the marvellous discoveries of this age 
of the world we may indeed wonder 
what wi!l be the next invention which 
will beat all former records. The latest 
invention in the typewriter line is that 
which is termed the wireless electric 
typewriter operated by a new kind of 
electric wave, discovered by the Danish 
electrician Paulsen, who is credited 
with having brought out this wireless 
typewriter, which the New York 
Tribune discusses as not an incredible 
feat, although not likely to prove ex- 
ceptionally useful.

He made a vigorous pro- 
test against the presence of tue Rus- 
sian cruiser Askold and the torpedo boat 
destroyer Grozovoi in Shanghai har- 
bor, and declared that China had failed 
in her duties as a neutral power. He 
asserted that the Japanese had the 
right to take the independent step of 
entering the harbor and seizing the two 
vessels. The attitude of Odagiri was 
warlike and uncompromising. 

M. Kleinmenoff protested against the 
entering of the barbor by a Japanese 
torpedo boat destroyer and insisted up- 
on the right of the two Russian war- 
ships in question toe remain and repair 
damages. 

A suggestion to refer the entire mat- 
ter to Pekin was adopted. Inthe mean- 
time the work on the Askola is to 
ceuse for 48 bours, and no further 
steps are to be taken by the cousuls, 
who wili await instructions from their 
respective governments, It was unani- 
mously decided by the consuls that 
China cannot shirk her responsibility 
as a neutral state by handing this 
matter over to the consuls for adjust- 
ment. 


Disappointment at St Petersburg 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 23.—The news 
that the navy department at Washing- 
ton absolutely denied that the United 
States warships at Shanghai had re- 
celyed instructions to assist in the pro- 
tection of the neutrality of China or to 
in any way interfere with the Japanese 
warships, put something of a damper 
on the feeling of satisfaction with 
which the earlier reports had been re- 
ceived. 

Nevertheless, the question relating 
te the cruiser AskoJd and the torpedo 
boat destroyer Grozovoil is expected to 
be adjusted soon as China and 
Japan come to an agreement, and the 
ships will be disarmed, the admiralty 
having decided that it would be sui- 
cidal to send them out against the su- 
perior force of the Japanese lying in 
walt.

The company compared notes 
with the Old Colony, and it was 
that further investigation into the in 
tricacies of operation was necessary. 
Nor was this leakage confined to the 
two’ companies which comprise the so- 
called Massachusetts electrics compa- 
nies, which cover practically the east- 
ern part of the state, the companies op- 
erating in 88 cities and towns. 

The district attorneys of the Middle- 
sex and the Norfolk-Plymouth districts 
were appealed to and, believing the 
matter to be one which seriously affect- 
ed the public interests, heartily co- 
operated in the work.

Cedartown, Ga., Aug. 23.—Jim 
Glover, a negro, was shot to death last 
night near the home of a white girl he 
had assaulted and his body dragged a 
distance of about a mile into this city 
and burned at the stake on the public 
square. A mob estimated at 500 com- 
posed the shooting and burning party. 

The crime for which the negro was 
punished was that of committing crim- 
inal assault upon Levia Reeves, the 15- 
year-old daughter of a farmer. After 
the girl protected the negro from the 
attack of a large dog owned by her 
father, he followed her to the pasture, 
where she was taking a cow, caught 
her, choked her into insensibility and 
left her bleeding and unconscious in a 
cornfield. This occurred early yester- 
day morning. 

sloodhounds were on the negro’s 
track all day and he was captured some 
distafice away late in the afternoon and 
carried to the home of the girl, who 
identified him as her assailant. 

In the meantime a crowd of fully 500 
had gathered and summary

justice was meted out to the negro as | 


soon as it was learned that the young 
girl had identified him. The negro con- 
guilt. Immediately the 
crowd took him away from the posse 
which had captured him and his body 
was riddled with bullets. 

The crowd continued to gather and 
when the march back to the town with 
the dead body began fully 1000 persons 
had joined the procession. By the time 
the crowd reached Cedartown several 
hundred more had been added to the 
crowd. About 2000 persons witnessed 
the burning as best they could in the 
bright moonlight on the most con- 
spicuous place on Main street.

DEDICATION OF SEA WALL | 


Two Granite Monuments Un- 


veiled In Commemoration of 


the Event--Up-to-Date Port 


and Railroad Center 
Galveston, Aug. 23.—The completion 
of the Galveston sea wall, the greatest 
structure of its kind in the world, was 
celebrated by running excursions from 
different parts of the stute to Galves- 


ton. Governor Lanham made an eulo- 


gistic address, commenting on the re- 
mnarkable work which has been accom- 
plished here, Galveston being now in 
u position to seek advantage from the 
unique position of the city as an up-to- 
date American port and the railroad 
centre nearest the new 
and the natural outlet for 
merce of nearly one half 
States. 

The sea wall was completed the i 
of July. Two granite 
erected at the foot of Tremont street to 
commemorate the completion of the 
wall were unveiled yesterday. The 
Wall is 17,508 feet long, 16 feet wide at 
the base, 5 feet wide at the top, and 
stands 17 feet mean low 
with a granite rip-rap apron extend- 
ing 27 feet out on the guif side. The 
contract price @ the wall was $1,19s,- 
118. ‘The actual! construction of the 
wall proper consumed one year, four 
months and 17 days. 

The grade of the city to 
raised to slope gradually frou the 
of the sea wall. This will 
a raising of the grade from one to 15 
feet, according to location. lor 
purpose the state has donated all state 
taxes collected in Galveston county for 
a period of 18 years. sjonds to the 
amount of $1,500,000 are to be 
for this purpose. 

A contract has been let for the grade 
raising work. Under the terms of the 
contract a canal is to be dug on the 
inside of the sea wall which will permit 
hopper dredges, loaded with sand taken 
from the channel in the bay, to come in 
and discharge the filling to the required 
depth. This work is now under way. 
The last session of congress provided 
for an extension of the Galveston 
county sea wall to protect Fort 
Crockett, for a distance of 4000 feet to 
the westward. ‘ihis will extend the 
wall to Fifty-tifth street, so that the 
city of Galveston on the gulf side wili 
be protected by sca wall the full extent 
of its corporate limits.

A Big Shrinkage. 

Comparative receipts of livestock 
during July at five western markets, as 
reported to the department of commerce 
and labor through its bureau of sta- 
tistics, show the extent to which this 
branch of domestic commerce has been 
affected by the packing house strikes. 
Comparing July of this year with July 
of last year, there has been a decrease 
of over 1,000,000 head of live stock, or 
from 2,620,046 head in 1903 to 1,554,451 
head in 1904 at the five markets of Chi- 
cago, Kansas City, Omaha, St. Louis 
and St. Joseph. 


Typhoid Fever—2I Cases. 


There are twenty-one cases of typhoid 
fever in Mattapan, each of which bas 
been traced by the Board of Health to 
the drinking of supposed spring water 
in Mattapan square. 

The first two cases were reported 
about two weeks ago. Inspectors were 
at once sent to Dorchester, discovered 
the source of infection and took strict 


measures to prevent its spread. In 
spite of their efforts nineteen more 
cases have broken out, but the 


authorities think that no more will de- 
velop, as the period of incubation, two 
weeks, has passed, 

It seems that the spring, from which 
mapy people drank, was in reality 

water pumped out from a trench sewer 
which Italian workmen were building 
on River street. Not only had work- 
men partaken of this water, but many 


others, Analysis of the water showed 
that it bad been contaminated with 
sewerage. 


Early Action In Tuberculosis. 

The whole secret of success in the 
treatment of tuberculosis is to 60 
increase the resistance of the patient 
as to bring about the arrest of the 
tuberculosis process and to prevent 
secondary infection. Early recogul- 
tion and proper management in the 
beginning of the disease are the chief 
elements of cure. If the family phys! 
cian encourages the hopeful patient to 
believe that “it is only a bad cold” 
and that it “will wear off,” or when 
warm weather comes he will be “all 
right,” he not only seals the patient's 
doom, but fails to take advantage of 
the opportunity presented today for 
the cure of consumption.—Suggestion.

Prompt Work of Police Prevents 
a Murder at 103 School Street. 


John H. Murray, aged 53, a black- 
smith employed at the Fore River Ship 
and Engine Co., became violently insane 
at his home at 103 School street this 
morning and but for the prompt work 
of the police would have murdered his 
wife.

As be drew near the house the cries 
for help became louder. ‘The officer 
looked into the window and the sight 
that met his gaze almost took 
breath away. 

Lying on the bed was a woman 
dressed in her night garments. Seated 
upon her was a man. One band was on 
the woman’s throat evidently trying to 
stifle her cries while in his right hand 
which was raised aloft as 
strike, was a bottle.

A violent struggle ensued but they 
finally got him to the police station. 
Here another struggle begun and it re- 


quired combined efforts of the officers 
to get the man into a padded cell. 

Mrs. Murray’s throat was black and 
blue and badly swollen and she was also 
somewhat bruised during her desperate 
struggle for life. 

This morning Murray was examined 
by Dr. Welch and Dr. Hallowell who 
pronounced him insane, and Judge 
Avery ordered him committed to Taun- 
ton, where he was later taken. 

The unfortunate man has showed 
traces of not being just right mentally 
Since the first of July.

Washington, Aug. 24.—Aware of the 
acuteness of the situation at Shanghai, 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling 
has cabled Rear Admiral] Sterling, com- 
mander-in-chief of the American 
Asiatic fleet now at Shanghai, direct- 
ing him to keep the department prompt- 
ly informed of every development in 
the situation, No word from Admiral 
Sterling has yet been received. 

Acting Secretary of State Adee has 
cabled Minister Conger at Pekin a re- 
quest that he report as soon as pos- 
sible the facts concerning the situation 
at Shanghai. A similar request also 
has been addressed to Consul General 
Goodnow at Shanghai and Consul Gen- 
eral Fowler at Chefoo. 

The situation at Shanghai, so far 
as known here, shows no advance to- 
ward settlement beyond a_ tolerably 
plain disposition on the part of all the 
powers te avold forcible action unless 
that can be made concurrent. The in- 
ternational law involved is tolerably 
simple. If the Russian warships are 
making repairs beyond restoring sea- 
worthiness, they are violating China's 
neutrality. It is not known that they 
are doing this, but Japan evidently 
fears such action. If they were to 
make such unlawful repairs, and then 
escape, China would be answerable to 
Japan. If Japan should seize the Rus- 
sian ships, China would be answerable 
o Russia. ‘The powers would have 
no right, under international law, to 
prevent reprisals by either Japan or 
Russia under the circumstances as- 
sumed. 

China, however, is in fear of both bel- 
ligerents, and hesitates whether to con- 
ciliate Japan or Russia. Physical 
damage to their interests at Shanghai 
can be made good by the powers, under 
international law, by reprisals through 
force or diplomacy against the offender 
or offenders. If, then, it is assumed 
that either China, Japan or Russia will 
violate the strict rule involved, the ques- 
tion of the powers is entirely a practi- 
cal one. Is the violation such as to 
endanger the degree of China’s integ- 
rity which the powers have agreed to 
respect? If it does endanger China, then 
the powers must consider how far they 
will go to prevent or punish it. 

A mere glance at the conflicting in- 
terests involved in the present status 
of China will show how exceedingly 
troublesome intervention might finally 
become. If Japan’s proposed course, 
when carried out, should end with a 
seizure of the Russian ships at Shang- 
hai, it is unlikely that the powers would 
do more than to counsel China to be 
firmer next time, and to express their 
regrets. It is so much to the advan- 
tage of each of the chief three actors, 
however, not to introduce new troubles 
into the Chinese question, that a peace- 
ful settlement of the matter is highly 
probable. It may be noted as a curi- 
ous, but not practically essential fact, 
that forcible intervention at Shanghai 
by the powers would itself be a techni- 
cal offense against China's neutrality. 


Taotai’s Order Unheeded 

Shanghai, Aug. 24.—The final time 
limit allowed by the taotai of Shanghal 
for the Russian crulser Askold and the 
torpedo boat destroyer Grozovoi to dis- 
arm has passed without compliance 
with his order. The taotai has re- 
quested Mr. Warren, the British con- 
sul general, to order that the repairs to 
the Askold be stopped. ‘The British 
consul general bas taken no action as 
yet. A Japanese fleet is outside the 
harbor awaiting developments. 

Certain prominent American firms 
made a request upon American Consul 
General Gooduow for the protection of 
cargoes and wharves near the Askold. 
This request was forwarded by Mr. 
Goodnow to Rear Admiral Sterling, 
who has the matter under considera- 
tion. No uneasiness is felt by the for- 
eign residents of Shanghai, but the 
Chinese are excited.

Tokio, Aug. 24.—Admiral Kataoka 
reports that as the Russian battleship 
Sevastopol was emerging from Port 
Arthur yesterday sae struck a mine,

LODGE’S PREDICTION 


Size of Republican Plurality the 


Question In New England 

Oyster Bay, N. Y¥., Aug. 24.—Senator 
Lodge left yesterday afternoon for Bos- 
ton. Before his departure he said: 
“Republicans throughout the country 
are presenting a solid front for the 
president. I do not tind anywhere a 
single Republican who is expecting to 
support and vote for Judge Parker. 
Some gold Democrats who voted for 
McKinley in 1806 and 1900 have re- 
turned to their party. They, of course, 
will support Jadge Parker. On the 
contrary, I know many Democrats who 
will support Mr. Roosevelt. He will get 
a large personal vote, for the president 
is the kind of a man who appeals 
strongly to every American. Among 
first voters and among young men gen- 
erally he will poll a tremendous vote. 
I feel entirely confident of the general 
result. 

“In New England, that part of the 
country in which I am best acquainted 
and with the political trend of which 1 
am most familiar, it is, in my judg: 
ment, only a question of the size of the 
Republican plurality. Perhaps we 
shall not have a duplication of the im- 
mense majority received by McKinley, 
but even that would not surprise me.” 


Murphy-McCarren Feud Ended 

Esopus, N. Y., Aug. 24.—Plans for the 
national campaign were laid before 
Judge Parker by DeLancey Nicoll, 
vice chairman of the Democratic na- 
tional committee, who called at Rose- 
mount by invitation. Judge Parker 
was enthusiastic over the campaign 
work. The report carried to Rose- 
mount by Nicoll indicated the close of 
the Murpbhy-McCarren feud in greater 
New York. He saiu that the appoint-

Smuggled Goods on Transport 

San Francisco, Aug. 24.—Extensive 
violations of the customs laws have 
been uneasthed here by British cus- 
tom inspectors who searched the 
United States naval transport Solace 
and made 41 selzures, amounting in 
value to several thousand dollars, in- 
cluding cigars, silks, embrolderies, 
decorated porcelain and Japanese 
curios. Among the persons to whom 
dutiable goods were addressed are a 
number of United States naval officers. 


Leander Killed on Bicycle Track 

Paris, Aug. 24.—George Leander, the 
American bicyclist, died here from in- 
juries sustained ina terrible fall as the 
result of running into a motor cycle 
which was pacing a race in which an 
attempt was being made to break the 
record for one hour. There were three 
cyclists in the race. At the time of the 
accident Leander was traveling at a 
pace of 57 miles an hour and was more 
than a lap abead when he was thrown 
over the handle bars of his machine 
and fell on his head. 


Destroyed by Fire at Sea 

Brunswick, Ga., Aug. 24.—Oaptain 
McKeen, two sons and crew of six of 
the schooner Adele Thackara arrived 
in this port on the schooner J. E. Jor- 
dan, from New York. The Thackara 
was burned at sea Sunday. The fire 
started in the hold of the vessel, which 
was loaded with tankage, and was 
caused by a spontaneous combustion, 
The vessel was a total loss. The crew 
escaped in the yawl boat and were 
picked up by the Jordan. 


Old Footlight Favorite Dead 

Philadelphia, Aug. 24.—Mrs. Rosina 
Watkins, a retired comedienne and a 
great favorite in the stock company 
days of a generation ago, died at the 
Edwin Forrest home here, aged 76.

At the time it was explained that it 
was as a matter of convenience, but 
it is stated now that security to the 
university for the money had to do witu 
the matter.

A spirit of uneasiness respecting 
Waggaman’'s financial condition is said 
to have prevailed in some circles for a 
few days and it was hinted by oneina 
position to know the circumstances 
that, apprehending the possibility of 
bankruptcy proceedings, it was de- 
cided by those representing the uni- 
versity to have the deed recorded. 
The friends of the university say they 
think that it will lose nothing if the 
deed of trust recorded can be sus- 
tained against the general creditors 
of Waggaman.

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SKULL FRACTURED 


Tardy Discovery In Case ofa 
Man Who Died From Assault 

Providence, Aug. 24.—Following the 
death of Captain Odell Clock, an 
autopsy on whose body disclosed a 
fractured skull, search is being made 
for Patrick H. Pendergast of this city, 
who was arraigned here about a week 
ago for assault upon Clock and whe 
was released upon payment of a $20 
fine. Cloek’s injuries were not be- 
lieved dangerous at that time. 

Captain Clock came to Providence 
from Boston on Aug. 9. He is be 
lieved to have left his ship in Boston 
and during the day fs said to have 
drank considerable Iquor.

She was released on $500 
bonds.

Brunswick, Me., Aug. 24.—Ananlas 
Barrett, 21 years old, of Somerville, 
Mass., employed by the Brunswick and 
Topsham water district, was formerly 
a sailor, and last night he joked with 
his cousin about climbing a pole that 
stood near the water works. Barrett 
climbed to the top of the pole when 
his arm came in contact witha feed 
wire of the electric railway and Bar- 
rett fell to the ground dead. 


More Escapes From Ethan Allen 

Burlington, Vt. Aug. 24.—Six  prt- 
vates who were serving short sentences 
for minor offenses at Fort Ethan Allen 
escaped from the temporary quarters 
that are being used while the guard- 
house is undergoing repairs, and have 
eluded capture. They cut a passage- 
way through the wooden partition of 
the building and escaped by crawling 
under the floor. 


Clear View For 130 Miles 

Summit, Mount Washington, N. H., 
Aug. 24.—Yesterday was the finest day 
of the season here, with the view in all 
directions unsurpassed. The Ad- 
jirondacks, 130 miles distant, were 
visible at sunset.

Immense Travel. 

Steamer Ivernia from Liverpool and 
Queenstown is expected to arrive at 
Boston today with 2,300 immigrants. 
One of the largest cargoes of human 
freight that was ever consigned to the 
port of Boston. 

At the very low steerage rate of $7.75 
from Philadelphia to Liverpool, which 
the American line is advertising, the 
steamship company must carry the 
passenger at a heavy loss. 

The passenger pays $7.75 to the agent 
of the line and the agent pockets $2 of 
this as commission, The United 
States government demands a head tax 
of $2 for every immigrant and the 
steamship line pays this out of the $5.50 
remaining. So for $3.50 the steamship 
line carries the steerage passenger a 
distance of 3000 miles, lodges him for 
nine days and furnishes him with twen- 
ty-seven meals.

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THE ENGLISH PRIMATE. 


Dr. Davidson, First Archbishop of 
Canterbury to Visit America. 

The visit to this country of the 
| archbishop of Canterbury, the Right 
Hon. and Most Rey. Dr. Randall 
Thomas Davidson, is an altogether un- 
precedented event. Never before has 
an occupant of the chair of Augustine 
and Thomas a Becket set foot in Amer- 
ica. The visit is of additional interest 
and significance because of Dr. David- 
son's personality and the motive of his 
visit. The trip which the English 
primate has undertaken is not simply 
a pleasure excursion, nor is {ts prin- 
cipal motive the acquiring of a better 
knowledge of America. The arch- 
bishop comes to this country primarily 
by way of courteous return of the visit 
of American bishops to the Lambeth 
conferences. But the visit is said tohave 
a deeper significance than this. He is 
ardently desirous of closer union of

Tait. This led to his marrying the 
archbishop’s daughter, Edith, a beau- 
tiful and cultured woman who is an 
ideal mistress of Lambeth palace and 
noted for her charities. Dr. Davidson 
won a reputation as a hardworking 
bishop during his incumbency of the 
see of Rochester.

PLANS OF PACKERS 


Want Federal Troops to Aid 
Them at South Omaha 


COMPLAIN ABOUT COURTS 


Claim That They Have Been 
Denied Justice byL ocal Judges 
and Will Take All Strike Cases 
to Federal Courts 


Omaha, Aug. 25.—T. J. Mahoney, 
one of the attorneys for South Omaha 
packing interests, states that efforts are 
being made on the part of his clients 
anu their associates to have federal 
troops stationed about Omaha and 
along the railroads leading to Omaha, 
over which the packers are runging, 
morning and evening, a chartered train 
for the accommodation of their pres- 
ent workmen, and to take all strike 
cases to the federal courts. 

The packers’ representatives claim 
this course has been determined for 
several reasons, On of which is that 
they cannot get justice in South Omaha. 


Washington, Aug. 25.—In the ab- 
sence of any official intimation that the 
ald of the federal government is to be 
evoked at Omaha in behalf of the pack- 
ing interests, the responsible officials 
of the administration in Washington 
prefer not to discuss what course might 
be followed if such a request comes, 
except that it would depend altogether 
on the showing that might be made. 

It is pointed out very clearly by 
them, however, that a request for fed- 
eral assistance of the character re- 
ferred to must come from the legisla- 
ture of the state or from the governor. 
In that event the matter would be 
promptly taken up for consideration, 

An exception to this might be per- 
mitted in the event that the marshal of 
a court was unable to enforce any or- 
der that might be obtained as a result 
of steps taken by the packing inter- 
ests, in which case that official could 
call on the department of justice for 
whatever assistance he might need to 
put the mandate of the court into ex- 
ecution. 


May Be Two Labor Parades 

New York, Aug. 25.—Philip Wein- 
seimer, who is under indictment on 
charges of extortion, has consented to 
lead the Labor day parade next month. 
Efforts are belag made, however, by 
opponents of Weinseimer to organize 
Separate parade, Last year’s parade 
was lef by Sam Parks, who bas since 
died in Sing Sing prison, where he was 
serving a sentence for a charge similar 
to that on which Weinseimer has been 
indicted. 


End of Hartford Strike 

Hartford, Aug. 25.—The sttike of the 
building trades in this city, which has 
been on for over two weeks, was set- 
tled late last night, but on what terms 
the master mésons and members of the 
bricklayers and plasterers’ unions re- 
fuse to state. The strike was the re- 
sult of the demand of a workman who 
put in a bill for time alleged to have 
been lost while waiting for his pay 
envelope. 


Aldermen as Peacemakers 

Chicago, Aug. 23.—The city authori- 
ties are to make a second effort to set- 
tle the stockyards strike. At a meet- 
ing of the city council last night a reso- 
lution was passed empowering Mayor 
Harrison to appoint a committee of 11 
aldermen who are to make it their busi- 
ness to bring about a settlement. The 
committee was appointed by the mayor. 


Maritime Interests Prostrated 

Marseilles, Aug. 25.—The strike of 
sailors and dock laborers here, which 
has continued intermittently for two 
years, has now become acute. About 
18,000 workers of all grades refuse to 
load, unload or operate ships. The 16 
companies carrying on the principal 
commerce of the Mediterranean form- 
ally decided that it was useless to con- 
tinue their service and have begun 
the withdrawal of all merchant ships. 


Unions With Big Bank Accounts 

Washington, Aug. 25.—The state de- 
partment has received a report on the 
trades unions in German from Consul 
General Guenther at Frankfort. The 
largest fuhd on hand is that of the 
Printers’ union, about $1,000,000. Next 
comes the Masons’ union with about 
$420,000. 


Man Killed In Labor Riot 
Havana, Aug. 25.—In a collision be- 
tween 300 wharf laborers and strikers 
one man was killed and three were 
wounded, 


At Least One Wreck 

St. Johns, Aug. 25.—Schooner Selina 
has been lost off Labrador. Four of the 
crew went down with the vessel. It is 
feared that there have been other dis- 
asters in those waters, as a Reavy gale 
has been sweeping the coast for the 
past week.

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ANIMALS MUTILATED 


Two Cities Offer Rewards For 
Capture of Vicious Slasher 
Pawtucket, R.I., Aug. 25.—Mayor 

Higgins and the board of aldermen of 

this city last night offered a reward of 

$300 for the capture of such informa- 


tion as will lead to the capture of the 
persons or persop who have been 
mutilating valuable Lorses and dogs in 
this city. Mayor Humes and the board 
of aldermen of Central Falls, R.1., a 
neighboring city, have offered a reward 
of $250 for a similar purpose. 

The entire community has been 
aroused over the fiendish acts of some 
unknown person or persons, and there 
is not a stable in elther city that is 
not now guarded day and night for the 
protection of the stock. Nine horses 
and two dogs have recently been found 
horribly slashed with a knife or some 
sharp instrument. A fast trotting 
horse belonging to Edward Moore was 
found with its hind legs hobbled and Its 
rear quarters fearfully mutilated. 
Two horses have died. 

The police have no clue and it is 
hoped the rewards offered may lead 
some one to give information. Max- 
millian Bordeau was arrested in Cen- 
tral Falls for mutilating a dog, which 
was found dead in his boarding place, 
and sentenced to 11 months’ imprison- 
ment. Since Bordeau has been in jail 
there has been no further cutting of 
dogs, but the fiendish work upon the 
horses has continued. 


Girl Fooled With Revolver 

New York, Aug. 25.—Pasquale 
Aquino, 16 years old, while walking 
on a street here, was shot and instantly 
killed by Sadie Montford, 15 years old. 
The girl had picked up a revolver and 
was standing before a window to ex- 
amine it when she accidentally pulled 
the trigger and the bullet struck 
Aquino, passing through his brain. 
The girl was arrested and fainted 
three times on the way to the police 
station, She was released on $1000 
bail. 


Dead at Age of 125 

Washington, Ga., Aug. 25.—Caesar 
Booker, believed to be 125 years old, 
died here last evening. Hecame to 
Georgia 90 years ago as a slave from 
Virginia. His memory of events of 
over a century ago was good and in- 
dubitably correct. Not a house of the 
present Washington was built when 
Booker was purchased by a Wilkes 
county farmer. Caesar leaves six 
children, the oldest of whom lives 
near Thomson, Ga., and is 96 years old. 


Barry Held For Grand Jury 

Boston, Aug. 25.—John Barry, man- 
ager of the defunct North American 
Trust, is held for the next term of the 
grand jury. His mother went security 
for him in the sum of $2000. Francis 
C. Webster, the cashier of the trust, 
was dismissed, at the request of As- 
sistant United States District Attorney 
Garland. Barry is heid on the charge 
of using the United States mails in the 
operation of a fraudulent scheme 
similar to a lottery. 


Pension Statistics 

Washington, Aug. 25.—The annual 
report of Pension Commissioner Ware, 
covering the fiscal year endéd June 30, 
1904, shows that during the year the 
costs of maintaining the pension sys- 
tem has been $14,712,787. The appro- 
priation for this purpose was $146,419,- 
296. During the year 47,374 persons 
were added to the pension rolls and 
49,157 persioners were dropped. The 
total number of pensioners on the rolls 
is 994,762. 


Crack Shots From New York 

Fort Riley, Kan., Aug. 25.—The first 
event of the national rifie competition, 
the national team match, closed with 
the New York National Guard team 
having the highest score for the three 
days’ shooting. The navy team was in 
second place, army infantry third, army 
cavalry fourth and marine corps fifth. 
The District of Columbia National 
Guard team was sixth. 


Lawton Drops Out 

Atlanta, Aug. 25.—Colonel Lawton 
has resigned as president and mem- 
ber of the court of inquiry appointed 
to investigate the conduct of the state 
militia in the Statesboro trouble, and 
Lieutenant Colonel Brooks has been 
appointed in his stead by Governor 
Terrell. Lawton gave ill-health as the 
reason for his resignation.

Laundry Logic. 

There are many substances which 
may be added to starch to help pro- 
duce a luster. Among these sub- 
stances are sugar, salt, borax, sper- 
maceti and paraffin wax. I have found 
paraffin wax and galt very good. Make 
the starch in this manner: Mix one 
tablespoonful of starch with four ta- 
blespoonfuls of cold water and pour 
on this three quarts of boiling water. 
Boil for twenty minutes, then add one 
teaspoonful of salt and paraffin wax 
half the size of a nutmeg. Stir until 
the wax is dissolved, then cool and 
strain through cheesecloth. 
table linen wrung dry and work well 
in the starch. Pass through the wring- 
er and dry in the sun. When dry 
make very damp and roll in a damp 
cloth.—_Ladies’ Home Journal.

Prior to receiving the deputation 
Mr. Balfour had been busily engaged 
in connection with the question which 
had raised with regard to Brit- 
ish shipping. After giving a number 
of private Interviews, he held an im- 
portant meeting at the foreign office to 
which representatives of the in- 
telligence department of the war office, 
the admiralty, the foreign oftice and 
the board of trade were summoned. 

The premier afterwards received the 
deputation from the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Which was headed by William 
Keswick, M. P., (a member of the firm 
of Jardine & Co., China merchants, 
and also a member of the legislative 
council of Hong kong) who stated the 
object of the deputation had in view and 
presented the resolution and the lettcr. 

Mr. Balfour said that before maxing 
a general statement he desired to hear 
evidence tending to show preferential 
treatment by Russia, which was a most 
important phase of the situation and 
concerning which the government had 
no conclusive information, and to learn 
of any concrete examples of differ- 
ential treatment by Russian officers 
and Russian prize courts, which, he 
said, would be carefully considered.

Members of the deputation quoted the 
cases of the American steamer Arabia 
and the British steamer Calchas. The 
former was allowed to proceed, while 
the latter was still at Vladivostok, and 
the members pointed out that both 
cases were equal, so far as the nature 
of the cargoes was concerned, The 
cases of the British steamer Malacca 
and the German steamer Sacandla were 
also quoted. Each of these vessels had 
ammunition on board, but the Scanaia 
was allowed to proceed. The deputa- 
tion next referred to the sinking of the 
British steamer Knight Commander 
and the German steamer Thea by the 
Vladivostok squadron and pointed out 
that compensation had been paid in 
the case of the Thea, while it had not 
been even promised in that of the 
Knight Commander. Members of the 
deputation also stated that it was 
notorious that shipments of contra- 
band of war had been made from 
Antwerp and Hamburg, while insur- 
ance rates from those and from French 
ports were much lower than from Eng- 
lish ports, in the ratio of 5 shillings to 
20 shillings. 

The premier, in his reply, said the 
questions must be considered separately 
and in the light of different conditions. 
He said he hoped therefore, in view of 
the action by the Russian government, 
that they might really consider the 
episodes connected with the volunteer 
fleet as now entirely ended. ‘Most 
assuredly,” said the premier, “should 
the volunteer fleet steamers attempt 
further captures, which I do not think 
they will, no such captures would be 
recognized by us or by the Russian 
government.”

IN TORNADO'S PATH 


Four Merrymakers Killed and 

Many Are Severely Injured 

Jamestown, N. Y., Aug. 26.—A_ tor- 
nado swept through Chautauqua 
county late yesterday afternoon. Five 
thousand people were at Parkhurst's 
grove attending the Stockton town 
picnic, and were directly in the path 
of the storm. Four persons were killed 
and several were injured. 

The storm came up suddenly. Trees 
in the grove were struck by lightning, 
many of them were blown down and the 
rain fell in torrents. The people who 
took refuge under the trees at the first 
sigus of the storm were caught by the 
falling branches and either killed or 
injured. Many horses were killed in 
the same manner. Some of the animals 
stumpeded, trampling upon the injured 
people who were lying upon the ground. 

The buildings in the vicinity were 
blown down and others were unroofed. 
Hundreds of forest and fruit trees were 
blown down and corn and oat fields 
were laid waste, entailing a loss of 
thousands of dollars. 


Travelling Under Difficulties 

Albuquerque, N. M., Aug. 26.—After 
moving east 250 miles to detour by way 
ot New Mexico, the west-bound over- 
land Santa Fe trains that were stalled 
in Arizona for several days, owing to 
washouts, have met another washout 
at this end and passengers will again 


be delayed. There are many sick 
among the women and children pas- 


sengers who have been on the trains 
for a week. Ten cars of United States 
mail are on the delayed trains.

Salt Lake City, Aug. 26.—After a 
bitter fight, John C. Cutler was nomi- 
nated for governor by the Republican 
state convention on the second ballot 
The tight for the governorship was be- 
tween Governor Wells, now serving 
his second term in that office; J. H. 
Hammond, present secreiary of state, 
and John C. Cutler, a merchant. Ham- 
mond withdrew after the first ballot. 
The second ballot stood: Cutler, 239; 
Wells, 221.

Munroe’s Pugilistic Star Set 
Rather Hurriedly 


JEFFRIES STILLCHAMPION 


Man From the Mines Received 


Finishing Touches In Less 


Than Five Minutes After Con-

San Francisco, Aug. 27.—Like the 
veriest anateur in the prize ring Jack 
Munroe of Butte, Mont., went down 
and out before Champion James Jef- 
fries last night in the second round. 
Munroe made such an extremely sorry 
showing that the great throng in Me- 
chanics pavilion roundly hooted him 
as he protested to Referee Graney 
against the decision that had been given 
in favor of Jeffries. 


JAMES J. JEFFRIES, 

The two giants had not been in the 
Tring two minutes when it was foreseen 
that the aspirations of Munroe would 
be quickly disposed of. The miner was 
scared and awkward and Jeffries in the 
first round had him twice on the canvas 
taking the count. 

Jeffries directed his bombardment 
against the stomach of his opponent and 
each shot was followed by a blow on 
the jaw that sent Munroe to his knees. 
Jeffries went back to his corner after 
the opening round with a sneer and a 
laugh on his swarthy face, while Mun- 
roe’s seconds busied themselves with 
smelling salts and restoratives. 

When the two came together for the 
second round the laugh on the cham- 
pion’s visage changed to a look of de- 
termination that boded ill to the miner. 
Yorty-five seconds after the gong 
sounded Munroe was lying on the floor, 
a bloody, bruised mass of humanity, 
with Jeffries standing over him, ready, 
if necessary, to put the quietus on the 
championship ambitions of his ad- 
versary. ‘The miner was too dazed to 
rise to his feet and the time-keepers 
counted him out, but the Californian 
did not understand that the victory was 
already his, nor could Munroe realize 
that his pugilistic star had so early set, 
and the two men, in a moment or two, 


were facing one another and Jeffries | 


landed a terrific blow on the jaw of 
his staggering opponent. 

It was at this time tbat Graney 
came forward and ordered Jeffries 


well direeted left to the jaw sent Mun- 
roe to the ropes for eight seconds. He 
arose, but again was floored with a 
zimilar blow. Jeffries started a vicious 
right on the jaw, but the bell rang 
aud the champion stayed its progress. 
Munroe did not land a blow and looked

Report From Kuropatkin 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 27.—Emperor 
Nicholas the follow ing 
dispatch, under date of Aug. 25, from 
General Kuropatkin: 

“On Aug. 24a Japanese battalion de- 
livered an attack in the valley of Sunda- 
khya. ‘The advance was 
checked at 8 p. m. by a Russian com- 
pauy, five men of which were wounded. | 
The same day two Russian companies

successfully resisted the advance of the 
enemy in superior force at Sunoinpu, 
where the Japanese suspended opera- 
tions when our reinforcements arrived. 
The Russian losses were one oflicer 
wounded and 53 men killed or wounded. 

“On the evening of Aug. 24 the Jap- 
anese, having repulsed our outposts, 
occupied the heights to the southeast 
of Liandiansian and proceeded to con- 
struct earthworks and 
on the heights. 

“At 5:45 a. m., Aug. 25, one of the 
enemy's batteries opened fire on the vil- 
lage of Fofyntsa. A Russian battery 
returned the fire successfully, com- 
pelling the Japanese gunners to take to 
cover. 

“Since the morning of Aug. 25 a force 
of the enemy consisting of one brigade 
of infantry, with four batteries, has 
marched through the Sundakhya valley 
and repulsed two companies of our 
troops. In advancing down the valley 
one company of the Japanese advance 
guard cume under the tire of our bat- 
tery and was forced to retire. 

“On the morning of Aug. the 
enemy placed in position two batteries 
in front of Liandiansian and bom- 
barded our advance post position. 
After a brisk exchange of fire the 
enemy's infantry appeared from Er- 
In the artillery duel which en- 
sued at this point our batteries silenced 
the Japanese guns. 

“About 11 o'clock in the morning our 
advance post was ordered to retire on 
the main position and the Japanese in- 
fantry occupied the wooded heights 
west of Kaminsa.

NOTION CABINET. 


A Convenient Little Arrazgement to 
Have In the House. 

Of all the little conveniences about 
the house that the ingenious or handy 
woman has contrived I find none more 
often called into use than my “button 
cabinet,” or possibly “notion cabinet” 
would be a more appropriate name. I 
took a board a little over a foot iong, 
elght inches wide and one-half inch 
thick. To this I nailed five cigar boxes 
with the lids fastened on and the 
front side taken out. Two of these 
boxes are two inches deep, and the 
other three are one and a half, but the 
depth is immaterial. Then I took oth- 
er boxes and made drawers to fit in 
those I had nailed on the board. I 
bored a hole through the board above 
the top boxes by which to hang it on 
the wall. I bored two holes in the 
front of each drawer an inch and a 
half apart, through which I put cords 
and tied on the inside of the drawers 
to serve as handles. I partitioned the | 
drawers into different sized spaces to | 
accommodate the different kinds and 
different sizes of buttons and the num- 
berless little things that every woman 
has to keep in some place. I took the 
paper off the boxes and painted the 
whole thing, and it is not unsightly. 
The toy dressers or bureaus of today 
may be utilized for this cabinet, but I 
made mine when toy stores were at a 
distance.—Housekeeper.

KITCHEN HELPS. 


Emery powder will remove any ordi- 
nary stains from ivory knife handles. 

Brown paper moistened in vinegar 
will polish your tins until they shine 
like silver. 

Kitchen towels should be washed 
out every day after the dinner things 
are washed and boiled at least once a 
week. 

To remove the smell! of onions or fish 


from a frying pan put a little vinegar 
in it directly after using and place it 
over the fire for a little while. 

After using fat for deep frying turn 
it into a bow! of hot water, stir ‘vell 
and set aside to cool. When cold, the 
clarified fat can be removed in a cake | 
from the top of the water. | 

To remove stains from a porcelain 
saucepan nearly fill with water in 
which a tablespoonful of borax has} 
benn dissolved and let the water boil 
awhile. If the stains resist this treat- | 
ment try rubbing the spots with a wet 
cloth dipped in borax. 


To Wash Chamois, 

A housewife of experience says that 
chamois can be washed beautifully if 
the following instructions are followed: 
Prepare a lather with warm water and 
melted soap in the same way as you 


would for flannels and squeeze the 
leather well in this. If very much 
soiled and not clean after the first 


washing, repeat the process in another | 
soapy water. If a little liquid ammonia | 
is added to the water it will be a great 
aid in the washing, helping to draw 
out any grease and dirt. Then for 
rinsing use soapy water again, exactly | 
the same as that used for washing. It 
will keep the leather softer than if it 
were rinsed in clear, warm water. | 
When the leather is quite clean and 
has been through the last soapy water | 
put it through the wringer or squeeze | 
out the water with the hands. Then 
hang it up to dry and rub occasionally | 
with the hands. When quite dry the | 
leather may be pressed with a cool 
iron, after which it should look like 
new.

The wa- 
ter maintains the same distance from 
the wick it had in the beginning of the 
experiment, and the candle burns mer- 
rily away until it reaches the end of 
its wick, when there will still be 
enough tallow left to support the nail— 
if it is small enough—and then it is 
your turn to laugh—New York Mail.

A Game That Gives Plenty 
and Lots of Exercise.

World Menaced, He Says, by 
Seizure of the Ryeshitelni. 


JAPAN WRECKS HAY’S PEACE PLAN 


Destroying China's Neutrality Pre- 


sents a Question, Says Russian Am- 
Boxer 


bassador, as Momentous as 


Crisis—He Adds That Ressia Will 
End the War on Her Own Terms. 


Count Cassini, the Russian ambas- 
sador, recently used the following vig- 
orous and significant language in an in- 
terview at Bar Harbor with a cor- 
respondent of the New York Herald, 
in discussing the grave aspects of the 
Chefu incidgnt and its bearing on the 
whole world, when he said: 

“As the situation presents itself to- 
day, without any further steps by the 
nations of Europe and by the United 
States, the grand scheme of the Amer- 
ican secretary of state, Mr. Hay, to 
insure the neutrality of China has gone 
to wreck, and the entire Chinese ques- 
tion, fraught with danger to all na- 
tions that have an interest in that 
country, once more lies open to all 
eventualities.” 

“Do you regard the Chefu incident 
as closed by the excuses which Japan 
has given?” 

“No excuses that Japan can give can 
alter the occurrence, and, instead of 
being closed, I regard it as only open.” 

“Do you regard the incident as seri- 
ous?” 

“TI regard it as far more serious, in 
an international sense, than any ques- 
tion which has been before the world 
since the adjustment of the Boxer 
troubles.” 

“And why do you regard it in such 
a serious light?” 

“Because it is in a fair way to ter- 
minate suddenly and finally the inter- 
national agreement for the mainte- 
nance of the neutrality of China. That 
would be a calamity, because of the 
dangers with which it would threaten 
not only China, but every nation that 
is interested in China.” 

“Will you outline briefly the history 
of matters in the far east, so far as 
they relate to this question of Chinese 
neutrality, which is affected by the 
Chefu incident?” 

“At the outbreak of hostilities be- 
tween my country and Japan the sug- 
gestion was made by the United States 
that all nations interested in the Chi- 
nese question suggest to the belliger- 
ents the desirability, so far as prac- 
ticable, of limiting the zone of hostili- 
ties, and that they all subscribe to the 
principle of the neutralization of China 
with a view to the maintenance of its 
territorial integrity. All the other na- 
tions signatory to the Pekin peace pro- 
tocal made this suggestion to Russia 
and Japan, and my government assent- 
ed to it and also to the principle of 
the neutrality of China. Japan assent- 
ed also. Russia entered into this agree- 
ment solemnly, believing it to be in the 
interest of the whole world. 

“Now, what has happened? Before 
war had been declared a large Japa- 
nese squadron appeared off Chemulpo 
and found two Russian ships in the 
harbor. Notice was served on them 
to come out and be destroyed or the 
Japanese would bombard them in the 
harbor of Chemulpo. The commanders 
of foreign ships entered a _ protest 
against such a violation of neutrality, 
and in the end, rather than have the 
town of Chemulpo bombarded, the 
Russian senior commander took his 
ships out, made a spirited fight and 
sunk his own vessels. 

“I will speak of this merely to call 
attention to the disregard of interna- 
tional law and neutrality which was 
exhibited by Japan at the outbreak of 
the war. Japan went into the agree- 
ment intending to violate neutrality 
wherever it suited her purposes. This 
brings us down to Chefu.” 

“What is your understanding of what

“My understanding is derived from 
the press reports, just as I presume 
yours is. There is no question as to the 
brutal and essential facts. The com- 
mander of a Russian torpedo boat de 
stroyer went to Chefu after a sortie 
from Port Arthur. He declared to the 
Chinese authorities that he would re- 
main in that neutral port absolutely 
under conditions prescribed by the law 
of nations. 

“He unscrewed the guns and re- 
moved them and the other weapons 
und the ammunition. These he deliv- 
ered to the Chinese authorities, and the 
ship was in the situation that she 
should have occupied in a neutral port 
and was entitled to the protection of 
the neutral power, which had gunboats 
and cruisers in the harbor. 

“That night came two Japanese men- 
of-war. The Japanese commander dis- 
covered the Russian ship in exactly 
the state I have described. He attack- 
ed our ship, boarded her and attempt- 
ed to run up the Japanese colors. The 
Russians, recognizing this as an un-| 
lawful act, defended the ship with | 
their hands. In the hand to hand 
struggle which ensued the Japanese 
eommander was thrown overboard, but 
superior numbers prevailed, and the 
Russian ship was taken out of this 
neutral port as a prize. The Chinese 
were in duty bound not to have per- 
mitted the Japanese to enter the har- 
bor. They were bound not to have per- 
mitted the attack, and they were bound 
not to have permitted the comsumma- 
tion of this act of piracy by the re- 
moval of the Russian ship.” 

“What steps have been taken by 
your government?” 

“I am not further advised beyond the 
fact that we have entered a strong pro- 
test to Japan through the French min- 
ister who represents Russian interests

“What next?” 

“That is the important question. 
What next? What are the other na- 
tions going to do? Surely we cannot 
be bound longer to respect the neu- 


trality of China if China will not re-| 


spect it herself. We certainly cannot 
overlook this act any further than we, 
can overlook similar acts in the fu-; 
ture. 

“It would seem to me to be a time for 
action by Btrope and the United States. 
I do not mean the sending of fleets, but 
I do mean that some extraordinary step 
should be taken. Japan seems deter- 
mined not only not to recognize the neu 
trality of China, but not to recognize | 
international law, and yet Europe ed 
the United States are pledged to the 
neutrality of China and to the observ- 
ance of international law. 

“The importance of this thing, as it 
appears to m@ is that if nothing is done 
the great act of Mr. Hay in keeping 
China out of the confiiet—an act which 
we all recognize as making for the 
peace of the world—becomes absolutely 
null and void. 

“It is the duty of every government 
to give the most serious and immediate 
attention to this question. Mr. Hay’s 
act was recognized as a clever and ben- 
eficial idea. Was it worth while? Cer- 
tainly it was. Shall it now fall to the 
ground because of this wanton act of 
piracy by a nation pledged to an agree- 
ment such as that? If China ceases to 
be neutral, what then? That is the; 
question which should be discussed se- 
riously.” 

“It is stated that Japan’s excuse is | 
that the commander of the Ryeshitelni 
was carrying dispatches to Chefu, and 
it is also urged that a Russian consul 
in Chinese territory is suspected of be- 
ing in wireless communication with 
Port Arthur.” 

“And the moon is made of green 
cheese! Nothing can be pleaded in ex- 
tenuation of this act. There is no ques- 
tion of the facts. The foreign consuls 
in their reports all agree. Even the | 
British consul has reported the facts, 
though I see that Great Britain now 
says that Japan must have time for ex- 
plunation, whatever that may mean.” 

“What steps will you take?” 

“It is impossible for me to say until 
I have seen Mr. Hay, the secretary of 
state. Iam sure that not a government, 
except Japan, that has assented to the 
neutrality of China can remain indiffer- 
ent. Japan at least should be made to 
say what she thinks of making Chinese 
neutrality a dead letter.” 

“In your opinion, what follows if it 
becomes a dead letter in fact?’ 

“Is it not a dead letter today? That 
is for the powers to say. Answering 
your question in that event it surely 
opens up the whole question of China 
again. It leaves it where it was be- 
fore Mr. Hay sent his note. It in- 
terests all Europe and all America. It 
is likely to affect your ‘open door.’ 

“The powers ought to be prepared to 
give the strongest sort of admonition 
to China and Japan. I have always 
had the idea that Japan was seeking 
to force China into war. A few inci- 
dents like this will force war on China 
perhaps. Look at the massing of 
Chinese troops on the frontiers. They 
have been drilled by European officers 
and are now under Japanese officers. 

“The ending of the neutrality of 
China opens up all eventualities. It is 
in the interest of the entire world 
once and for all, to put an end to this 
menace. We are at war with Japan. 
It may be some other power next year. 
Then this nation that has done these 
things at Chemulpo and Chefu will 
continue its same tactics unless a halt 
is called. And so in time we will fall 
back on the laws of war which gov- 
erned the Huns in the old days.” 

“What have you to say about the 
progress of the war?’ 

“We will bring it to an end on our} 
own terms. It may be two years. It 
may be three years. But we will bring 
it to an end on our own terms.” 

“Is it true,” Count Cassini was ask- 
ed, “that representations are being 
made to the powers that the Russian 
destroyer seized at Chefu by the Japa- 
nese was fully armed?” 

“I believe such representations are 
being made, but that does not alter 
the facts as they are known. Read the 
report of your own consul, of the Brit- 
ish consul, of all the foreign consuls. 
The Ryeshitelni was no longer a war- 
ship. Her colors had been hauled} 
down. She had been completely dis- 
armed. The colors and the weapons, 
even to the revolvers, had been hand- 
ed over to the Chinese authorities. All 
the provisions of international law had 
been complied with.” 

“But is it not a new point in inter- 
national law that a warship fleeing 
from an enemy can find asylum in a} 
neutral port and be secure from cap- | 
ture simply by lowering her colors and 
disarming and giving these weapons | 
into the keeping of a peutral power?’ | 

“It is not at all new; it is a recog- 
nized principle. It has occurred in} 
Brazil. It has occurred in the history 
When this is 
fone to a warship, as a belligerent ves- 
sel, as a fighting craft, she ceases to! 
exist. I see Japan now, instead of 
returning our destroyer to Chefu and 
restoring her to the Chinese, is seek- 
ing to bully China and compel her to 
send from other harbors other Russian 
ships which have been Similarly dis- 
armed and mismantled. Thus tbe 
situation becomes additionally grave. 
I cannot help thinking that out of the 
Chefu incident will grow very big con- 
sequences,”

There were two accidents in almost 
the same place and probably at about 
the same time, but only in one case are 
the details known. Joseph Bolgier, t! > 
only survivor, who is haif crazed with 
grief and excitement, told the story of 
Preyost’s death, but knew nothing of 
the circumstances surrounding the 
drowning of Weymouth and Newell, 
and the disappearance of the unknown 
man, who is said to be a stranger. 

Bolgier sald that he and Prevost 
went on a fishing trip to Hayden lake. 
Arriving at the lake they went out in 
one boat while Weymouth, Newell and 
the stranger had gone out in another 
boat a short time previous. 

After Prevost and bolgier had been 
fishing for some time Prevost stood up 
in the boat and started to put on a rub- 
ber coat. He lost his balance and fell 
overboard, capsizing the boat. His 
arms were bound by the coat, which 
was only partially on, and he wus 
therefore unable to save himself. 
Bolgier clung to the overturned boat for 
a few moments. He tried to find Pre- 
yost, but was unable to discover any 
trace of his companion. Finally he 
struck-out for the shore, which he 
finally reached. The body of Prevost 
was found near the upturned boat. His 
urms were pinioned by the sleeves of 
his heayy rubber coat. 

While trying to locate the body of 
Preyost the searchers found another 
boat floating bottom upward near the 
spot where the boat of Prevost and 
Bolgier had been anchored. After Pre- 
vost’s body had been found the search 
was continued and it was not long be- 
fore the searchers brought the body of 
Newell to the surface. As it was 
known that he had companions in his 
boat grappling was resumed and a lit- 
tle later Weymouth’s body was re- 
covered. Solgier stated that there 
were three men in that boat, and that 
the third man was a stranger. The 
search was prosecuted until dark last 
night, but no trace oc the stranger 
could be found. 

Following close upon the drowning 
accidents at Hayden lake came the 
news that two brothers named Burden, 
residents of Brighton, had been 
drowned in Mayfield lake. The two 
young men were on a fishing trip. A 
man who was driving by the lake saw 
a fishing rod protruding out of the 
water. The man pulled out the rod 
and wound up the line, bringing to the 
surface the body of one of the brothers. 
The fish line was wrapped around the 
body a number of times. Grappling 
irons were brought into action and the 

coat and shirt of the other brother 
were found. At dark last night the 
second body had not been recovered. 


The Uruguayan Insurrection 
Buenos Ayres, Aug. 29.—A great 
sensation has been created here owing 
to the surprising by troops of the 
government Uruguay of a Uruguayan 
insurrectionary force, numbering 180 
men fully armed and equipped, on a 
steamer on the Uruguayan coast, but 
in Argentine territory. Many of the 
rebels swam ashore, but eight, badly 
wounded, were captured. The fate of 
the others is not known. The insurrec- 

tionary vessel was also captured.

by cutting down train service, which 
has been adopted by the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad has 
been criticised by a few people, who 
argue that the company ought to main- 
tain all of, its trains in order to build 
up the territory which it serves, whether 
their operation shows a profit or not 
They assert that by building up the 
territory, the road will ultimately secure 
profits from handling the increased 
business, which would naturally follow. 
This argument is all right so far as it 
goes, but there is a point at which the 
road should draw the line in spending 
money to develop such business. The 
road has fixed charges and operating 
expenses to meet, and its stockholders 
can reasonably expect a fair return 
upon the money they have invested in 
the property. When the road was 
earning enough to meet all such obli- 
gations, and develop new territory, as 
was the case until within perhaps the 
last year and a half or two years, it was 
all right to spend some of the surplus 
in maintaining trains which in some 
cases might not have shown an immedi- 
ate return in the shape of net profits. 
Now that business is light, 
to be no question as to the wisdom of 
cutting down expenses, as the road has 
done. It will be difficult to show that 
the road is pursuing a short sighted 
business policy in keeping its expenses 
within its income. — Banker and Trades- 
man.

Feels That He Has Been Sufli- 
ciently Honored by His Party 


and Has Done Enough For It 


to Entitle Him to Rest 


Albany, Aug. 20.—Today is the birth- 
day anniversary of David B. Hillof this 
city, who is 61 years old, having been 
born on Aug. 29, 1843. In conversa- 
tion with some political friends here 
he announceg that no matter what the 
result of the present campaign might 
be, elther in the state or nation, he 
should retire from political activity and 
leadership on Jan. 1 next and would 
not, in the event of Democratic suc- 
cess, accept any position under the na- 
tional or state Democratic administra- 
tions, or again become a candidate for 
election te any oflice whatever. 

He stated that he had intended to 
take such action a year ago today, but 
Was persuaded by some close personal 
friends to defer doing so until after 
the presidential election this year, 
which he consented to do. 

Having been engaged in active 
polities since his youth and having 
served the people as eity attorney, 
alderman, mayor, member of the legis- 
lature, lieutenant governor, governor 
for seven years and United States 
senator for six years, he feels that, on 
the one hand, he has been sufficiently 
honored by his party and, on the other 
hand, that he has rendered political 
service during a period of years suf- 
ficient to entitle him to be relieved 
from further active political effort, in 
order that he may devote more time to 
his personal affairs and professional 
duties than he has in the past. 

He will continue, however, his pres- 
ent arduous labors for the Democratic 
cause during the presidential election 
and, while expecting always to main- 
tain his interest in the suecess of Demo- 
cratie principles and candidates, he 
will, after Jan. 1 next, do so in his 
capacity as a private citizen and not as 
a party manager, leader or office- 
holder. 


“Nothing of Predictions” 

Boston, Aug. 29.—Senator Fairbanks 
of Indiana spent Sunday in Boston on 
his way to Vermont, where he will 
make several political speeches. He 
had a brief consultation with Senator 
Proctor of Vermont regarding the 
political situation in the Green Moun- 
tain state. Mr. Fairbanks talked for 
about half an hour with the newspaper 
reporters, but when the subject of 
possible Republican success in the 
country was mentioned or the size of 
the Republican majority in Vermont he 
said: “Nothing of predictions or ma- 
jorities.

LOSS OF 2500 MEN’ 


Russians Again Retreat Before 


Advance of Japanese 


Tokio Reports That Kuropat- 
kin’s Retreat Toward Mukden 
Cannot Be Accomplished by 
Rail--Driven 


Outpost Defending Position 


From Principle 


London, Aug. 2v.—According to a 
dispatch to The Central News from Liao 
Yang, of today’s date, an artillery bat- 
tle has been in progress since $ o'clock 
this morning near Liao Yang. 


Tokio, Aug. 20.—After three days of 
fierce fighting, main!y with artillery, 
the Japanese forces have gained a great 
victory by driving the Russians from 
Anshanshan, the principal outpost de- 
fending the main position at Liaoyang. 

The Russian loss was heavy, the loss 
in dead and wounded probably aggre- 
gating 2500 to 3000, while many guns 
and quantities of stores were ulso 
abandoned. 

It is reported that General Kuroki 
has seized and cut the railroad south 
of Mukden, thus separating the Rus- 
Sian forces and cutting Liaoyang off 
from a direct line of retreat. 

It Is now expected that the decisive 
battle of the war will be fought at 
Liaoyang. There is a rumor thst Ku- 
ropatkin’s stronghold is now being 
attacked. 


Liao Yang, Aug. 20.—The Russians 
retired from Anshanshan after a fight 
which commenced on Friday morning 
of Aug. 26 and continued in a de- 
sultory manner all day and night. Ar- 
rangements for a battle had been com- 
pleted by night time when the order 

; to retire was given on account of the 
situation to the east. The retirement 
Was made in an orderly manner. 

The plaln between Anshanshan and 
Heicheng was covered with Japanese 
troops who burned bridges and shelled 
the railway station after the Russian 
retirement. The Japanese are advanc- 
ing with great rapidity. 


St. Letersburg, Aug. 20.—The general 
staff has recelved the following tele- 
gram from Lieutenant General Sak- 
haroff, dated Aug. 27: 

“Our advance guards and advance 
troops on the southern front yesterday 
retired slowly towards the fortitied po- 
sition at Anshanshan. Rifle fire was 
general along the whole front. The 
Japanese artillery cannonaded our po- 
sitions at different points. Our guns 
poured a heavy fire into the columns of 
the Japanese as they advanced and into 
thelr works and entrenchments and 
eventually compelling them to move 
thelr vast camp from Famutna to the 
village of Baissaize. 

“Our troops repelled towards the 
southeast all attacks of the Japanese 
directed against their front, while our 
troops on the right flank, taking the of- 
fensive towards evening, drove the Jap- 
anese back on Tounsinpu. Our losses 
on the southeast front were about 400, 

“Our detachment on the east yester- 
day had a desperate fight against con- 
siderable forces of the enemy. On the 
right flank our infantry repulsed the 
attacks begun during the night by the 
enemy on the advanced positions of 
Tsegow and Anping. This affair cul- 
minated in sharp bayonet fighting and 
some of our regimental officers re- 
celved wounds. After desperate fight- 
ing on the advanced positions of Tse- 
gow and Anping our troops retired on 
the main position supported by ar- 
tillery. 

“The Tamboff regiment on the left 
flank, at Tsegow defended an advanced 
position, repelling all the enemy's at- 
tacks at the point of the bayonet. 
There were four counter-attacks. The 
commander of the regiment was 
1500 killed or wounded. 

“A turning movement by the enemy 
against the left flank of the Tsegow po- 
sition and the enfilading fire of their 
batteries on Khaouiou heights, forced 
the Tamboff regiment to retire and the 
retreat was effected In good order. Six 
guns were abandoned, but they were 
broken and rendered useless. The Jap- 
anese attacked like fanatics and their 
losses must have been very great. Our 
troops captured a considerable number 
of rifies, caps and other articles of 
equipment from the Japanese. 

“On Aug. 27 the enemy had not as- 
sumed any definite offensive movement 
at any point along the whole front, and 
our troops retired gradually to new po- 
sitions. 


Fair Warning From Japan 

Washington, Aug. 29.—Japan has ad- 
Qressed a note to the powers informing 
them that unless Russia fgrthwith dis- 
arms her warships in Shanghai, Japan 
will be forced to take whatever steps 
she deems necessary to protect her in- 
terests. Mr. Takahira, the Japanese 
minister, called at the state depart- 
ment and left the communication of the 
Tokio government. 


The Fighting at Port Arthur 

London, Aug. 29.—The Chronicle’s 
correspondent with General Kuroki 
cables: The fall of Port Arthur is im- 
nvnent. The Japanese are now within 
the main defenses and their guns com- 
mand the town. Desperate fighting oc- 
curs night and day and the losses on} 
both sidesare enormous. The Russians 
are making furious counter-attacks, but

As she stood there, 
dazed, with a train barely 100 yards 
away and coming around the curve at 
lively clip, Edson jumped down and 
carried her to the outwork of the station 
superstructure barely a food wide, 
where he held her until the train moved

Connecticut Farmer Murdered 

Lakeville, Conn., Aug. 29.—Myron 
Wooden, a prosperous farmer, was 
found lying at the rear of Borden's con- 
densed milk factory in Millerton in a 
terribly battered condition, and a few 
hours later he died. His skull was 
crushed and near him was found a 
heavy club, one end of which was cov- 
ered with blood. It is the belief that he 
was murdered for the purpose of rob- 
bery, as when he left his home he had 
with bim over $500 in cash and a draft 
for a small amount of money.

Ahead of His Age. 

The probability that vehicles driven 
by steam would be the future means of 
transportation on land was very well 
foreseen twenty years before the eight- 
eenth century closed by Oliver Evans 
of Philadelphia, the inventor of the 
high pressure steam engine. As early 
as 1786 he petitioned the legislature of 
Pennsylvania for the exclusive right to 
use his inventions for road wagons to 
be propelled by steam. The word loco- 
motive had not then come into use. 
This privilege was denied, but the 
Maryland legislature granted the right 
for fourteen years. There appeared at 
one time good prospects of Evans ob- 
taining the necessary financtal support 
to apply his steam engine to the propul- 
tion of boats and road wagons, but 
some cautious capitalist of that day 
determined to have B. H. Latrobe, an 
accomplished architect and engineer, 
report upon the schemes that Evans 
was advocating. Latrobe reported 
strongly against the steam engine, say- 
ing that thg inventor was a visionary. 
This report ruined Evans’ career and 
deprived America of the benefits of

On the night of his 
Burns, in the eompany of Walter E. 
Smith, drow: to the vicinity of the 
Southland with the expectation 
of disposing of jewelry to the men em- 
ployed th@re. So far as known Smith 
was the last one to see Burns alive. 
Smith was arrest/d on June 28, charged 
with the larceny of jewelry from Burns 
and at that time property supposed to 
belong to the jewelry firm repre- 
sented by Burns was found on the 
prisoner. At the time Smith said that 
he left Burns near the sawmill and 
afterwards by-uecident discovered a 
grip formerly carried by Burns and 
containing jewelry. Smith was later 
indicted for larceny and is now held in 
the Worcester jail for trial. 

While playing in a sawdust pile 
Ethel Richards discovered a piece of 
flesh to which she called the attention 
of her father. The matter was _ re- 
ported to the police and State Detec- 
tive Murray came here and instituted a 
systematic search of the sawdust pile. 
His investigation resulted in the dis- 
covery of a piece of flesh about four 
inches square near where the little girl 
had found the first piece. The two 
pieces of flesh were turned over to 
Medical Examicer Oliver, who was in- 
clined to believe that they had formed a 
part of 2 human thigh, The flesh will 
be submitted () amexpPye’ to determine 
whether it is ies Detective Mur- 
ray, with Deputy Sheriff Goddard and 
Chief of Police Jacques; devoted two 
hours to an examination of the saw- 
dust pile, but it is understood that they 
have not concluded their search at this 
point. 

Some time ago tue police became con 
vinced that Burns had been murdered 
and they have spent much time in an 
effort to lUcate his remains. Severai 
promising clues have been run down, 
but the accidental discovery of the flesh 
was the first tangible clue to the pos- 
sible disposition of the body.

The buyer, therefore, knows 
just what he is purchasing, and has no 
excuse for consuming inferior commod- 
ities on the ground of ignorance. If 
he prefers a ‘‘ doctored’ article on ac- 
count of its cheapness, he pays his 
money and he takes bis choice, but be 
is aware that he is slowly poisoning 
himself through practicing a false 
economy. The government of North 
Dakota tells him what to avoid, and if 
he does not heed its published analysis, 
so much the worse for him, This law 
is, undoubtedly, a great discourager of 
the manufacture of impure foods. It 
must send many cheats out of business, 
for if their names appear in the list 
issued, they cannot long stand up 
against such publicity, even if they are 
not brought to justice for selling articles 
that are detrimental to the health of 
the buyers. The list is a good thing,

D@ Unquestionably one reason why 
high-class musical entertainments are 
not better patronized than they are is 
that there is no discrimination in prices. 
Musicians think they are affronted 
when they are told that a dollar is too 
much to ask for admission to a concert 
where only two or three take part. On 
this subject Emilie Frances Bauer has 


some very sensible remarks in The 
Leader and Concert-Goer: ‘‘When a 
Boston Symphony ticket costs $2, 


what right has an unknown young 
pianist, who has absolutely nothing 
to recommend her, except the sup- 
position of a few months’ study 
with a foreign artist of great repute, to 
ask the same amount? People who are 
giving concerts shy at the words ‘fifty 
cents,’ when at this rate it is probable 
that they would clear quite a little 
money. And let us add—although in a 
whisper—it is all they are worth with 
the hundreds of concerts going on 
during the season. To anybody with 
a sense of proportion it is evident 
that except possibly in the case of 
exceedly famous musicians—and not 
always then—there is small reason 
in exacting the same admission 
fee for hearing an artist or two that is 
asked for hearing such an organization 
as the Symphony Orchestra. Not only 
is the orchestra usually far superior as 
& musical medium, but it is tremen- 
dously more expensive with its large 
number of men, its high-salaried leader, 
and a well-paid soloist. People can 
see that there is reason for charging a 
large sum, when they can see no reason 
for a like price in the case of smaller 
concerts, even if the performers are of 
good repute. So they naturally stay 
away, or when they are implored by 
the managers of a subscription concert, 
pay with reluctance and sometimes 
with anger. There is no doubt that 
the average charge for the average con- 
cert is too large. Some that levy $1.50 
had better ask 50 cents, and those 
which charge a dollar should be cut 
down to 25. The price would then be 
more reasonable, and the net profits 
would be none the less.—New Bedford 
Standard.

Speech of the Campaign 


KEYNOTE IS PROSPERITY 


Compares Administration of Mc- 
Kinley and Roosevelt With 
That of Cleveland--Declares 
There Is Danger In a Change 


White River Junction, Vt., Aug. 30.— 
The Republican candidate for vice 
president, Senator Fairbanks, de- 
livered his first formal speech of the 
campaign here. Chairman Watson of 
the state committee culled the meeting 
to order shortly after,2 o'clock. At the 
conclusion of a brief address by Sena- 
tor Proctor the candidate for vice 
president was presented. Senator Fair- 


banks said in part: 

“We have entered upon a campaign of 
far-reaching moment. We are to deter- 
urine the policies that shall be in force 
and the administration that shall be in 
power for four years to come, ‘The 
candidates and the platforms are be- 
fore the people. One of the uppermost 
questions is, does the administration 
of President Roosevelt merit a vote 
of confidence? We may compare 
Democratic and Republican adminis- 
trations with profit. Twelve years ago 
the country was in the enjoyment of an 
unusual degree of prosperity. ‘There 
was work to be had on every band and 
at good wages. Benjamin Harrison 
was then president—one of the ablest 
men who has held the chief executive 
office. The public business was well 
transacted. The McKinley tariff law 
was in full operation. In the face ofall 
this, the Democratic party denounced 
‘Republican prosperity as a fraud and 
robbery of the great majority of the 
people for the benefit of the few.’ It 
was declared to be unconstitutional 
and the repeal of the McKinley law 
was demanded. The people voted out 
of power the Republican administra- 
tion, and expressed thelr judgment in 
favor of a repeal of the McKinley law. 
Democratic promise was accepted in 
place of Republican fulfillment. 


“The defeat of tho Republican party 
and the consequent change in the 
economic policy of the government 
started a sharp reaction in the indus- 
trial world.

Prosperity has not been con- 
fined to limited areas, but has extended 
throughout the country. It has not 
been restricted to a few, but has been 
enjoyed by the many. Domestic trade 
has expanded to proportions never be- 
fore attained and our exports have 
reached the highest figures in our his- 
tory. In short, the the past three years 
have been years of commercial! growth, 
of domestic peace and expanding 
power. 

“As in 1892, the Democratic party 
now denounces ‘protection as a robbery 
of the many to enrich the few,’ and 
pledges itself to overthrow the Dingley 
law through a revision and reduction 
of the tariff. What will be the result of 
such a policy? We will find a most 
conclusive answer in the four years of 
the last Democratic administration. 
Let the American people take the Demo- 
cratic platform and the record of the 
last Democratic administration in one 
hand, and the Republican platform 
and the record of the Republican ad- 
ministration during the last three years 
in the other, and pronounce their po- 
tential judgment.” :

They 
were all read to the senator and in 
them he found much comfort. He 
chatted with the members of his fam- 
ily during the day and in addition Rev. 
Calvin Stebbins of South Framing- 
kam, formerly pastor of Senator Hoar’s 
chureh, was admitted to the senator's 
bedside, where he passed a few min- 
utes. Senator Hoar takes considerable 
nourishment without difficulty, but thus 
far it has not bad the desired result of 
increasing his strength. 


The Marx Farm Mysteries 

Colchester, Conn., Aug. 30.—An au- 
topsy on the dismembered body which 
was found in a sack on the Marx farm 
determined the identity of the victim, 
who was Paul Parker, a farmhand, 
who disappeared in October, 1902. It 
is expected that the state attorney will 
order a search of the farm to ascertain 
if there are traces or the burial of 
other bodies. Gershon Marx is in jail 
awaiting trial on the charge of mur- 
dering Joseph Pavoll, whose dismem- 
bered body was found tn a sack on the 
farm in Apri! last. 


Factory Destroyed by Fire 

Whitman, Mass., Aug. 30.—Fire in 
the factory building, formerly occu- 
pied for the manufacture of shoes, and 
lately purchased by Edward I’. Keene, 
destroyed the plant, caused several 
other smaller fires and caused a total 
loss of more than $18,000 early this 
morning. Keene had recently bought 
the factory and intended to begin the 
manufacture of shoe findings in the 
building on Thursday next. It is be- 
lieved that the fire was incendiary. 


Unlucky Ninety and Nine 
New Bedford, Mass., Aug. 80.—Of 
104 men who were captured by the po- 
lice last Saturday night in a raid on 
the Hunters’ club, an alleged gambling 
resort, 99, who were accused merely 
of being present, were fined $10 each 
and two were defaulted. The cases 
against the manager of the place, 
Jacob Weihl, and his two assistants, 
were continued until Sept. 7. Twenty 
of the prisoners, who were unable to 

pay, had their fines paid by Weihl. 


Honor Conferred by the Pope 
Boston, Aug. 30.—Rev. Dr. Henry A. 
Barry, a young writer and theologian 
of this city, has had bestowed upon him 
by Pope Pius X. the grand medal or the 


exclusive Academy of St. Thomas 
Aquinas, Rome, in recognition of 
notable contributions to religious 


literature. The distinction which has 
come to Barry is shared by no other 
churchman or prelate inthe United 
States at the present time. 


Postponement of Tucker Trial 

Boston, Aug. 80.—Chlef Justice Ma- 
son of the superior court has set aside 
the date for the trial of Charles 1. 
Tucker for the murder of Miss Mabel 
Page at Weston on March 81 last. 
Originally it was proposed to begin the 
trial on Sept. 26, but this date has been 
cancelled at the request of counsel ror 
the defendant. A new date will be 
announced later.

IN CLOSEST TOUCH 


Great Battle Probably Proceed- 


ing Near Liaoyang 


MAY BE DECISIVE ONE 


Kuropatkin’s Repulse of Jap- 
anese Attacks Cost Him Three 
Thousand Men--Stoessel Says 
Port Arthur Cannot Hold Out 
Much Longer 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 30.—The great- 
est uncertainty prevails regarding the 
actual situation at Liaoyang. There is 
intense anxiety for definite news from 
the front, but even the authorities are 
frankly ignorant as to whether or not 
the long expected decisive action will 
be fought at Liaoyang or further north. 

It is possible that a great battle is 
even now proceeding and there are 
many indications that such is the case. 
If this is so the fate of this year’s cam- 
paign may be settled within 48 hours. 
At the same time opinion is almost 
equally divided, many believing that 
General Kuropatkin will not make a 
determined stand and that the Japanese 
will crack the shell only to find that 
the bird has flown. 

It is certain that the armies are now 
in closest touch. The Japanese are ad- 
vancing in great force along both of 
the roads converging on Liaoyang, but 
the crucial question, whether it is the 
main Russian army that is con- 
centrated there to receive them, or 
merely a stroug screen, has not been 
answered up to this date. 

Much depends upon the weather. It 
is possible that the recent rains may 
have made Kuropatkin’s withdrawal 
impossible, even if he desired to with- 
draw, or that a further downpour may 
disarrange the plans of both sides. 
But the latest indications that the 
weather and the roads are improving 
should force a rise of the curtain with- 
in 24 hours. 

A dispatch from Harbin says that 
the Russian losses in the fighting of 
Aug. 25 and 26, east and south of Liao- 
yang, were 3000 killed or wounded. 
The great majority of these casualties 
were sustained at Anping. 

It is reported from a rellable source 
that General Stoessel has telegraphed 
to the emperor thanking him for the re- 
cent message of encouragement to the 
garrison of Port Arthur, saying that 
its defenders are ready and willing to 
lay down their lives, but adding that 
they had already suffered severely, and 
intimating that it is hardly possible 
to hold out for more than a month or 
six weeks. 


Anxious to Recall Smolensk 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 30.—Not con- 
tent with the arrangement entered into 
with Great Britain to send a warship 
from Cape Colony in search of the cruis- 
er Smolensk, the government has 
asked France and Portugal, in case the 
ship should put into an African port be- 
longing to either country, to déliver the 
orders recalling her from operations on 
the high seas. 


Don’s Engines Need Repairs 

San Sebastian, Spain, Aug. 80.— 
When the authorities of Vigo gave in- 
timation that the Russian auxiliary 
cruiser Don, which put into Vigo for 
water, must depart within 24 hours, 
the commander of the cruiser declared 
that he must be allowed to stay five 
days in order to repair his engines. 
The matter was referred to Madrid for 
instructions. 


Release of the Arabia 

Shanghai, Aug. 30.—The German 
steamer Arabla has arrived here from 
Vladivostok. This is the vessel that 
was captured by the Russian Vladivo- 
stok squadron in July. She was tried 
before a prize court, which condemned 
20,000 barrels of flour and 71 railroad 
car bodies. The remainder of the 
cargo and the vessel were released. 


Russians Lose a General 

Liaoyang, Aug. 80.—The Russians 
lost 300 in killed or wounded during the 
retreat from Anshanshan, the Japan- 
ese making a fotced march by night and 
overtaking the Russians at daylight. 
General Routkovsky was killed by the 
explosion of a shell, 


Unfit For Fighting 
Shanghai, Aug. 5J.—The Russian 
torpedo beat destroyer Grozovoi has 
been disarmed and the cruiser Askold 
will disarm today. 


No Concessions by Packers 

Chicago, Aug. 30.—“Absolutely noth- 
ing,”’ in Mayor Harrison’s words, sum- 
marized the result of the meeting of the 
aldermanic committee named to medi- 
ate, if possible, the stockyards strike. 
The committee does not expect to meet 
again. The packers refuse to make any 
concessions. 


Sentence Not Yet Yet Pronounced 
St. Petersburg, Aug. 30.—The state- 
ment that Sasoneff, the assassin of Min- 
ister Von Plehye, had been sentenced 
to death proves to be incorrect. The 
question as to whether the assassin 
will be tried by court martial or by a 
civil court has not yet been decided.

SLASHER LYNCHED 


faken From Jail and Strung Up 
by a Mob In Wyoming 

Laramie, Wyo., Aug. 30.—Joe Martin, 

& negro, was lynched by a mob of 300 

in front of Judge Carpenter's house 

last night. Martin was a trusty in the 


county jail. He attacked a white girl 
in the jail kitchen and slashed her 
with a knife. One man was injured 
when entering the jail to drag out the 
prisoner. 

After assaulting Miss Krause with a 
razor, Martin was placed ina cell. The 
first intimation that Sheriff Cook bad 
of the contemplated lynching was when 
two masked men appeared in the 
kitchen of the jail house and, with guns 
leveled at him, told him that there were 
200 men waiting outside for the negro 
and that he had better not attempt to 
make any trouble for them. While the 
first two men held the sheriff, a third 
masked man took the keys of the jail 
from the sheriff's pocket and the negro 
was taken from his cell and hurriedly 
marched through the courthouse into 
the street. Arriving ata lamp post the 
negro was quickly strung up to the 
post. During the entire proceedings 
the negro did mot speak or attempt to 
resist the mob. Within an hour after 
the lynching the streets were deserted. 

Miss Krause would have been killed 
by Martin had not Sheriff Cook held 
him until his rage cooled. On the way 
out Martin slashed Frank Frazer, a by- 
stander, with a butcher knife, which 
he had grabbed froma table. Frazer's 
wound is not serious. Miss Krause is 
not seriously hurt. 


Probable Arrests In Lynching Case 

Statesboro, Ga., Aug. 80.—Sebastine 
McBride, a negro, living near Portal, 
was taken from his house by five men, 
carried out in the wood and whipped se- 
verely and then shot. He died soon 
afterwards. Before death came, how- 
ever, he told the names of three of his 
assailants, Perry Barnes, Henry 
Barnes and Wesley Waters, all white 
men. The sheriff has gone to arrest the 
men named. 


Thousand Men After Negro 
Danville, Va., Aug. 80.—Policeman 
Hall was shot and killed last night by 
Jack Dillard, a negro outlay. A mob 
estimated at 1000 men is now hunting 
for the negro and if he is captured a 
lynching may result. 


The Waggaman Difficulties 


Washington, Aug. 30.—Justice Staf- | 


ford has issued an order directing 
Thomas Waggaman, treasurer of the 
Catholic university, against whom pro- 
ceedings in bankruptcy have been filed, 
to show cause by Sept. 1 why he should 
not be removed as frustee for certain 
parties to whom he gave notes for 
certain money Invested. The three 
banks which filed the orlginal proceed- 
ings in bankruptcy also petitioned the 
court to appoint a_recelver to take pos- 
session of all the assets of Waggaman, 
and collect and hold the same until fur- 
order, the object being the preserva- 
tion of the estate of Waggaman. 


Sensational Struggle Promised 

Chicago, Aug. 30.—Joseph H. Strong, 
publie administrator of Cook county, 
was appointed administrator of the 
estate of Mrs. J. H. McVicker, widow 
of the theatrical man, by the probate 
court here, on application of Horace 
McVicker, stepson of the deceased, and 
other heirs at law. The value of the 
estate is said to exceed $285,000. Dr. 
Zeigler is in possession of the body of 
Mrs. MeVicker and will bring it from 
San Francisco to Chicago. The rela- 
tives intend to take charge of the body, 
“even,” as one of them said, “if it be- 
comes necessary to call in the police to 
enable us to do so.” 


Philippine City Destroyed 
Manila, Aug. 30.—The city of Binang, 
island of Luzon, has been destroyed by 
fire. One hundred persons perished in 
the flames and 5000 were rendered 
homeless. The loss is estimated at 
$200,000. The government is furnish- 
ing shelter and food to the people made 
destitute by the fire. 
According to the census of 1896, 
Binang had a population of 7358. 


Viclous Gang Corralled 

Columbus, Ga., Aug. 80.—Five ne- 
groes were arrested near Salem, Ala., 
for attempting to enter the house of 
Mrs. Maggie Plott.

Pg Troops are assembling for the 
great sham fight on the old battlefields 
of Manassas and Second Bull Run. The 
campaign will be a useful one to the 
volunteer militia for it will be nearer 
the actual experience of warfare than 
many of them have ever had. There is 
an interesting system of computing losses 
which is supposed to rightly determine 
the success or failure of the contending 
forces. For purposes of instruction this 
is all very well, but it isno more like 
actual war thana picture is like the 
real scene of battle. It may be thatthe 
computers of tbe losses in this mimic 
battle have decided to make the result 
a drawn one, and if so they have done 
well, for any other outcome is likely to 
engender bitterness. Sham fights need 
to be watched very carefully lest they 
develop into the real thing. Very few 
of the great battles of history were 
fought exactly as they were planned. 
The directing mind selects his ground 
and assigns his forces te certain posi- 
tions, intending to achieve success in a 
well defined way, but when the fight 
has opened it not infrequently happens 
that new situations develop and changes 
are made because the enemy was not 
taken into the plan, One of the great- 
est soldiers, when assured by his subor- 
dinate Generals that the day was lost, 
inguired how many hours there were 
before dark and on being informed, re- 
plied:—‘‘ There is yet time for two vic- 
tories.’’ But the field exercises, the 
camp instruction, and the marches will 
be of immense value to the soldiers 
who participate, and the volunteer army 
of the United States will be a much 
stronger organization by reason of its 
excursion to historic Bull Run.—Lyna 
Item. 


Dg@e-The newspapers have recently 
called the attention of boot and shoe 
manufacturers to the fact that a market 
awaited their products in Switzerland. 
A report from the United States consul 
general at St. Gall shows that not only 
is there a chance to work up trade in 
shoes but in almost every commodity 
produced in this country, for itis a 
fact that we sell very little to Switzer- 
land, while we buy about €23,000,000 
worth of silk and cotton goods, straw 
and braid, watches, musical boxes, 
leather goods, laces and embroideries, 
handkerchiefs and other things. We go 
to Switzerland for goods we can get 
better there than anywhere else per- 
haps, while of course it must be ac- 
kvowledged that Switzerland can buy 
most commodities nearer at hand than 
across the Atlantic and so, perhaps, 
usually to better financial advantage. 
However, Consul General Peters advises 
our manufacturers that they could 
materially increase their sales if the 
matter were given proper consideration 
and expert men were to canvass the 
country. He says: ‘‘Machinery, iron, 
railroad supplies, horses and agricul- 
tural implements are almost all pur- 
chased from German firms, who have 
their menon the ground watching every 
opportunity for trade, studying every 
requirement of the people, and in every 
way that is possible conforming in 
credit, fashions, time of delivery, ete., 
to the requirements of the inhabitants 
of the country. This we must also do 
if we intend to enter as competitors 
against our powerful opponents. If we 
would but pursue the same methods 
that our merchants pursue at home I 
have nu fear that we should fail to 
obtain our proper percentage of Swiss 
trade.’’—New Bedford Standard.

[MURDERS BY MARY 


Bring Four to Light 


VICTIMS FIRST DRUGGED 


Heads Then Battered and Their 
Bodies Dismembered--Former 
Employe of Alleged Slayer 


Connecticut Officials Expect to 
Tells of Attempt to Kill Him 
Colchester, Cou, Aug. $1.—That 

Gershon B. Marx, now held in Norwich 
county jail, is the perpetrator of a 
series of cold-blooded murders prob- 
ably without precedent in the history 
of Connecticut, is the belief of the 
state officials, who have begun a sys- 
tematic search for bodies on the Marx 
farm. Four murders and an attempt to 
poison another man can, it Is believed 
by these oflicials, be traced to Marx. 

The bodies of two of Marx’s ;ictius, 
Joe Pavol and Joe Palm, Lave already 
been found, and Marx is awaiting trial, 
charged with the murder of Pavol, his 
wife being held as a witness for the 
state. The two bodies fos which the 
search has begun are those of an 18- 
year-old boy and a Hebrew peddler, 

The boy, who was known as Harry, 
arrived in New York from RKussla 
about three years ago, and he came 
here soon after to work for Marx. He 
worked on the farm for about six 
months and then suddenly disappeared. 
Marx was asked to explain the lad’s 
absence, and said he had gone to Hart- 
ford to find employment. Beyond that 
he would not talk about the boy. 

The Hebrew peddler went to the 
Marx home one evening two years ago 
and he was not seen alive again so far 
as is known. ‘These two men, it is be- 
lieved, met their death in the same 
manner as the two farmhands, and to 
obtain positive proof of this belief un- 
ceasing efforts will be made to unearth 
the bodies. 

A Polander, known as “Joe,” yester- 
day made a statement to Sheriff Jack- 
son in which he accused Marx of at- 
tempting to end his life with poisoned 
whiskey. Joe took the whiskey, but 
was afraid to drink it and put it away. 
When the body of Payol was found Joe 
mentioned the matter to the constable 
and gave him the whiskey and the 
constable turned it over to the jailor 
of the county jail, who promised to 
have it analyzed. 

Marx made still another attempt on 
Joe’s life when the latter discovered 
the body of Pavol. After he had ex- 
humed the body Joe went to the house 
and accused Marx of murdering Pavol 
and said he intended to notify the au- 
thorities. Marx thereupon picked up a 
scythe and said if Joe attempted to 
leave the place he would cut his head 
off. The farmhand made good his es- 
cape, however, without injury, despite 
several vicious lunges made at him by 
Marx. 

The motive for the crimes can only 
be traced to an insane desire on the 
part of Marx to escape paying money 
to persons to whom he was honestly 
indebted. The two men whose bodies 
have been found were six months be- 
hind in their wages, as was the young 
boy Harry, of whom no trace has yet 
been found. 

The manner in which these men met 
their death appears to be quite plain. 
Marx always slept with his hired man, 
while his wife and four children slept 
in an adjoining room. He evidently 
drugged his victims when they pressed 
him too hard for their wages and then 
crushed their heads with an axe or 
some blunt instrument, after which the 
bodies were dismembered and buried. 
Each of the bodies already found bears 
a ghastly hole in the forehead, showing 
plainly the cause of death. The ques- 
tion of wages, then, was the cause of 
these two murders. 

In that of the Hebrew peddler the 
case appears to have been robbery and 
then murder. The peddler went to the 
Marx home with a large quantity of 
articles, including clothing, cheap jew- 
elry, ete. The Hebrew entered the 
Marx house late in the afternoon two 
years ago and was never seen again. 

A few days after this event, Marx 
drove to the home of John Marx (no 
relation of the murderer) and tried to 
sell him a miscellaneous collection of 
clothing, some of it new and some of it 
second-hand. This clothing, it is be- 
lieved, was the property of the peddler. 
Mrs. Marx was also seen wearing con- 
siderable cheap and flashy jewelry at 
about this time. This Hebrew is be- 
lieved to be the last of Marx’s victims, 
for all who have worked for him since 
that time have been accounted for, 

There seems to be no doubt but that 


Marx had two farms, one of 165 acres 
and another of 105 acres. On the first 
farm was found the body of Pavol and 
on the second the body of Palm. 

There are yet many places of a sus- 
picious nature to be thoroughly investi- 
gated. In the house which Marx occu- 
pied a portion of the cellar was walled 
up since he took possession of the 
house. <A trap door in the floor was 
also found and beneath ita quantity of 
loose earth and rubbish. These dis- 
coveries were made late yesterday 
afternoon, just before the searchers 
quit work for the day.

NEW YORK PRIMARIES 


McCarren Wins, but Does Not 
Beat Tammany 

New York, Aug. 31.—Both the Repub- 

lican and Democratic parties held their 

primaries in New York city yesterday 


the Democratic contest in Brooklyn, 
where State Senator McCarren and 
Deputy Fire Commissioner Doyle, the 
latter the representative of C. F. 
Murphy, the Tammany leader, fought. 

It was conceded that McCarren 
sympathizers would carry the majority 
of the Brooklyn districts. McCarren 
did carry 16 out of 21 assembly dis- 
tricts. It is said in political circles that 
McCarren is disappointed that Doyle 
carried even five districts and that he 
expected to sweep Brooklyn and do 
away entirely with the Tammany influ- 
ence. Tammany is elated at the result. 

In Manhattun and The Bronx there 
Was practically no change of leader- 
ship in the various districts. 

In the bitter Republican fight in the 
Twenty-fifth bétween Herbert A. Par- 
sons and Howard Conkling, Parsons 
won by about 100 yotes. It is said that 
Governor Odell was deeply interested 
in the attempt to defeat Parsons, who 
fs a Platt Republican. 

William S. Devery was decisively de- 
feated in his fight in the Ninth dis- 
trict. In Devery’s district the  pri- 
maries provoked a fight between ne- 
groes and white men, which almost led 
to a race riot, and to quell which the 
police reserves were called out. 


Taft at a Portland Rally 

Portland, Me., Aug. 31.—The most 
important Republican political meeting 
in western Maine preceding the state 
election was that of Jast night ad- 
dressed by Secretary of War Taft and 
W. T. Cobb, Republican candidate for 
governor, Secretary Taft's address 
was similar to that delivered at Mont- 
pelier, Vt., last Friday. Practically 
the same issues were discussed, only 
the Philippine question being treated 
more extensively. 


Minnesota Democrats In Harmony 
Minneapolis, Aug. $1.—Harmony 
characterized the Democratic state eon- 
vention which was held here. More 
old-time Democrats attended than for 
several years. Former State Senator 
Johnson was unanimously nominated 
for governor. An animated contest over 
the matter of the judiciary ticket 
finally ended in the nomination of two 
Democrats and two Republicans. 


Haywood Will Be Governor 

Charleston, Aug. 31.—Democratic 
primary elections were held throughout 
South Carolina for state and county 
offices and members of congress. Sue- 
cess in this primary ensures success in 
the general election in November, as 
the Republicans usually make no nomi- 
nations. D. C. Heyward for governor 
heads the state officers, who were nomi- 
nated without opposition. 


Beveridge Taiks For Hale 

Ellsworth, Me., Au. $1.—Senator 
Beveridge of Indizna deliv red a care- 
fully prepared politisal speech here last 
night. He discussed the tariff, finance, 
trusts, Philippines and militarism, 
and paid eloquent tributes to the sena- 
tors from Maine, Hale and Frye, espe- 
cially the former, who is a candidate 
for re-election at the next session of the 
legislature. 


Warning Against Apathy 

Barre, Vt., Aug. 31.—Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson was the central 
figure at a Republican rally here last 
night. The keynote of his address 
was emphasis of the country’s pros- 
perity under a Republican administra- 
tion and warning lest apathy result ina 
falling off of the normal Republican ma- 
jorities in the coming state and national 
elections. 


If Bryan Were In Missouri 
Nevada, Mo., Aug. 31.—William J. 
Bryan spoke to a large audience at Lake 
Park, saying in part: “If I were in 
Missouri I woulc vote the state ticket 
from top to bottom. I would yote for 
your Democratic congressman, for a 
legislature which elects a senator and I 

would vote for Parker and Davis.” 


Encroaching Upon Parker's Rights 

Esopus, N. Y., Aug. 31.—Judge Par- 
ker’s candidacy for president has 
caused his place at Rosemount to be 
visited by picnic parties in constantly 
increasing numbers. They make them- 
selves at home with the utmost free- 
dom and leave the place littered with 
picnic leavings. One party recently 
stripped several of the apple trees in 
the orchard and committed other depre- 
dations, Judge Parker is evidently re- 
luctant to place any restrictions upon 
access to his grounds, but the entire 
disregard of the rights of the family 
shown by some of the picnic parties has 
caused much annoyance.

Four Have Reduced 
Rates. 


Many Changes Also Among the 
Towns in Metropolitan District. 


The Globe gives the accompanying 
interesting table showing the tax rates 
in the various cities and towns of the 
Metropolitan district for last year and 
this year. An analysis of the tables 
show that the tax rate has been in- 
creased in sixteen places. Fourteen 
places show a reduction and eight re- 
main the same as last year. 

Of the cities eight of the fourteen 
given show an increase from 10 cents 
up to $1.10, Salem shows the smallest 
increase and Woburn the largest, with 
Cambridge and Newton close seconds at 
$1 each. Quincy comes next to these 
two cities with an increase of 70 cents. 
Everett’s rate increased 60 cents and 
Boston 40 cents. 

The largest reduction was in Medford, 
the decrease there being $1 less than 
last year. 

Among the towns Revere is bigh line 
on the increases with $2, and Water- 
town second with $1.75. 

The greatest decrease was made by 
Arlington, where this year’s rate is 
$2.30 less than last year, while Canton 
dropped $2. 

Tbe towns $185 and over are Arling- 
ton, Braintree, Hull, Lexington, Ran- 
dolpb, Revere, Stoneham, Watertown 
and Weymouth. 

The showing made by the cities is 
much poorer than the towns, ihe 
reason given for this is that the taxes 
for Metropolitan sewers and parks are 
very heavy and the county figures also 
continue heavy.

GEORGE W CUMMINGS 


A Leader In the Journalistic 
Field Removed by Death 

New York, Aug. 31—George W. 
Cummings, vice president of the Amer- 
ican Press Association, died suddenly, 
Aug. 28, at Banff, Northwest Terri- 
tories, while on his way from his home 
in Los Angeles, Cal., to New York. 

Mr. Cummings was born near Terre 
Haute, Ind., fn 1848, and was gradu- 
ated from ladiana State university in 
1ISv2. He was married in 1879 to Miss 
Josephine de Fontaine of Charleston, 
8. C., who died In 1908. He engaged in 
journalism in Terre Haute and after- 
ward in St. Louis. 

In 1882, in connection with Major O. 
J. Smith and R. W. Nelson, Mr. Cum- 
mings founded the American Press 
Association in Chicago. Last spring 
he removed from New York, where he 
had lived for 20 years, to Los An- 
geles. His health had been impaired 
for some years before his death. He 
was identified with a number of bus!l- 
ness undertakings and died possessed 
of a considerable fortune. He will be 
buried in Woodlawn cemetery, New 
York.
